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Pollution: Present For Community?

If the Bensenville Pollution Control Of- 


ficer's prediction conies true this week, 
village residents may be looking for a 
gift wrapped gas mask under their 
Christmas trees tomorrow. 


Earlier this week, Richard Young, who 


is also editor of "Pollution Engineering" 
magazine, predicted the sulphur dioxide 
content in Bensenville's air Christmas 
Eve could reach "hazardous health" pro- 
portions. 


Young said the boost in the sulphur 


dioxide content of the air could only be 
expected if several conditions were "just 
right." 


For example, Thanksgiving Day this 


year the conditions were just right to in- 
crease the noxious gas lo hazardous pro- 
portions in Bensenville's air, Young said. 


"AT THE LEVELS we are worried 


about (basically ranging from 0.11 to 0.19 
particles per million of sulphur dioxide), 
the hospitals could expect an increase of 
admissions of older people with respi- 
ratory diseases," Young said. 


On Thanksgiving Day, Young's sulphur 


dioxide measuring device showed a read- 
ing of 0.135 particles per million of sul- 
phur dioxide for about an hour and a 
half. 


A reading of about 0.11 parts per mil- 


lion of sulphur dioxide could cause "ad- 
verse health effects," Young said, adding 


Bensenville's average reading is .02 or 
.03 particles per million of sulphur diox- 
ide in the air. 


Young attributed an increase in the 


sulphur dioxide content in the ah- on 
Thanksgiving to increased holiday car 
and truck traffic 
and added airline 


flights over the village. He said addition- 
al holiday trains might also have been a 
contributing factor. 


HOWEVER, THESE alone might not 


produce hazardous levels of sulphur 
dioxide in the air. Young said the "at- 
mospheric conditions have to be right" 
to hold the polluting particles down to- 
wards the ground. 


On Thanksgiving Day "there was a 


slight inversion," Young said. An in- 
version occurs when a cold layer of air 
goes over the top of a warm layer of air, 
keeping the warm air down and holding 
pollutants closer to the ground. 


"On Thanksgiving Day I seriously con- 


templated putting into effect the village's 
Polluion Emergency System plan," he 
said. 


"THE FIRST STEP would have been 


to request several local industries to 
greatly reduce their production load and 
create a minimum-heat load. 


"If the levels continued to rise, I would 


have had to restrict traffic through town. 


The pollution control officer said an in- 


crease in holiday vehicle and air traffic 


tomorrow could push the sulphur dioxide 
levels in the air over the hazardous level. 


Young will be in the village tomorrow 


to "keep an eye" on'the sulphur dioxide 
content of the air. 


BUT EVEN IF Young's prediction is 


not realized tomorrow, the high sulphur 
dioxide reading on Thanksgiving has al- 
ready thrown the village's yearly aver- 
age sulphur dioxide reading out of kilter. 


"With an annual (average) concentra- 


tion of 0.04 parts per million of sulphur 
dioxide, accompanied by a smoke con- 
centration of 160 (particulate matter) mi- 
crograms per cubic meter, you should 
expect (over a period of time) an in-, 
crease in mortalities from bronchitis and 


from cancer," Young said. 


"When I first came to Bensenville the 


smoke concentrations used to be about 
150 to 175, but now they are down into 
the lower 100 range. The smoke concen- 
tration is close to a 100 reading on most 
days." 


Even if there is an enormous amount 


of car and truck traffic, and even if the 
weather conditions are "just right," the 
whole problem of air pollution tomorrow 
could be solved if Bensenville has a 
white Christmas. 


"If it rains or snows Christmas Eve 


there will be no problem since the water 
would wash all the pollutants to the 
ground." Young said.

A body identified as that of Phyllis C. 


Brown, 45, the wife of Jaspar Brown, 226 
E. Schick Rd., Bloomingdale, Saturday 
morning was found buried in an 18-inch 
grave at a construction site at Woodview 
and Timber Lane in Wayne Township 
east of West Chicago. 


Mrs. Brown has been missing since 


June. Her husband is being sought in 
connection with the attempted murder on 
July 31 of Mrs. Shirley Johnston, 312 N. 
Linden St., Itasca, and now for question- 
ing about his wife's death. 


Mrs. Johnston was apparently stabbed 


and strangled on the night of July 31 in 
the basement of her home, according to 
Itasca police. While recovering from the 
Injuries, she named Brown as her assail- 
ant to Bloomingdale police, who have 
been seeking him since. 


Bloomingdale Police Chief Harold Riv- 


kin said Monday that the body was so 
badly decomposed that positive identi- 
fication was made from a fracture on the 
right wrist. 


Dr. Gus Ombrek, radiologist at the 


Elmhurst Memorial Hospital, said that 
X-rays of the wrist and the cast, which 
extended from the fingers to about three 
inches above the elbow, were matched 
with those recorded at the St. Alexius 
Hospital when the injury occurred on 
June3. 


She had given conflicting stories on 


how she received the fracture, police 
said. 


Rivkin added that police are presently 


seeking Mrs. Brown's dentist for further 
identification 
evidence 
from 
dental 


X-rays. 


THE BODY, clad in slacks and a 


blouse, was discovered by two workers, 
Russell Ranallo of Chicago and Olen 
McCullough, 336 S. Wisconsin, Addison, 
while digging with a back hoe for in- 
stallation of a septic system. 


Neither McCullough nor Ranallo would 


comment on the incident when contacted. 


At the scene on Saturday morning, rep- 


resentatives of the DuPage County 
Crime Laboratory identified the body as 
that of a female Caucasian child. Later 
that afternoon, the lab established that 
the body was that of an older woman. 


A portable unit from Elmhurst Hospi- 


tal was also transported to the scene for 
X-rays of the neck and arm. No cause of 
death could be determined. 


Upon hearing about recovery of the 


body, Rivkin said he contacted Detective 
Jack Ory of the DuPage County Sheriff's 
Police about the possibility of it being 
Mrs. Brown. After learning there was a 
cast on the right arm, Rivkin said there 
was reasonable evidence to believe the 
body was that of Mrs. Brown and Bloom- 
ingdale police entered the ease. 


A MISSING PERSONS report on Mrs. 


Brown was to have been issued in Octo- 
ber by Bloomingdale police after exten- 
sive investigations failed to provide any 
clues as to her whereabouts. 


On July 29, two days before the alleged 


attempted murder of Mrs. Johnston, Riv- 
kin said he received a call from the man- 
ager of Plentywood Farm in Bensenville, 
Mrs. Brown's employer, to report that 
she had never contacted him about re- 
turning to work after her vacation. Ac- 
cording to police, the manager said he 
had not been able to reach her for a 
month and a half. 


Rivkin said he then contacted Brown 


the next day concerning the whereabouts 
of his wife. 


He said Brown told him she had left to 


visit her brother. An investigation of 
Brown's story proved it to be apparently 
false, Rivkin said. He added that her 
brother said he had not been in contact 
with his sister for quite some time. 


SEVERAL OTHER stories Brown re- 


prtedly told acquaintances and neigh- 
bors concerning the whereabouts of his 
wife also proved to be false, police said. 


Uopn later searching Brown's home in 


connection with the attempted murder, 
police said they found a mound of dirt 
about four feet long and two feet wide in 
the southeast corner of the back yard. 
Representatives 
of the Illinois State 


Crime Laboratory executed the search in 
hopes of recovering Mrs. Brown's body, 
but found nothing. 


Bloomingdale police also planned to, 


but did not conduct a search in August of 
the furnace at the Medinah North School 
to possibly find her remains. Brown was 
formerly employed as a janitor at the 
school. 


Reports that Brown was seen in the 


Melrose Park area proved to be false 
when investigated by Itasca police, Chief 
Stanley Rossol said. 


Yule Card Flow Is Down 


It may not be Christmas yet, but al- 


ready the volume of Christmas cards 
being handled through the Bensenville 
Post Office has begun to slow down, Clif- 
ford Wruck, assistant Bensenville post- 
master, said yesterday. 


"During the Christmas season the mail 


(volume) jumps about 70 per cent," said 
A r t h u r Petersen, Bensenville post- 
master. 


Petersen claims the handling of the in- 


creased amount of Christmas mail "runs 
smoother every year" because of the 
special scanner machines located in the 
Post Office Sectional Center in River 
Grove and because of innovative mail 
handling techniques. 


"Some years ago we used to work until 


1 a.m. trying to catch up.," Petersen 
said. "This year the Christmas mail ap- 
pears to be lighter than normal, but we 


have sold more stamps this year. We 
have sold over 200,000 Christmas com- 
memorative, stamps alone." 


PETERSEN SAID there were no de- 


lays in mail delivery in the village. 


"I think the Vietnam mail has de- 


creased because there are fewer persons 
there now," he said. 


The Bensenville Post Office bolstered 


its Christmas force with about seven 
part-time college students who are home 
for vacation. 


"Most employes have been here for 


s e v e r a l vacations and have been 
trained very well," he saM, adding, 
"They are very dedicated people." 


While some post offices in the subur- 


ban area have had to add extra deliv- 
eries during the Christmas season, tne 
Bensenville postal workers have been 
able to maintain one delivery a day. 


Plan Review Of Vocational Education Alternatives 


A joint meeting of all 10 DuPage Coun- 


ty High School Boards will be scheduled 
before Jan. 18 to reveiw alternatives for 
the DuPnge County Area Vocational 
Education Authority, (DAVEA), it was 
announced yesterday afternoon. 


Members of the DAVEA board of con- 


trol, representing the 10 county high 
school districts, met in Wheaton yester- 
day to plan the next step, after last Sat- 
urday's defeat of the vocational educa- 


tion center referendum asking for a new 
vocational center. 


In the opinion of John Gibson, DAVEA 


director, and representatives of the 
school district, at the meeting, there are 
three major alternatives: 1) completely 
drop the vocational center proposal; 2) 
run the referendum again (it has not 
been determined whether the five dis- 
tricts that passed the referendum would 
have to bold another referendum) and 3) 


reform the cooperative with more or less 
than the original number of participating 
districts and propose the vocational cen- 
ter concept to voters again. 


The vocational center proposal passed 


in five districts, but was defeated in the 
other five districts. The proposal was 
countvwide, with 15,412 votes against, 
and 12,316 for tne center. 


A SUGGESTION that five districts fa- 


voring the referendum should form their 


own vocational center was discouraged 
by DAVEA legal advisors, Harris Fa- 
well, and Craig 0. Larson. 


"The vote was so close our school 


board might have hedged and gone 
through with the proposal," Henry Cobb, 
Fenton High School Dist. 100 adminis- 
trative assistant said. 


"But since it (the referendum) lost 


countywide, we figured it was a dead is- 
sue," Cobb added. 


An Addison Trail High School, Dist. 88 


spokesman said yesterday, the vote 
"would have been better without Dist. 
88." 


Dist. 88 was one of the five districts 


voting against the referendum. 


"The difference here is 2,400 votes, and 


2,000 of these are in the York District," 
Gene Swierczewski, curriculum coordina- 
tor at Lake Park High School Dist. 108, 
told the Register. 


CARL FORRESTER, Dist. 108 superin- 


tendent, suggested another referendum 
be held for the vocational educational 
center. 


DAVEA legal advisors, Merrill Gates, 


director of the DuPage County Education 
Service Region, and possibly a represen- 
tative from the office of the State Super- 
intendent of Public Instruction will be in- 
vited to attend the next joint meeting at 
Wheaton North High School.

Convalescent Home Pay Settlement Shaky 


The tentative settlement over who will 


pay for public aid patients at the Du- 
Page County Convalescent Home could 
be short-lived. 


Lisle township supervisor Pat Riedy 


hinted Tuesday at the DuPage County 
Board of Supervisors meeting he intends 
to introduce a resolution concerning pub- 
lic aid recipients at the home. 


Riedy was reportedly considering sub- 


mitting a resolution prohibiting town- 
ships which are not contributing toward 
the support of public aid patients from 
admitting additional patients into the 
county home. The resolution is expected 
to demand promises of payment from 
Bloomingdale, Milton, Naperville and 
Winfield townships for the full share they 
owe to the home. 


The payment dispute was apparently 


settled last week when the county's nine 
township supervisors agreed to a com- 
promise plan. Under the plan, Milton and 
Winfield townships will pay for six 
months of charges credited to patients 


from their areas. 


THESE CHARGES are the difference 


between the cost of patient care at the 
county home and the payments made to 
the home by the Illinois Department of 
Public Aid. 


Five of the county's townships were 


provided supplemental assistance to the 
county home for public aid recipients un- 
der the terms of a 1967 state statute. The 
statute stated townships may contribute 
toward the public assistance of patients 
at the county home, but didn't require 
them to do so. 


The state currently pays $400 a month, 


toward the cost of each public aid patient 
at the facility. Under new rates effective 
Dec. 1, 1967, charges can go as high as 
$630 a month. 


As a result of partial participation by 


townships, the county home has been 


forced to rely "on county general fund 
money for operating expenses. Since gen- 
eral fund money is levied countywide, 
townships which are contributing toward 
public aid support are in effect paying 
twice. 


OBJECTIONS TO the procedure were 


made last week by York Township super- 
visor Donald Swan. 


York Township, the county's most pop- 


ulated, has been paying over $70,000 a 
year in supplemental payments. 


"We realize it's an inequitable situ- 


ation," Gerald Weeks, chairman of the 
DuPage County Board of supervisors, 
said. 


Weeks who is also supervisor from Mil- 


ton Township termed the compromise 
agreement "the best we can do within 
the limits of our township budgets." 


Payments by Milton and Winfield 


Township will cover the period from Oc- 
tober 1970, to March, 1971. In April new 
township budgets will be made and all 
nine will then be expected to contribute. 


"WE CAN'T DO a thing now," Bloom- 


ingdale Township supervisor Pat Sav- 
aiano said. "We didn't budget the money 
and we already have tax anticipation 
warrants on three of our funds." 


Under the old rates at the county 


h o m e , Bloomingdale township owes 
about $24,000 for the past year, Savaiano 
said. 


The increased rates at the county 


home were established to help pay for 
public aid assistance, according to Ron- 
ald Reinecke, administrator of the coun- 
ty home. Daily rates for maximum care 
previously $17 a day are now $21, min- 
imum, care rates previously $11 a.day 


are now $13. 


The move, however, could present 


more problems according to Reinecke, 
who said patients entering the home on a 
private paying basis could go on public 
aid sooner because of the higher rates.

The Board of Education, of Community 


High School Dist. 88, has announced a 
new policy to determine which children 
are eligible to receive free or reduced 
price lunches. 


The school district has recognized the 


need for helping meet the nutritional 
needs of students. A lunch is served each 
school day at Addison Trail High School, 
Addison; York High School, Elmhurst, 
and

Park. 


The charge to students who can pay is 


45 cents daily. However, since some fam- 
ilies may find it difficult to pay the full 
price for their children, the school will 
provide these lunches free or at a re- 
duced price to those children determined

SUCH APPLICATIONS will be re- 


viewed within 10 days and the family will 
be notified in writing of the decision 
made. 


Information provided on the appli- 


cation will be held in the strictest con- 
fidence. Decisions for approval will be 
based primarily on the family income 
level according to a national guideline 
used by participating schools throughout 
the United States and prescribed by the 
Secretary of Agriculture. Any unusual 
circumstances or hardships which affect 
the family's ability to pay for the lunches 
will be considered. 


If a family is not satisfied with the de- 


cision made regarding their application, 
they may appeal the request to the exec- 
utive assistant to the superintendent, V. 
A. Jones, who will review the application 
to try to make satisfactory arrange- 
ments. The district policy will be applied 
to all children and will be effective Jan. 
1. 


Parents who believe they may qualify 


are urged to apply as it is the district's 
wish to reach every child who may need 
the .benefit of a nutritious lunch at 
school. 


THE QUALIFICATION scale applied 


to family size and annual income and 
who may be eligible for lunch assistance 
is as follows: 


—Family of one with income of $1,920 


or less. 


—Two persons in family with $2,520 or 


less. 


—Three persons with income of $3,120 


or less. 


—Family of four with income of $3,720 


or less. 


—Five-member family with a $4,270 in- 


come or less. 


—Family of six with income of $4,820 


or less. 


—Seven persons in family with $5,380 


income or less. 


—Eight-member family with income of 


$5,820 or less.

this column will recall that the county 
Ixiiirtl in November voted down a non- 
disorimmiition proposnl by n margin of 
2:1 5 It wns said then, there was no docu- 
mentation of discrimination (race, color, 
creed) on the part of contractors per- 
forming county projects and besides the 
proposal of feted lacked "teeth." 


This encouraged the sizable DuPage 


County huninn relations organization to 
fm-k up the cudgels for what was deemed 
fairness to nil citizens as the Constitution 
provides. They addressed a letter to the 
county board citing this vote as a dis- 
service to the future of the county and 
asked for » meeting with representatives 
of the board. The executive committee, 
Klbert Droegemueller chairman, 
met 


last Friday with the advisory committee 
of the human relations group to hear the 
complaint. It was agreed that any dis- 
crimination by definition should be out- 
lawed in DuPage County. 


BUT THE HUMAN relations people 


asked for what they call "affirmative ac- 
tion" by the county board James Park- 
er, black chairman of the advisory group 
and a resident of Glen Ellyn, made a 
plea that "affirmative action" be written 
into contracts rather than reliance on the 
customary recitation or pledge of non- 
discrimination to achieve the purpose 
sought. The logic and earnestness of his 
remarks won over most of the members 
present 
Chairman Droegemueller was 


one of the five who had approved the 
former defeated proposal 


Some, namely Pat Reidy, Lisle Town- 


ship, objected to the bluntness of this 
language. He said it might stimulate the 
adrenal systems of some members to 
cause them to vote against any mea- 
sure. So it was agreed to change "af- 
firmative action" to read "appropriate 
action " No good Republican in DuPage 
County objects to doing what is appro- 
priate. 


This proposal is expected to cotre up 


soon with the new wording incorporated 
m contract forms.

Reidy in- 
sists that non-paying townships must 
start paying like Lisle and all the rest, 
and more. He wants every last tittle of 
back monies owing to be paid in full. 


The Illinois Supreme Court, we are 


told, has ruled that it is a sacred duty of 
townships to look after their indigents. It 
is also clear that the only way for town- 
ships to survive is to perform their func- 
tions through powers delegated to them. 
When some higher body takes over the 
function the power goes with it. Thus, to 
preserve township government its func- 
tions have to be performed by townships. 
Whereas, the power to tax may be a 
power to destroy, in case of townships it 
is a power to survive.

•ward the CAPIAS plaque to the entire 
east coast of Florida on behalf of the 
U.S. Navy. To avoid hurt feelings, the 
Convention voted a secondary Torrcy 
Canyon award to the two former win- 
ner)). A member also requested that the 
minutes ihow his suggestion of the 
Northwest Passage to the Arctic as a fu- 
ture recipient of Ihr coveted award. 


For his insistence that an airport be 


built in Lake Michigan, Chicago's mayor 
Richard Daley was the unanimous choice 
for Aviation Man of the Year. The only 
dissent to this nomination was from 
Type-Lice Lee who pointed out a possible 
positive result of such a construction if 
fish used Its underpinnings a.s cover and 
breeding grounds. Downstate Downey, 
however, was applauded warmly for his 
reminder that with the continued cooper- 
ation of the Corps of Engineers and the 
various sewage treatment plants in Wis- 
consin, Illinois and Indiana, the threat of

Walter Hickel as Explorer of the Year, 
as previously mentioned.

Most Creative Use of An Outdoor Sport 
in Fund Raising for its regulation de- 
manding a $5 fee of snowmobilers in 
Forest Preserve grounds. 


The Wilbur Wright award for Aero- 


nautic Achievement went to President 
Richard Nixon for his continued demand 
for the construction of a Supersonic 
Transport. There was some debate on 
this nomination on the ground that the 
president is only demanding that the SST 
be built, the point being that there is no 
assurance the thing will ever fly. Others 
felt any award involving the SST ought 
to be in the Most Significant Contribution 
to Transportation Not Necessarily in Re- 
lation to Need division. 


Cowbird of 1970 recognition went to the 


U.S. Coast Guard who demanded that all 
pleasure boats bearing marine toilets 
also be equipped with holding tanks — 
but failing to also note that there is no 
place to empty the tanks, thus leaving 
enforcement and further "treatment" of 
the problem to someone else. 


The Illinois delegation, in a flagrant at- 


tempt at state favoritism, attempted to 
find an award for their Department of 
Conservation, but they could discover no 
action on which any kind of award could 
be presented, pro or con. They did suc- 
ceed, however, in getting approval of a 
Pussyfooting Present:.!' n for the Illinois 
Constitutional Convention Debates who, 
having been faced with the opportunity 
to remove the Department of Con- 
servation from political clutches, decided 
instead to moke certain that the new De- 
partmlDt will be just like the old one, 
only with more directors. 


In the most popular action of the meet- 


ing, the Ninth Circuit Federal Appeal 
Court of California was voted the Teapot 
Dome Cup for Creative Use of Public 
Lands for Private Profit. The award was 
based on the court's decision supporting 
the Mineral King ski and resort project 
in the Sierra mountains, that is1 Citizens 
cannot try to stop any development or 
land-use scheme simply because it is 
dangerous to the environment. Rather, 
you must show that the project is caus- 
ing you some direct economic or physical 
harm. The U.S. Forest Service received 
the second place vote for its participation 
in the defense of Mineral King against 
the conservationists. 


Members also voted themselves an an- 


nual dues increase — 50% to be paid in 
non-returnable beverage bottles and beer 
cans. 


Finally, Poet Laureate Irving Park,

absences, the President's alterna-

Waterway Desecration 


Controversy over a landfill oper- 


ation on the Des Plaines River 
' floodplam is reflected nationally in 
a December Readers Digest report 
! which documents a national lack of 
understanding — and caring — for 
our water resources 


The article claims that through 


fiver projects "in 10 years we will 
have blocked more than half our 
rivers' national flow and 20 years 
later 80 per cent " 


The authors blame a "quiet al- 


liance" of special interest groups 
and federal agencies who are sup- 
posed to look after conservation. 
Four federal agencies get most of 
the blame — the Soil Conservation 
Service, Army Corps of Engineers, 
Tennessee Valley Authority 
and 


Bureau of Reclamation. The Digest 
says these agencies, under banners 
of conservation and flood control, 
have planned "needless" projects 
for 
rh e" development 
because 


"their bureaucratic survival de- 
mands that they keep digging " 


A special interest group singled 


out for criticism is the National 
Rivers and Harbors Congress, a 
group of towboat operators, canal 
construction companies, waterway 


shippers and local port authorities 


In Georgia alone, the Digest re- 


ports, the Soil Conservation Ser- 
vice plans 172 projects that will af- 
fect almost every one of the state's 
major fishing streams and lakes 
The same agency is considering 
watershed projects in nearly every 
stream in North Dakota 


A recent Alabama survey cited 


by the Digest found 2,000 miles of 
stream slated for "channelization" 
— a process that involves digging a 
drainage ditch 
down miles of 


shoreline, leaving an ugly scar 
across the land and wiping out 
pools and swampland that are the 
habitat of wildlife. 


One small floodplam on one local 


river may not seem like much to 
worry about, but fitted into the na- 
tional picture of desecration of wa- 
terways, there seems cause for 
broader 
concern. Local action 


groups can affect local projects 
Enlightened governors can veto de- 
structive pork barrel digging in 
their states 


But the over-all approach of fed- 


eral agencies toward their respon- 
sibility seems to be a matter for 
Congress to review

him down and slowly drowning his ef 


forts He decided to swim awa> rathei 
than sink to its level 


The village manager came to \\ood 


Dale pegged as the ' messiah' of \\oul 
Dale politics It wasn't long before he 
began praying for self-survival in lieu of 
progress and harmony To say there \vas 
friction and discontent between Adamson 
and some members of the council would 
be an understatement Publicly, there 
was disagreement 
pmately, an 


mosity 


The council hired John Adamson to 


carry the ball of progress m Wood Dale 
but it never let him call his own signa's 
He was supposed to be the quarterback 
who passed his team to victory 
. but 


that's pretty hard after your arms have 
been amputated 


Adamson never had control of village 


finances or personnel Some councilmen 
checked his every move or recommenda 
tion with political partisanship He was 
i n f r i n g i n g on some commissioner s 
sphere of influence He was a threat to 
their self-built power structure He was 
repnmanded at every turn 


Adamson was like a juvenile who was 


given an allowance (salary) and told how 
to spend it After awhile, it became em 
barrassing and humiliating 


Adamson never tried intentionally to 


usurp the duties of certain councilmen 
To accomplish his job, he made recom- 
mendations These fell on deaf ears For 
the past nine months, he was paid a sala 
ry he was never allowed to fully earn If 
village taxpayers ever wanted to revolt 
here is a revolting episode 


One wonders if Wood Dale politics will 


ever allow a non political opinion to rule 
the roost If so, it means some officials 
will have to deflate their egos and do 
what's right Instead of what's politically 
expedient 


John Adamson will go on to bigger and 


better things I wish Wood Dale govern- 
ment could say the same thing It's un- 
fortunate because Adamson was foster- 
ing the "good image" that this village so 
sorely needs He garnered the respect 
and acceptance of surrounding village of- 
ficials, and he did it with professionalism 
and a willingness to listen and suggest 


It seems that a village manager in 


Wood Dale must possess unorthodox cre- 
dentials He must take orders — not give 
them He must relinquish half his inher- 
ent powers to village officials He must 
abide by a Shakespearian ode Mine is 
not to reason why, but to do or die 


Adamson "died" a lot inside during his 


tenure in Wood Dale. What killed his 
spirit was egotistic politicians, rumors, 
forced "silence" to the press and mis- 
statements to the public 


As a village manager he wasn't 


allowed to manage, a change of scenery 
to nearby Carol Stream may do him 
good I wish him well because he tried to 
do what the young people in this country 
have been trying to do work within the 
system In Wood Dale, the system was 
bigger than the man, but there is always 
tomorrow

Education Today 
Officials Thinking Of New Year 


by TOM WELLMAN 


This Christmas season is a time of joy 


for most Northwest suburban residents, 
but many school officials' celebrations 
are tempered by thoughts of the New 
Year. 


It's not that the New Year will bring 


any strikingly new educational or social 
problems. Rather, the specter of tax- 
payer resistance to school spending, and 
the generally depressed economic cli- 
mate are furrowing the brows of school 
officials. 


In the Northwestern suburbs alone, 


five school districts are committing 
themselves to tax rate referenda and 
bond issues in an effort to offset increas- 
ing costs and the growing population. 


Dist. 23, serving Prospect Heights and 


portion of Arlington Heights, will seek 
two referenda in February. Earlier this 
year, portions of the district's bond and 
referenda packages have been rejected 
by the voters. 


DIST. 59, serving Elk Grove Twp , lost 


a tax rate referendum about a year ago. 
It's going after another one this spring. 


Dist. 25, serving most of Arlington 


Heights, will submit a 50 cent education 
fund tax hike to the voters on March 13. 
In addition to the referendum, district of- 
ficials may be forced to cut programs to 
save money. 


High School Dist. 214, serving Elk 


Grove and Wheeling townships, will 
probably go for a bond issue this spring 
and it may also seek a hike in the educa- 
tion fund at the same time. 


Finally, Harper College (Junior Col- 


lege Dist. 5J2) will seek increases in the 
education and building (maintenance) 
funds sometime next fall. 


None of the districts are seeking voter 


approval just for the fun of it. All of 
them desperately need revenue to meet 
building expenses, teachers' salaries and 
other expenses. 


TO MAKE THE picture bleaker, voters 


have been turning down bond issues and 
referenda at a record clip recently. For 
example, voters approved only a portion 
of Dist. 23's badly-needed October bond 
issue and referendum.

dation, shows parents view finances and 
discipline as the major school problems. 


They feel today's school curriculum 


has met student needs. Also, SB per cent 
.of the national sample said they'd vote 
"no" todav on a school district's request 
for money. 


School officials are sensing this mood 


on a local scale. Those involved in deci- 
sions on referenda or bond issues realize 
that a special kind of hard-hitting sales 
pitch is needed 


Without tht voter support, school dis- 


tricts in this area can start planning to 
offer less education, thus poorly equipp- 
ing children, to live in an increasingly 
complex society. 


In the Christmas season, however, 


there is no cause for complete pessim- 
ism. On Saturday, 5 out of 10 high sihool 
districts in DuPage County agreed to 
participate in construction of a vocation 
education center. These's a germ of hope 
there for districts seeking voter support 
in 1971.

The Brendan O'Dea family in Bloom- 


ingdale says, "Merry Christmas," with a 
hint of a brogue The arrival of the plum 
pudding from Dublin opens the holiday 
season at the O'Dea home. Each year 
the relatives back home send the O'Deas 
a pudding of Sultana raisins, lemon and 
orange peels, beef suet, Gmnis stout, and 
Irish whiskey. 


BRENDAN'S WIFE, Peggy, serves the 


pudding as a flaming dessert with bran- 
dy poured over it and lit 


"Get the suet and the bloody raisins 


out of here," teased Brendan, "we'll 
drink the rest" 


Brendan is an Irish charmer, father of 


five redheads and three blondes: Tom- 
my, 18; Bonnie, 17; Kevin, 16; Brian, 12; 
Michael, 10; Peggy, 9, Mary, 8; and Pat- 
rick, 5. He is a salesman for the Ameri- 
can Lithoform Corp , a disk jockey over 
WOPA, Oak Park's Gaelic station, and a 
mayoral candidate in the last Bloom- 
ingdale election 


He remembers his Christmases in Gal- 


way as a child as deeply religious occa- 
sions "It was customary to visit cribs in 
different churches and leave with a bit of 
straw from the manger. Midnight Mass, 
caroling for the St. Vincent dePaul 
Society, and setting the candle in the 
window to greet the Christ Child — that's 


the Gaelic Christmas," said Brendan.

strawberries and served with custard or 
whipped cream — a currant cake or 
brack (Christmas raisin bread)." 


"The Irish Christmas celebration lasts 


the whole 12 days of Christmas," said 
Brendan. "Observance of St. Stephen's 
Day (Dec. 26), Includes 'burying the 
wren,' a custom of bird watching that 
goes back in Irish folklore and a mum- 
mer's parade . . . that's when the people 
dress up in scarecrow costume and form 
a kitchen utensil band." 


NEIGHBORS WHO drive past "Tara," 


the O'Dea home at 216 Schick Road in 
Suncrest Highlands, may expect to see a 
tall, red candle burning in the window. It 
will stay lit up to Jan. 6, "Little Christ- 
mas."

When you bang your 
guests' coats in the hall closet, docs a 
spicy fragrance welcome them? Try 
hanging pomanders to several coat hang- 
ers The old trick of studding oranges or 
lemons with whole cloves is a useful one, 
especially now when the children are ex- 
cited and underfoot and want to share in 
the holiday preparations. 


FRANKLY IT'S FRANKINCENSE: In- 


cense is IN. Choose your favorite whiff 
from the many varieties available. Burn 
a stick wherever you wish to cover 
household odors, or just to lend pungency 
to the air 


The use of Incense is actually quite old. 


People collected the dried gummy sub- 
stance from myrrh and frankincense 
trees and threw it on the altar to disguise 
the odors in the early pagan temples. 


FAKE FIR: Some greens are more 


pungent than others. We seem to expect 
all evergreens to smell of northland for- 
ests If your boughs and Christmas tree 
don't come up to sniff, burn a few pine- 
oil candles Or you can cheat a little with 


frequent squirts of pine-scented air fresh- 
ener. 


CANDLE SCENTS: Candles today not 


only give a warm glow to the home; they 
fill it with fragrance. Did you know that 
bayberry candles smell best if they are 
burned for awhile and then snuffed? Let 
the aroma linger and then relight to 
recharge your air. 


SPICE IS NICE: Holiday scents drift- 


ing from the kitchen are painfully tan- 
talizing to weight-watchers and children. 
Sweet cookies, dipped chocolates, fruit 
cakes and fudge and stollen and laUces 
and spiced tea — all stir up an orgy of 
delight to the nose. It's the season to re- 
member anise, cardamom, ginger, rose- 
mary and savory. 


Many homemakers forget to inventory 


their spice shelves. If you haven't done 
this, make it a New Year's resolution to 
check your stock for fresbmess.

DIDJA KNOW that an ordinary person 


can smell 2,000 different odors? Accord- 
Ing to Russell C. Erb, who wrote "The 
Common Scents of Smell," with a little 
training and persistence, you can learn 
to differentiate about 4,000 different 
smells. More than 30,000 of our chemical 
compounds have an odor, and 10,000 can 
be identified somehow. But of all those 
•mells — aren't the nicest ones of all the 
scents of Christmas?

Edifices and monuments by Jean Du- 


buffet are now on exhibit at The Art In- 
stitute of Chicago. The display of Dubuf- 
fet's most recent three-dimensional work 
will continue through the end of January. 


It consists of three full-size construc- 


tions and more than 30 scale models, in- 
cluding a series which was conceived for 
the plaza of the Chase Manhattan Bank 
in New York City. A group of very recent 
drawings and collages will also be dis- 
played. 


The polystyrene works are all created 


and painted by the artist himself. Di- 
vided into three major categories, the ex- 
hibit includes towers and monuments, 
houses and courts, and trees and gar- 
dens. 


The title of the exhibition, "Edifices 


and Monuments," was suggested by Du- 
buffet because it is in that way that he 
views his particular work represented. 
Dubuffet sees it as "painting monu- 
mentalized." 


DUBUFFET DERIVES his buildings 


from 
his previous involvement with 


"1'Hourloupe" subjects. "L'Hourioupe" 
was conceived by Dubuffet as a fictional 
poetic character. The exhibits ranged 
from small drawings to huge canvases, 
but at that time, 1963, there was no 
sculpture in the series. 


Finding the means to produce objects 


in Styrofoam permitted him to construct 
the world of "1'Hourloupe," its people, 
furniture and environment, as solid, 
three-dimensional, painted objects. 


Yet 
the 
make believe 
world of 


"FHourloupe's" has been destroyed. The 
edifices and monuments are built on a 
human scale and are actually used by 
human beings. Instead of merely looking 
at a madly contrived situation, the vis- 
itor is now forced to expose himself to 
the situation directly. One becomes en- 
tirely involved. 


JEAN DUBUFFET, a French artist, 


was born in 1901. After a classical educa- 
tion, Dubuffet traveled extensively and 
pursued a business career. He did not 
devote himself full-time to art until 1942, 
when he began his career as a painter. 


As Dubuffet developed, materials con- 


tinued to absorb his interest. Many of his 
early works involved creating his own 
materials. 


A. James Speyer writes in the catalog, 


"His discovery of polystyrene has re- 
sulted in the latest revolution in his tech- 
niques and consequently in his ex- 
pression. Starting in 1963 with the use of 
polystyrene for small sculpture, he has 
meanwhile expanded the possibilities of 
this material to a point where the tech- 
nique has changed the course of the work 
itself." 


EDIFICES AND MONUMENTS by Jean Dubuffet are 


now on exhibit at The Art Institute of Chicago. The 
display 
consists of 
full-size constructions which 
are 


made from polystryrene. Recent drawings and collages 
will also be displayed. The exhibit will continue through 
January.

MISTLETOE IS believed to date from 


the Druid custom of giving sprigs of the 
plant as a charm. Of course, the custom 
of being subject to a kiss while standing 
under the mistletoe extends the warm 
feelings men and women of good win are 
supposed to feel at Christmas. 


One legend about the first Christmas 


tree holds that the really first tree was 
seen m a vision experienced by an Eng- 
lish missionary named Winfrid. Later he 
was called Boniface. The time was 1,200 
years ago and Winfrid was going through 
northern Germany. 


It is said he came upon a group of non- 


believers huddled about an oak tree. 
They were getting ready to sacrifice 
Asulf, a little prince, to the god Thor. 


The missionary stopped the ceremony 


and chopped down the oak. As the great 
tree fell, a young fir tree appeared. The 


missionary interpreted this as the tree of 
life, saying it must represent Christ. 


THE CUSTOM OF decking the halls 


with holly and green branches is a 
throwback to the days before Christ's 
birth. Romans exchanged tree branches 
for good luck at the beginning of 
January. 


The English picked up the custom and 


associated it with Christmas. An old 
English rhyme of the time explained it 
this way: 


"Holly and ivy, box and bay, put in Hie 


church on Christmas Day."

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Plan Review Of Vocational Education Alternatives 


A joint mooting of oil 10 DiiPnge Cmm- 


Iv lliMh Schtml Boards will bo scheduled 
More Jan. la to rovoiw alternatives for 
the DuPago County Area Vocational 
Kdurntlon Authority, (DAVEA), It was 
ttnmmnced yesterday afternoon 


Members of the DAVEA board of con- 


trol, representing the to county hi«h 
school districts, met in Whcaton ycster- 
d)iy to plan the next step, after last Sat- 
urday's defeat of the vocational educa- 


tion center referendum asking for a new 
vocational center. 


In the opinion of John Gibson, DAVEA 


director, and representatives of the 
school district, at the meeting, there arc 
three major alternatives: 1) completely 
drop the vocational center proposal; 2) 
run the referendum again (It has not 
been determined whether the five dis- 
tricts that passed the referendum would 
have to hold another referendum) and 3) 


reform the cooperative with more or leas 
than the original number of participating 
districts and propose the vocational cen- 
ter concept to voters again. 


The vocational center proposal passed 


in five districts, but was defeated in the 
other five districts. The proposal was 
countywide, with 15,412 votes against, 
and 12,316 for the center. 


A SUGGESTION that five districts fa- 


voring the referendum should form their 


own vocational center was discouraged 
by DAVEA legal advisors, Harris Fa- 
well, and Craig 0. Larson. 


"The vote was so close our school 


board might have hedged and gone 
through with the proposal," Henry Cobb, 
Fenton High School Dist. 100 adminis- 
trative assistant said. 


"But since it (the referendum) lost 


countywide, we figured it was a dead is- 
sue," Cobb added. 


An Addison Trail High School, Dist. 8B 


spokesman said yesterday, the vote 
"would have been better without Dist. 
88." 


Dist. 88 was one of the five districts 


voting against the referendum. 


"The difference here is 2,400 votes, and 


2,000 of these are in the York District," 
Gene Swierczewski, curriculum coordina- 
tor at Lake Park High School Dist. 108, 
told the Register. 


CARL FORRESTER, Dist. 108 superin- 


tendent, suggested another referendum 
be held for the vocational educational 
center. 


DAVEA legal advisors, Merrill Gates, 


director of the DuPage County Education 
Service Region, and possibly a represen- 
tative from the office of the State Super- 
intendent of Public Instruction will be in- 
vited to attend the next joint meeting at 
Wheaton North High School.

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Wife Of Jaspar Brown Found Dead

A body identified as that of Phyllis C. 


Brown, 45, the wife of Jaspar Brown, 226 
E. Schick Rd.. Bloomlngdale, Saturday 
morning was found buried in an 18-inch 
grave at a construction site at Woodview 
and Timber Lane in Wayne Township 
east of West Chicago, 


Mrs. Brown has been missing since 


.lime Her husband is being sought in 
connection with the attempted murder on 
July 31 of Mrs. Shirley Johnston, 312 N. 
Linden St., Itasca, and now for question- 
ing about his wife's death, 


Mrs. Johnston was apparently stabbed 


and strangled on the night of July 31 in 
the basement of her home, according to 
Itasca police. While recovering from the 
injuries, stie named Brown as ter assail- 


ant to Bloomingdale police, who have 
been seeking him since. 


Bloomingdale Police Chief Harold Riv- 


kin said Monday that the body was so 
badly decomposed that positive identi- 
fication was made from a fracture on the 
right wrist. 


Dr. Gus Ombrek, radiologist at the 


Elmhurst Memorial Hospital, said that 
X-rays of the wrist and the cast, which 
extended from the fingers to about three 
inches above the elbow, were matched 
with those recorded at the St. Alexius 
Hospital when the injury occurred on 
June 3. 


She had given conflicting stories on 


how she received the fracture, police 
said. 


Rivkin added that police are presently 


seeking Mrs. Brown's dentist for further 
identification 
evidence 
from 
dental 


X-rays. 


THE BODY, clad in slacks and a 


blouse, was discovered by two workers, 
Russell Ranallo of Chicago and Olen 
McCullough, 336 S. Wisconsin, Addison, 
while digging with a back hoe for in- 
stallation of a septic system. 


Neither McCullough nor Ranallo would 


comment on the incident when contacted. 


At the scene on Saturday morning, rep- 


resentatives 
of the 
DuPage County 


Crime Laboratory identified the body as 
that of a female Caucasian child. Later 
that afternoon, the lab established that 
the body was that of an older woman. 


A portable unit from Elmhurst Hospi- 


tal was also transported to the scene for 


X-rays of the neck and arm. No cause of 
death could be determined. 


Upon hearing about recovery of the 


body, Rivkin said he contacted Detective 
Jack Ory of the DuPage County Sheriff's 
Police about the possibility of it being 
Mrs. Brown. After learning there was a 
cast on the right arm, Rivkin said there 
was reasonable evidence to believe the 
body was that of Mrs. Brown and Bloom- 
ingdale police entered the case. 


A MISSING PERSONS report on Mrs. 


Brown was to have been issued in Octo- 
ber by Bloomingdale police after exten- 
sive investigations failed to provide any 
clues as to her whereabouts. 


On July 29, two days tfefore the alleged 


attempted murder of Mrs. Johnston, Riv- 
kin said he received a call from the man- 


ager of Plentywood Farm in Bensenville, 
Mrs. Brown's employer, to report that 
she had never contacted him about re- 
turning to work after her vacation. Ac- 
cording to police, the manager said he 
had not been able to reach her for a 
month and a half. 


Rivkin said he then contacted Brown 


the next day concerning the whereabouts 
of his wife. 


He said Brown told him she had left to 


visit her brother. An investigation of 
Brown's story proved it to be apparently 
false, Rivkin said. He added that her 
brother said he had not been in contact 
with his sister for quite some time. 


SEVERAL OTHER stories Brown re- 


prtedly told acquaintances and neigh- 
bors concerning the whereabouts of his 


wife also proved to be false, police said. 


Uopn later searching Brown's home in 


connection with the attempted murder, 
police said they found a mound of dirt 
about four feet long and two feet wide in 
the southeast corner of the back yard. 
Representatives 
of the Illinois State 


Crime Laboratory executed the search in 
hopes of recovering Mrs. Brown's body, 
but found nothing. 


Bloomingdale police also planned to, 


but did not conduct a search in August of 
the furnace at the Medinah North School 
to possibly find her remains. Brown was 
formerly employed as a janitor at the 
school. 


Reports that Brown was seen in the 


Melrose Park area proved to be false 
when investigated by Itasca police, Chief 
Stanley Rossol said. 


Board Sets Feb. 27 Date For Two-Part Referendum 


School board members of Lake Park 


Dist 108 Monday night set Feb. 27 as the 
date for a site acquisition and building 
referendum for a second high school 
which coil Id cost taxpayers up to $7.5 
million. 


The referendum will have two propos- 


als The first will ask Dist. 108 voters to 
approve Lake Park's decision to exhaust 


its bonding power which will be over $2 
million after July 1, 1971. Lake Park 
must exhaust its bonding power to be eli- 
gible (or a $5 million interest-free loan 
from the Illinois School Building Com- 
mission (ISBC). 


Dist. 108 is dependent on the ISBC loan 


because it doesn't have other borrowing 
power to finance a building. Because it is 


receiving funds, the district must comply 
with certain building specifications and 
construct the new school within a certain 
budget. 


The second proposal on the referendum 


will ask voters to give Lake Park the 
authority to borrow up to $5 million from 
the ISBC at 6 per cent yearly for 16 and 
two-thirds years. 


The new high school will probably be 


built in the western portion of the school 
district which also includes port of Hano- 
ver Park. Five possible sites have been 
under advisement. The new school will 
not have an athletic field or auditorium 
and will accommodate 
approximately 


1,700 students. 


CARL FORRESTER, Dist. 108 superin- 


tendent, was apprehensive Monday about 
seeking the referendum while the school 
district is still waiting for a final written 
commitment from the ISBC on the funds 
available for the new building. 


School board members indicated that 


voters will be informed of the uncertain- 
ty in receiving the proposed loan from 
ISBC on the referendum. 


Presently, ISBC doesn't have enough 


money allotted in its 1970 fiscal budget 
and would have to include Dist. 108's 
request in the 1971 fiscal year beginning 
in July 1. 


Forrester told school board members 


that the district was in an awkward posi- 
tion because it will be depending on 
monies not thoroughly committed from 
the ISBC. He added that the ISBC loan is 
dependent on the actions of the state leg- 
islature and this fact should be pointed 
out to voters. 


"If we're not successful with a referen- 


dum this spring, there is a good chance 
we won't have that school up when the 
third year comes around (1973)," Forres- 
ter disclosed. 


A CUT IN THE 1971 ISBC budget 


might seriously hurt Dist. lOB's loan 
request but Forrester believes that Feb- 
ruary to the oppertuae-tinw-to-liold Uw. 
referendum. He added that if the district 
waits another six months, Hie new-high 
school won't be constructed until at least 
the fall of 1973. 


In proposing the referendum date, For- 


rester reminded board members of the 
higher costs of referendums in nearby 
Glen Ellyn and Wheaton. He indicated 
that Lake Park's referendum is asking 
voters for much less monies and was a 
reasonable request considering the rapid 
growth of the community. 


In deciding on the Feb. 27 date, the 


board considered the January referen- 
dum sought by Roselle Dist. 12 and 
avoided close dates. 


While the ISBC loan is contingent on 


the state legislature's approval, Dist. 108 
is currently 22nd on the list of school dis- 
tricts applying for state funds. Forrester 
told school board members that ISBC 
has indicated its willingness to provide 
the necessary $5 million loan but will not 
provide a monetary commitment on pa- 
per. 


Plan Split Shifts 


HARD WORK seemed to pay off for students at 
the Itasca Junior High School who participated in 
the contest among homerooms to see which one 
would collect the largest amount of money to be 
donated to the Little City in Palatine. At an as- 


sembly Friday, Karen D'Andrea, student council 
president, presented the surprise stuffed toy prizes 
to Derick Ball, representing the second place 
homeroom which collected $100, and Juliet Fitz- 


gerald, representing the first place homeroom 
collecting $122. According to the final tally, all 16 
homerooms collected a total of about $500, which 
is $200 more than last year's collection. 


There is a definite probability 
that 


Lake Park High School will be operating 
split shift instruction next year even if 
Dist. 108 voters approve or disapprove of 
the Feb. 27 referendum for a second high 
school. 


That's the forecast presented to school 


board members Monday night by Carl 
Forrester, Dist. 108 superintendent, who 
favored Lake Park students operating in 
two five and one half hour shifts to avoid 
overcrowding 
and "stacking" of stu- 


dents. 


Principal Stanley Wheeler told the 


school board that 11 proposals were un- 
der study but that a split shift would be 
more feasible and alleviate overcrowding 
that accompanied other possibilities. 


"REGARDLESS IF this referendum in 


February fails, this schedule will go into 
effect for at least two years," Forrester 


said. "There's just no escape for it." 


The proposed compacted half-day shift 


will probably be installed beginning in 
September. Seniors and juniors toto"'!-; 
1,048 students will attend school from 7 
a.m. to 12:30 p.m. Sophomores and fresh- 
men totalling 1,270 students would attend 
school from approximately 
12:45 p.m. 


until 6:15 p.m. There is a possibility the 
15-minute break in between shifts will be 
extended to 30 minutes to accommodate 
bus scheduling. 


The half-day school shifts will accom- 


modate 2,318 students daily but not at 
one time. 


FORRESTER 
BASED his projected 


student attendance for the next three 
years on prospective and current build- 
ing developments in the surrounding 
communities.

Convalescent Home Pay Settlement Ehaky 


The tentative settlement over who will 


pay for public aid patients at the Du- 
Page County Convalescent Home could 
be short-lived. 


Lisle township supervisor Pat Ricdy 


hinted Tuesday at the DuPage County 
Board of Supervisors meeting he intends 
to introduce a resolution concerning pub- 
lic aid recipients at the home. 


Riedy was reportedly considering sub- 


mitting a resolution prohibiting town- 
ships which are not contributing toward 
the support of public aid patients from 
admitting additional patients into the 
county home. The resolution is expected 
to demand promises of payment from 
Bloomingdale, Milton, Naperville and 
Winfield townships for the full share they 
owe to the home. 


The payment dispute was apparently 


settled last week when the county's nine 
township supervisors agreed to a com- 
promise plan. Under the plan, Milton and 
Winfield townships will pay for six 
months of charges credited to patients 


from their areas. 


THESE CHARGES are the difference 


between the cost of patient care at the 
county home and the payments made to 
the home by the Illinois Department of 
Public Aid. 


Five of the county's townships were 


provided supplemental assistance to the 
county home for public aid recipients un- 
der the terms of a 1967 state statute. The 
statute stated townships may contribute 
toward the public assistance of patients 
at the county home, but didn't require 
them to do so. 


The state currently pays $400 a month, 


toward the cost of each public aid patient 
at the facility. Under new rates effective 
Dec. 1, 1967, charges can go as high as 
$630 a month. 


As a result of partial participation by 


townships, the county home has been 


forced to rely on county general fund 
money for operating expenses. Since gen- 
eral fund money is levied countywide, 
townships which are contributing toward 
public aid'support are in effect paying 
twice. 


OBJECTIONS TO the procedure were 


made last week by York Township super- 
visor Donald Swan. 


York Township, the county's most pop- 


ulated, has been paying over $70,000 a 
year in supplemental payments.

Brown has been missing since

Her husband is being sought in 


connection with the attempted murder on 
July 31 of Mrs. Shirley Johnston, 312 N 
Linden St, Itasca. and now for question- 
ing about his wife's death 


Mrs Johnston was apparently stabbed 


and strangled on the night of July 31 in 
the basement of her home, according to 
Itasca police While recovering from the 
injuries, she named Brown as her assail- 


ant to Bloommgdale police, who have 
been seeking him since 


Bloomingdale Police Chief Harold Riv- 


kin said Monday that the body was so 
badly decomposed that positive identi- 
fication was made from a fracture on the 
right wrist 


Dr. Gus Ombrek, radiologist at the 


Elmhurst Memorial Hospital, said that 
X-rays of the wrist and tiie cast, which 
extended from the fingers to about three 
inches above the elbow, were matched 
with those recorded at the St. Alexius 
Hospital when the injury occurred on 
June 3. 


She had given conflicting stories on 


how she received the fracture, police 
said. 


Rivkin added that police are presently

X-rays. 


THE BODY, clad in slacks and a 


blouse, was discovered by two workers, 
Russell Ranallo of Chicago and Olen 
McCullough, 336 S. Wisconsin, Addison, 
while digging with a back hoe for in- 
stallation of a septic system. 


Neither McCullough nor Ranallo would 


comment on the incident when contacted. 


At the scene on Saturday morning, rep- 


resentatives 
of the 
DuPage 
County 


Crime Laboratory identified the body as 
that of a female Caucasian child. Later 
that afternoon, the lab established that 
the body was that of an older woman. 


A portable unit from Elmhurst Hospi- 


tal was also transported to the scene for 


X-rays of the neck and arm. No cause of 
death could be determined. 


Upon hearing about recovery of the 


body, Rivkin said he contacted Detective 
Jack Ory of the DuPage County Sheriff's 
Police about the possibility of it being 
Mrs. Brown. After learning there was a 
cast on the right arm, Rivkin said there 
was reasonable evidence to believe the 
body was that of Mrs. Brown and Bloom- 
ingdale police entered the case. 


A MISSING PERSONS report on Mrs. 


Brown was to have been issued in Octo- 
ber by Bloomingdale police after exten- 
sive investigations failed to provide any 
clues as to her whereabouts.

Board Sets Feb. 27 Date For Two-Part Referendum 


School board members of Lake Park 


Dist IOB Monday night set Feb. 27 as the 
date for a site acquisition and building 
referendum for a second high school 
which could cost taxpayers up to $7.6 
million 


The referendum will have two propos- 


als The first will ask Dist 108 voters to 
approve Lake Park's decision to exhaust 


its bonding power which will be over $2 
million after July 1, 1971. Lake Park 
must exhaust its bonding power to be eli- 
gible for a $5 million interest-free loan 
from the Illinois School Building Com- 
mission (ISBC). 


Dist. 108 is dependent on the ISBC loan 


became it doesn't have other borrowing 
power to finance a building. Because it is 


receiving funds, the district must comply 
with certain building specifications and 
construct the new school within a certain 
budget 


The second proposal on the referendum 


will ask voters to give Lake Park the 
authority to borrow up to $5 million from 
the ISBC at 6 per cent yearly for 16 and 
two-thirds years. 


The new high school will probably be 


built in the western portion of the school 
district which also includes part of Hano- 
ver Park. Five possible sites have been 
under advisement. The new school will 
not have an athletic field or auditorium 
and will accommodate 
approximately 


1,700 students. 


CARL FORRESTER, Dist. 108 superin- 


tendent, was apprehensive Monday about 
seeking the referendum while the school 
district is still waiting for a final written 
commitment from the ISBC on the funds 
available for the new building. 


School board members indicated that 


voters will be informed of the uncertain- 
ty in receiving the proposed loan from 
ISBC on the referendum. 


Presently, ISBC doesn't have enough 


money allotted in its 1970 fiscal budget 
and would have to include Dist. 108's 
request in the 1971 fiscal year beginning 
in July 1. 


Forrester told school board members 


that the district was in an awkward posi- 
tion because it will be depending on 
monies not thoroughly committed from 
the ISBC. He added that the ISBC loan is 
dependent on the actions of the state leg- 
islature and this fact should be pointed 
out to voters. 


"If we're not successful with a referen- 


dum this spring, there is a good chance 
we won't have that school up when the 
third year comes around (1973)," Forres- 
ter disclosed. 


A CUT IN THE 1971 ISBC budget 


might seriously hurt Dist. 108's loan 
request but Forrester believes that Feb- 
ruary is the opportune time to hold the 
referendum. He added that if the district 
waits another six months, the new high 
school won't be constructed until at least 
the fall of 1973. 


In proposing the referendum date, For- 


rester reminded board members of the 
higher costs of referendums in nearby 
Glen Ellyn and Wheaton.

Dr Gus Ombrek, radiologist at the 


Elmhurst Memorial Hospital, said that 
X-rays of the wrist and the cast, which 
extended from the fingers to about three 
inches above the elbow, were matched 
with those recorded at the St Alexius

Dist. 88 Is In Deep Financial Trouble

Already $410000 in the "red," Addison 


Trdil HiKh School's Dlst 88 is on the 
verge of tumbling further in debt follow- 
ing the defeat of a proposed 17-cent tax 
rate increase Saturday 


Ac< ording to David Koch principal at 


Addison Trail the proposed 17-cent in- 
create in the educational fund was no 
more than :i stop-gap measure to help 
the district hold its own this year 


"The district will now have to take 


stock of the situation, and determine how 
much further they ore willing to go Into 
debt to maintain the present school pro- 


grams," Koch said, following the defeat 
of Saturday's referendum 


According to unofficial returns Satur- 


day, the proposal asking for an increase 
in the educational fund was voted down 
by 2,381 votes district-wide (3,648 voting 
"yes " and 6,030 voting "no"), and by 
only 137 votes in Addison (463 voting 
"yes," and 600 voting "no") 


ACCORDING TO A report put out by 


the district, the per student cost and en- 
rollment for the 1971-72 school year is 
expected to continue upward, leading to 
a five to 10-per cent increase in neces- 
sary expenditures. With no change in the 


present tax rate, this would mean a defi- 
cit of more than $1,500,000 


Rev William Bingaman, a member of 


the Dist 88 school board and a resident 
of Addison, said the district will probably 
have to borrow more heavily through 
high interest tax anticipation warrants 
by early next year 


"The warrants are only a stop-gap mea- 


sure that a school uses when it doesn't 
have operating funds," Rev Bingaman 
said "But the money we collect on war- 
rants has to be paid back immediately, 
Including interest, when we get the 
taxes" 


However, there's a legal limit as to 


bow far a school district can go into 
debt, according to Koch 


"Schools have closed down in Ohio be- 


cause they ran out of money," he said, 
"but I don't think this has happended m 
Illinois as yet" 


DISTRICT VOTERS Saturday 
also 


turned down the referendum's proposed 
levy of five cents per $100 of assessed 
valuation to help construct and equip a 
DuPage County Vocational Education 
Center 


This proposal was voted down in Dist. 


88 by 1,941 votes (3,819 voting "yes" and 
5,850 voting "no"), and in Addison by 
only 85 votes (489 voting ," and 574 vot- 
ing "no"). 


The vocational education center repre- 


sented a joint effort by the 10 high school 
districts of DuPage County, and was 
planned as an area center to serve the 
vocational training needs of the county's 
17 public high schools 


As the referendum turned out, five of 


the 10 high school districts passed the 
proposal Saturday 


that a traffic study was needed not only 
on Lake Street, but on all village streets 
when he first came to the village two and 
a half years ago 


According to state officials, the last 


survey of Lake Street was made at least 
five years ago On the other hand, most 
of the streets falling under village juris- 
diction have never been surveyed 


Maul said that a traffic study was 


needed because on some village streets 
the speed limits are too high while on 
others they are two low He also said 
that the striping and traffic signs on sev- 
eral urban streets were placed or main- 
tained improperly 


SPECIFICALLY, Maul mentioned that 


he felt the speed limit on Fullerton Ave- 
nue should be 40 miles an hour and not 
35, and that in the area of Palmer Ave 
nue several village streets contained 
yield right of way signs when stop signs 
are required 


He also complained that many village 


signs in the past were put up at th» 
"whim of somebody" rather than receiv- 
ing official village sanction 


At present, the speed limit on all resi- 


dential streets in the village is posted at 
30 miles per hour unless a traffic study 
reveals that it should be changed How- 
ever the speed limits on streets such as 
Lake Street, Rte 53, Addison Road and 
Army Trail Road are determined by 
state and county agencies 


William Marunde, Addison's public 


works superintendent, feels that Lake 
Street, as well as several 
residential 


streets, needs to be surveyed, "but you 
can't expect government agencies to act 
with a snap of the finger to meet condi 
tions that change overnight,' he said 


Marunde said that 18 months ago there 


was practically nothing on Lake Street, 
but now suddenly there are several busi- 
nesses with four or five hundred cars 
driving in and out of each daily

Convalescent Home Pay Settlement Shaky 


The tentative settlement over who will 


pay for public aid patients at the Du- 
Page County Convalescent Home could 
be short-lived. 


Lisle township supervisor Pat Riedy 


hinted Tuesday at the DuPage County 
Board of Supervisors meeting he intends 
to introduce a resolution concerning pub- 
lic aid recipients at the home. 


Riedy was reportedly considering sub- 


mitting a resolution prohibiting town- 
ships which are not contributing toward 
the support of public aid patients from 
admitting additional patients into the 
county home. The resolution is expected 
to demand promises of payment from 
Bloomingdale, Milton, Naperville and 
Winfield townships for the full share they 
owe to the home. 


The. payment dispute was apparently 


settled last week when the county's nine 
township supervisors agreed to a com- 
promise plan. Under the plan, Milton and 
Winfield townships will pay for six 
months of charges credited to patients 


from their areas. 


THESE CHARGES are the difference 


between the cost of patient care at the 
county home and the payments made to 
the home by the Illinois Department of 
Public Aid. 


Five of the county's townships were 


provided supplemental assistance to the 
county home for public aid recipients un- 
der the terms of a 1967 state statute. The 
statute stated townships may contribute 
toward the public assistance of patients 
at the county home, but didn't require 
them to do so. 


The state currently pays $400 a month, 


toward the cost of each public aid patient 
at the facility. Under new rates effective 
Dec. 1, 1987, charges can go as high as 
$630 a month. 


As a result of partial participation by 


townships, the county home has been 


forced to rely on county general fund 
money for operating expenses. Since gen- 
eral fund money is levied countywide, 
townships which are contributing toward 
public aid support are in effect paying 
twice. 


OBJECTIONS TO the procedure were 


made last week by York Township super- 
visor Donald Swan. 


York Township, the county's most pop- 


ulated, has been paying over $70,000 a 
year in supplemental payments. 


"We realize it's an inequitable situ- 


ation," Gerald Weeks, chairman of the 
DuPage County Board of supervisors, 
said. 


Weeks who is also supervisor from Mil- 


ton Township termed the compromise 
agreement "the best we can do within 
the limits of our township budgets." 


Payments by Milton and 
Winfield 


Township will cover the period from Oc- 
tober 1970, to March, 1971. In April new 
township budgets will be made and all 
nine will then be expected to contribute. 


"WE CAN'T DO a thing now," Bloom- 


ingdale Township supervisor Pat Sav- 
aiano said. "We didn't budget the money 
and we already have tax anticipation 
warrants on three of our funds." 


Under the old rates at the county 


h o m e , Bloomingdale township owes 
about $24,000 for the past year, Savaiano 
said. 


The increased rates at the county 


home were established to help pay for 
public aid assistance, according to Ron- 
ald Reinecke, administrator of the coun- 
ty home. Daily rates for maximum care 
previously $17 a day are now $21, min- 
imum care rates previously $11 a day 


are now $13. 


The move, however, could present 


more problems according to Reinecke, 
who said patients entering the home on a 
private paying basis could go on public 
aid sooner because of the higher rates.

Plan Review Of Vocational Education Alternatives 


A joint meeting of all 10 DuPage Coun- 


ty High School Boards will be scheduled 
before Jan. Ill to rovolw alternatives for 
the DuPage County Area Vocntionnl 
Kdurntlon Authority, (DAVEA), it was 
announced ycsterdny afternoon. 


Members of the DAVEA board of con- 


trol, representing the 10 county high 
school districts, met In Wheaton yoster- 
dny to plan the next step, after last Sat- 
urday's defeat of the vocational educa- 


tion center referendum asking for a new 
vocational center. 


In the opinion of John Gibson, DAVEA 


director, and representatives of the 
school district, at the meeting, there arc 
three major alternatives: 1) completely 
drop the vocational center proposal; 2) 
run the referendum again (it has not 
been determined whether the five dis- 
tricts that passed the referendum would 
have to hold another referendum) and 3) 


reform the cooperative with more or less 
than the original number of participating 
districts and propose the vocational cen- 
ter concept to voters again. 


The vocational center proposal passed 


in five districts, but was defeated in the 
other five districts. The proposal was 
countywide, with 15,412 votes against, 
and 12,316 for the center. 


A SUGGESTION that five districts fa- 


voring the referendum should form their 


own vocational center was discouraged 
by DAVEA legal advisors, Harris Fa- 
well, and Craig 0. Larson. 


"The vote was so close our school 


board might have hedged and gone 
through with the proposal," Henry Cobb, 
Fenton High School Dlst. 100 adminis- 
trative assistant said. 


"But since it (the referendum) lost 


countywide, we figured it was a dead is- 
sue," Cobb added. 


An Addison Trail High School, Dist. IH 


.spokesman said yesterday, the vote 
"would have been better without Dist. 
88." 


Dist. 88 was one of the five districts 


voting against the referendum. 


"The difference here is 2,400 votes, and 


2,000 of these are in the York District," 
Gene Swierczewski, curriculum coordina- 
tor at Lake Park High School Dist. 108, 
told the Register. 


CARL FORRESTER, Dist. 108 superin- 


tendent, suggested another referendum 
be held for the vocational educational 
center. 


DAVFA legal advisors, Merrill Gates, 


director of the DuPage County Education 
Service Region, and possibly a represen- 
tative from the office of the State Super- 
intendent of Public Instruction will be in- 
vited to attend the next joint meeting at 
Wheaton North High School.

15, last night was to be officially appoint- 
ed village manager by the Carol Stream 
Board of Trustees, the Register learned. 


Adamson won't take over his new 


duties until Jan. 6 but Donald Swanson, 
president of the village board, said Mon- 
day he was thankful to have a village 
manager of Adamson's experience and 
caliber. 


"I think it will be very enjoyable and 


professionally 
rewarding," 
Adamson 


said Monday afternoon. "I've liked what 
I've seen (of Carol Stream)." 


Carol Stream is a growing village of 


4,000 population north of Wheaton. The 
community is only 10-years-old and 
Swanson indicates the growth potential is 
great. Carol Stream has been con- 
centrating on industry but, lately, has 
been the recipient of two large apart- 
ment complexes. A federally-financed 
low-moderate income housing complex is 
scheduled for construction in the commu- 
nity. 


"I THINK WOOD DALE is suffering 


from the same problems as Carol Stream 
— changing governments in time of 
growth," Swanson said. "We lost our 
first administrator six to eight months 
after he came to us." 


Swanson indicated that Carol Stream is 


having problems with rapid growth, po- 
lice and sewage.

but I'm thankful he came to us," Swan- 
son said. 


According to Swanson, Adamson had 


been unofficially talking with him b'oout 
the possibility of coming to Carol Stream 
long before his resignation. He added 
that Adamson appeared before the Carol 
Stream Board of Trustees Dec. 8 for an 
interview. 


SWANSON SAID Adamson is receiving 


a $2,200 salary increase from his $11,800 
salary in Wood Dale. He added that he 
was encouraged by Adamson's desire to 
buy a home in Carol Stream. 


Reportedly, the lack of suitable hous- 


ing was a conflict between Adamson and 
the Wood Dale Village Council. The vil- 
lage manager had been living rent free 
in a village-owned home but recently the 
council voted to charge him $200 a month 
for rent. Adamson also expressed con- 
cern in not being able to purchase a 
home in the Wood Dale area. 


"He seems the type of person who

Wife Of Jaspar Brown Found Dead 


by LOIS KOCH 


A body identified as that of Phyllis C. 


Brown, 43, the wife of Jaspar Brown, 226 
E. Schick Rd., Bloomingdale, Saturday 
morning was found burled in an 18-inch 
grave at a construction site at Woodview 
and Timber Lane in Wayne Township 
e,ist of West Chicago. 


Mrs Brown has been missing since 


June. Her husband is being sought in 
connection with the attempted murder on 
July 31 of Mrs. Shirley Johnston, 312 N. 
Linden St., Itasca, and now for question- 
ing about his wife's death, 


Mrs, Johnston was apparently stabbed 


and strangled on the night of July 31 in 
the basement of her home, according to 
Itasca police. While recovering from the 
injuries, she named Brown as her assail- 
ant to Bloomingdale police, who have 
been necking him since. 


Bloomingdale Police Chief Harold Riv- 


kin said Monday that the body was so 
badly decomposed that positive identi- 
fication was made from a fracture on the 
right wrist. 


Dr. Giu Ombrek, radiologist at the 


Elmhurst Memorial Hospital, said that 
X-rays of the wriat and the cast, which 


extended from the fingers to about three 
inches above the elbow, were matched 
with those recorded at the St. Alexius 
Hospital when the injury occurred on 
June 3. 


She had given conflicting stories on 


how she received the fracture, police 
said. 


Rivkin added that police are presently 


seeking Mrs. Brown's dentist for further 
identification 
evidence 
from 
dental 


X-rays. 


THE BODY, clad in slacks and a 


blouse, was discovered by two workers, 
Russell Ranallo of Chicago and Olen 
McCullough, 336 S. Wisconsin, Addison, 
while digging with a back hoe for in- 
stallation of a septic system. 


Neither McCullough nor Ranallo would 


comment on the incident when contacted. 


At the scene on Saturday morning, rep- 


resentatives 
of the DuPage County 


Crime Laboratory identified the body as 
that of a female Caucasian child. Later 
that afternoon, the lab established that 
the body was that of an older woman. 


A portable unit from Elmhurst Hospi- 


tal was also transported to the scene for 
X-rays of the neck and arm. No cause of 


death could be determined. 


Upon hearing about recovery of the 


body, Rivkin said he contacted Detective 
Jack Ory of the DuPage County Sheriff's 
Police about the possibility of it being 
Mrs. Brown. After learning there was a 
cast on the right arm, Rivkin said there 
was reasonable evidence to believe the 
body was that of Mrs. Brown and Bloom- 
ingdale police entered the case. 


A MISSING PERSONS report on Mrs. 


Brown was to have been issued in Octo- 
ber by Bloomingdale police after exten- 
sive investigations failed to provide any 
clues as to her whereabouts. 


On July 29, two days before the alleged 


attempted murder of Mrs. Johnston, Riv- 
kin said he received a call from the man- 
ager of Plentywood Farm in Bensenville, 
Mrs. Brown's employer, to report that 
she had never contacted him about re- 
turning to work after her vacation. Ac- 
cording to police, the manager said he 
had not been able to reach her for a 
month and a half. 


Rivkin said he then contacted Brown 


the next day concerning the whereabouts 
of his wife. 


He said Brown told him she had left to 


visit her brother. An investigation of 
Brown's story proved it to be apparently 
false, Rivkin said. He added that her 
brother said he had not been in contact 
with his sister for quite some time. 


SEVERAL OTHER stories Brown re- 


prtedly told acquaintances and neigh- 
bors concerning the whereabouts of his 
wife also proved to be false, police said. 


Uopn later searching Brown's home in 


connection with the attempted murder, 
police said they found a mound of dirt 
about four feet long and two feet wide in 
the southeast corner of the back yard. 
Representatives 
of the Illinois State 


Crime Laboratory executed the search in 
hopes of recovering Mrs. Brown's body, 
but found nothing. 


Bloomingdale police also planned to, 


but did not conduct a search in August of 
the furnace at the Medinah North School 
to possibly find her remains. Brown was 
formerly employed as a janitor at the 
school. 


Reports that Brown was seen in the 


Melrose Park area proved to be false 
when investigated by Itasca police, Chief 
Stanley Rossol said.

If Al Rome, owner of the Georgetown 


Pet Center, has taken a Scrooge-like atti- 
tude toward the Christmas season, it can 
be excused.

stuff they steal and don't really need," 
Rome charged. "I've had a rabbit, kitten 
and puppies stolen out of the cages." 


Rome isn't the only one uspet with the 


spirited thefts of pets that account for 10 
per cent loss of his stock annually. He is 
angry over the increased vandalism that 
has damaged his store. 


"Last night some kids ripped off the 


letters on the professional building and 
set them on fire." 


If Rome is grumbling "humbug" over 


holiday thefts, other store owners like Ed 
WeterquLst of the Ben Franklin Store are 
begging for mercy. 


"IT'S DEFINITELY on the upswing 


during this time of year," Weterquist 
said. "The majority of our pilferagt 
seems to come from younger people." 


Weterquist admits that his store 1'ses 


a lot of goods through holiday theft and 
added that parents become offended 
when you catch their children and inform 
them. 


"It becomes a case where you hire a 


security person or save his salary and 
try to replace the stolen merchandise," 
Weterquist said. 


Ray Lofthouse, manager of the Jewel 


Food Store, agrees holiday thefts are ris- 
ing, and adds that a lot of people steal 
butter sticks because they can be easily 
hidden. 


One of the biggest targets of non-pay- 


ing holiday shoppers is the Osco Drug 
Store, where small cosmetics and radios 
are pilfered regularly. 


"We catch more of the kids because 


they aren't too careful or professional, 
but you'd be surprised how many ladies 
steal from us," Gary Charboneau, Osco 
assistant manager, said. 


CHARBONEAU BLAMES increased 


thefts of merchandise as the reason for 
inflated prices. He said the shopper ends 
up paying for stolen goods because busi- 
nesses must maintain a certain margin 
of profit — including theft costs. 


"There are definitely more items sto- 


len during the Christmas season because 
there are more people in the stores," 
Charboneau said. "More of the gift items 
such as liquor, cosmetics, small elec- 
tronical equipment and cigars are tak- 
en." 


Not all of the thefts belong to the 


younger generation and Charboneau cites 
many instances of elder citizens stealing 
things such as butter sticks out of need 
because they are on fixed incomes.

Convalescent Home Pay Settlement Ehaky 


The tentative settlement over who will 


pay for public aid patients at the Du- 
Page County Convalescent Home could 
be short-lived. 


Lisle township supervisor Pat Riedy 


hinted Tuesday at the DuPage County 
Board of Supervisors meeting he intends 
to introduce a resolution concerning pub- 
lic aid recipients at the home. 


Riedy was reportedly considering sub- 


mitting a resolution prohibiting town- 
ships which are not contributing toward 
the support of public aid patients from 
admitting additional patients into the 
county home. The resolution is expected 
to demand promises of payment from 
Bloomingdale, Milton, Naperville and 
Winfield townships for the full share they 
owe to the home, 


The payment dispute was apparently 


settled last week when the county's nine 
township supervisors agreed to a com- 
promise plan. Under the plan, Milton and 
Winfield townships will pay for six 
months of charges credited to patients 


from their areas. 


THESE CHARGES are the difference 


between the cost of patient care at the 
county home and the payments made to 
the home by the Illinois Department of 
Public Aid. 


Five of the county's townships were 


provided supplemental assistance to the 
county home for public aid recipients un- 
der the terms of a 1967 state statute. The 
statute stated townships may contribute 
toward the public assistance of patients 
at the county home, but didn't require 
them to do so. 


The state currently pays $400 a month, 


toward the cost of each public aid patient 
at the facility. Under new rates effective 
Dec. 1, 1967, charges can go as high as 
$630 a month. 


As a result of partial participation by 


townships, the county home has been 


forced to rely on county general fund 
money for operating expenses. Since gen- 
eral fund money is levied countywide, 
townships which are contributing toward 
public aid support are in effect paying 
twice. 


OBJECTIONS TO the procedure were 


made last week by York Township super- 
visor Donald Swan. 


York Township, the county's most pop- 


ulated, has been paying over $70,000 a 
year in supplemental payments. 


"We realize it's an inequitable situ- 


ation," Gerald Weeks, chairman of the 
DuPage County Board of supervisors, 
said. 


Weeks who is also supervisor from Mil- 


ton Township termed the compromise 
agreement "the best we can do within 
the limits of our township budgets." 


Payments by Milton and Winfield 


Township will cover the period from Oc- 
tober 1970, to March, 1971. In April new 
township budgets will be made and all 
nine will then be expected to contribute. 


"WE CAN'T DO a thing now," Bloom- 


ingdale Township supervisor Pat Sav- 
aiano said. "We didn't budget the money 
and we already have tax anticipation 
warrants on three of our funds." 


Under the old rates at the county 


h o m e , Bloomingdale township owes 
about $24,000 for the past year, Savaiano 
said. 


The increased rates at the county 


home were established to help pay for 
public aid assistance, according to Ron- 
ald Reinecke, administrator of the coun- 
ty home. Daily rates for maximum care 
previously $17 a day are now $21, min- 
imum care rates previously $11 a day 


are now $13. 


The move, however, coold present 


more problems according to Reinecke, 
who said patients entering the home on a 
private paying basis could go on public 
aid sooner because of the higher rates.

Any unusual 
circumstances or hardships which affect 
the family's ability to pay for the lunches 
will be considered. 


If a family is not satisfied with the de- 


cision made regarding their application, 
they may appeal the request to the exec- 
utive assistant to the superintendent, V. 
A. Jones, who will review the application 
to try to make satisfactory arrange- 
ments. The district policy will be applied 
to all children and will be effective Jan. 
1. 


Parents who believe they may qualify 


are urged to apply as it is the district's 
wish to reach every child who may need 
the benefit of a nutritious lunch at 
school.

its approval of jobs for refugees, Mrs. 
Garcia said. 


The family is Mr. and Mrs. Miguel An- 


gel Ulloa Torres and their two teenage 
children. A job at Lift Parts Manufac- 
turing, Inc., Elk Grove Village, has been 
offered them. 


MRS. GARCIA said pleas for help have 


been sent to Illinois senators Charles 
Percy and Adlai Stevenson. 


Mrs. Garcia said an official of the 


United States Department of Immigra- 
tion and Naturalization Service sug- 
gested contactinb a senator to speed the 
relocation process. 


She said it was from the immigration 


office that she learned of the change in 
procedure by the Labor Department. 


The Torres family has been waiting 


two years in Madrid for relocation to the 
United States. They have been living on 
charity and income from relatives. 


"All we want to do is get the family 


here. Onco they are here they can work 
and support themselves," Mrs. Garcia 
said. 


She said that beds, furniture, and mis- 


cellaneous household items have been do- 
nated to the family. She said that one 
family donated a sewing machine for 
Mrs. Torres. 


Close to $500 has been collected by the 


students through drives and bake sales. 
Moat of the money will be spent on rent 
for an apartment until the family can 
save enough to continue paying on their 
own.

Municipal Complex Opening Soon 


Elk Grove Village officials will cele- 


brate Christmas with the opening of the 
$1,040,000 municipal complex. 


Administrative offices are being moved 


today from 666 Landmeier Rd. 


The police department started moving 


in late last week. Fire department offi- 
cials began moving into the complex late 
last month. 


The complex consists of two buildings, 


one for the fire department and another 
for the police department and adminis- 
tration. 


Located at Wellington Avenue and 


Biesterfield Road, the complex is geogra- 
phically situated in the center of the 
community. It occupies five of the 11 
acres at the site. 


The complex contains 40,886 square 


feet, and is almost three times as large 
as the facilities on Landraeier Road 
which have served the village for about 
seven years. 


Construction was approved by voters 


in a $1,040,000 bond issue Feb. 15,1969. 


HOWEVER, APPROVAL to construct 


the complex was granted by voters al- 
most two months after another bond is- 
sue was held in December, 1968. Voters 
approved construction of two new fire 
stations for $290,000 and a public works 
issue for $150,000 but rejected 
the 


$1,320,000 municipal complex which at 
the time included a third building — a 
meeting hall west of the police-adminis- 
tration building. The meeting hall was 
taken out for the February referendum 
and the issue was approved. 


Ruby Construction Co., Chicago, was 


granted the general contract and began 
construction late last year. Architects 
are Otis Associates, Northbrook, and 
Jack Perry, design architect. 


Features of the new complex include s 


$56,500 private telephone system pur- 
chased from International Telephone & 
Telegraph (ITT). The village is one of 
the first in the Midwest to purchase such 
a system. 


Also included is a communication sys- 


tem for police and fire calls utilizing the 
1971 solid state Motorola console manu- 
factured in Schaumburg. 


In addition, there is special room pro- 


vided for computerization expected in 
the next two to five years. 


THE VILLAGE BOARD meeting room 


will also be used as a traffic court. It 
will seat 100, double the capacity at the 
present Landmeier Road facility. 


A photo and crime lab is also included 


in the complex. 


The Landmeier Road facility will be 


mostly used by public works employes, 
with the police station being converted 
into offices for the street and water de- 
partment and a lunch room for employ- 
es. 


The fire station will remain at its pre- 


sent Landmeier Road site. 


The former administrative offices will 


be converted for use by the water depart- 
ment. Plans may also include enclosing 
the area separating the former police 
station and public works garage to house 
equipment. 


Busse Road 
Termed Hazard 


Motorists have been urged by police to 


be careful when traveling on or attempt- 
ing to cross the newly opened six-lane 
Busse Road (Rte. 83) in Elk Grove Vil- 
lage. 


The traffic artery presents a hazard 


according to police, because there are no 
traffic signals at Pratt or Greenleaf ave- 
nues. The result is that it is difficult to 
cross over the intersections. 


Police reported several accidents and 


many traffic violations since the road- 
way opened Friday morning. 


The situation is "one of confused move- 


ment of traffic not easily controlled or 
understood by motorists," said Charles 
Willis, village manager, at a special 
meeting of the village board Monday. 
"It's an uneasy situation," he asserted. 


ONE POLICE OFFICER who observed 


traffic for two hours Monday reported 23 
stop sign violations and 40 failure-to-yield 
violations as well as "many near acci- 
dents." 


Pratt and Greenleaf are posted with 


stop signs. Busse is a through street. 


He recommended that traffic control 


signals be installed or the additional 
lanes closed until they could be set up. 


The two crossings are scheduled to 


have traffic signals but the equipment 
will not be available until February. 
Meanwhile, the village board voted Mon- 
day to spend $8,600 for temporary traffic 
control signals at Pratt and Greenleaf 
avenue* and Bune Road. 


It was not known how long ft would be 


before the lights could be installed. 


LT. RICHARD LOSCII, patrol unit su- 


perviicr, Mid most of the traffic diffl- 


cullies occur during the evening rush 
hour. 


It is "extremely" difficult to cross 


Busse Road, said Losch, noting that mo- 
torists must cross a total of eight lanes, 
including two left turn lanes, to cross the 
highway. 


Touhy Avenue is another dangerous 


crossing, police said. However, this inter- 
section is not due for traffic control sig- 
nals. 


At some of the crossings on Busse 


Road, red blinking lights have been in- 
stalled to make sure motorists stop. The 
village has also asked state authorities to 
lower the speed limit from 40 miles per 
hour to 30 mph. 


Traffic difficulties along Busse began 


last week when the state opened all lanes 
to traffic from Oakton-Higgins Road to 
Devon Avenue.

Board Rejects Ecology Plan 


School Dist. 59 participation in a 


$1,200,000 proposed human ecological 
educational program was rejected unani- 
mously by the board of education Mon- 
day.

for the next four years, if approved, 
would be available to cooperating schools 
and agencies, it is possible that partici- 
pants may have to make in-kind contri- 
butions such as space or administrative 
time. 


The district, if it had approved partici- 


pation, would have been represented on 
the advisory council which would guide 
the program's development and oper- 
ation. 


BOARD PRES. Richard Hess said he 


did not see the value of such a program 
to the elementary area. "My objection is 


that it would be four to six years at best 
before it would filter down to the 
schools," Sharrie Hildebrandt, 
board 


member, said. 


Mrs. Zanca said, "I don't think our dis- 


'rict has ignored the subject." 


Supt. James Erviti reported that the 


schools were involved in ecology study 
through the science departments and 
termed the junior high outdoor education 
program the single biggest ecological 
event in the district. 


He was requested by the board to pro- 


vide more information on how much 


".ology is taught hi the schools. 
In another area, the board approved 


'ie second phase of a contract with 
Skokie Valley Electric Co. for security 
lighting on the 20 district schools. The 
contract was for $61,821 and is to be com- 
bined with parking lot lighting from an 
earlier contract for $66,250. 


The board also approved the retaining 


f Wesley Wildman as negotiation con- 
sultant for the calendar year beginning 
Jan. 1 at $4,000. 


Clarification of policy on personal busi- 


ness was accepted for the administrative 
'handbook, 


THE POLICY READS, "Personal busi- 


ness days are granted to teachers for the 
specific purpose of conducting business 
which cannot reasonably 
be accom- 


plished outside school hours and which 


requires that the teacher be present." 


This would include religious observances, 
court appearance, legal hearings, ap- 
pointments requested by civil authorities 
and completion of important contracts. 


Personal business days may not be 


used to extend holidays or vacations and 
when a request precedes or follows ei- 
ther, the reason for the request must be 
stated. 


Attendance at 
conferences, profes- 


sional meetings and other similar activi- 
ties are not considered personal business 
under the accepted policy. 


After an hour of discussion, the board 


accepted 4 to 3 a modification on carpet- 
ing installed in the Lively Junior High 
School addition. 


The carpet as installed shows a "dis- 


pleasing color change every 12 feet 
across the room," according to the ad- 
ministration. The board's vote will allow 
the contractor to cut out the last 18 
inches from the edge of each strip and 
install a strip of the proper color. This 
will reduce the problem and permit 
educational usage in the least time, the 
administration report said. 


The board accepted a refund of $1,000 


on the job and also requested that a 
guarantee of the work be written into the 
present contract.

2 Sentenced On Sexual Charges 


Two men 
who pleaded guilty on 


charges of sexually assaulting and rob- 
bing a 22-year-old Arlington Heights 
woman two years ago were sentenced 
Monday 1n criminal court by Judge Ken- 
neth Wendt. 


Vito Spiezio, 21, of Franklin Park, and 


James Apt, 19, of Chicago, pleaded guilty 
on charges of deviate sexual assault and 
robbery. Spiezio was placed on five years 
probation and was sentenced to nine 
months in the county jail, a sentence the 
judge considered already served, await- 
ing trial. Apt was placed on three years 
probation and was sentenced to 90 days 
in the house of correction. 


Spiezio was released Monday after the 


court ruled he had already served his 
sentence while waiting trial. According 
to Mount Prospect police, the state's at- 
torney's office asked for a five to eight- 
year sentence for Spiezio and a "severe" 
Jail sentence for Apt 


The law allows a penalty for deviate 


sexual assault of four to 14 years in jail, 
according to police. Charges of at- 
tempted rape, unlawful /estraint and 
battery against both men were dismissed 
by the court. 


A third man allegedly involved in the 


incident is Steven Wiatr, IB, of Schiller 
Park. Wiatr is waiting trial on charges 
of attempted rape, deviate sexual as- 
sault, robbery, battery and unlawful re- 
straint. No court date has been set. 


Sgt. Joseph Bopp, of the Mount Pros- 


pect Police Department, said the men 
were arrested almost two years ago, one 
week after the woman was assaulted 
near Rand and Elmhurst roads in Mount 
Prospect. 


Bopp said the woman was driving 


home from work at about 2:30 a.m. Dec. 
27,1968, when the men, posing as police- 
men, 
stopped the woman's car. "They 


used a spotlight to attract her attention. 


Thinking they were policemen, she 
pulled into a parking lot on Rand Road. 


"When the men approached her auto, 


she apparently became suspicious of 
them because they weren't wearing po- 
lice uniforms. However, they dragged 
her from her car," Bopp said. 


He said the men then drove her to a 


location outside Mount Prospect, where 
they sexually assaulted and robbed her. 
The men then drove her back to Mount 
Prospect where she was found by police 
at about 5:30 a.m. 


Bopp said the men were arrested in 


Franklin Park after they were traced 
there with the help of Schiller Park and 
Franklin Park police. 


Bopp said Spiezio was released from 


the state prison at Vandalia two months 
before the Mount Prospect 
incident. 


Spiezio had served a nine-month sen- 
tence for aggravated assault.

Mrs Zimmer delivers them to Mrs. Do- 
lores Szwiec, of 2208 Willow Ln., Rolling 
Meadows, and then they go to Jill Bloom, 
who works at Schlitz in Des Plaines. 


Still no one knows the little girl or the 


name or location of the hospital. 


Since the campaign began, Miss Bloom 


has changed her name to Mrs. Roger Al- 
lan. She gives them to her husband, who 
takes them to work and hands them over 
to a co-worker, Tad Orzechowski, who 
lives in Chicago.

Mrs. Orzechowski said her daughter 


was collecting the wrappers, but she 
stopped saving them sometime last 
spring. The daughter, who was attending 
St. Wenceslaus School in Chicago at the 
time, was delivering them to a class- 
mate, Barbara Duda. 


BUT BARBARA DUDA no longer at- 


tends St. Wenceslaus. She moved with 
her family to Dyer, Ind., more than a 
year ago. 


The principal of the parochial school 


said she vaguely remembers the collec- 
tion going on at the school, but has no 
knowledge of the needy little girl nor the 
hospital. "Barbara had her classmates 
collecting the wrappers, but she moved," 
the principal said. "We had thousands of 
them in the school garage, but we 
burned them, finally, a few weeks ago." 


Barbara Duda is now a student at 


Lake Central High School, near her 
home. Barbara and her father, Leonard 
Duda, remembered the campaign only 
after being reminded of it. They seem to 
remember something about collecting 
the packages, but cannot recall where 
they were supposed to go. They never 
did know the little girl or the location of 
the hospital. 


And so the mysterious trail of the emp-

funding from the U S. Bureau of Stan- 
dards, would give 20 students work expe- 
rience, while a control group of 20 stu- 
dents would be set up to examine the 
effectiveness of the program. 


As soon as the proposal was presented, 


it ran into sharp opposition from board 
members Leah Cummins and Richard 
Stamm who argued that the program 
was labeling the students as "dropouts." 


Mrs. Cummins asserted that she didn't 


like the test-tube concept, and that It was 
more important to work to teach the stu- 
dents to read and acquire other basic 
academic skills. 


WARREN COIJJKR, an instructional 


coordinator, said the program would sup- 
ply the Federal government with infor- 
mation which could ease the child labor 
law. thus encouraging other work pro- 
grams. 


"There are other things we can do with 


these children than oblige the Depart- 
ment of Labor," Mrs Cummins said. 


Collier said later that state ofifcials 


had assured him that the program could 
be expanded bcvond just Elk Grove High 
School, as proposed. The administration 
will rework tho proposal and present it 
at a later meeting. 


The board spent about 90 minutes at

The Lighter Side 


Sound Travels Too, Too Slow! 


by DICK WEST 


WASHINGTON (UPI) - All too often 


when a controversy arises in Congress 
the lawgivers peck around its periphery 
without ever perceiving the essence. 


The supersonic transport, which has 


been one of the big year-end hangups, is 
a case in point. 


What is the main objection that has 


been lodged against development of the 
SST? Well, essentially, sir, the case 
against the SST rests upon the fact that 
it would fly faster than the speed of 
sound. 


And supersonic flight supposedly would 


create conditions, sonic booms among 
them, that would be detrimental to the 
atmosphere. 


ANTI-SST FORCES have therefore ar- 


gued that the plane would fly too fast for 
the common goal. And pro-SST forces 
have proposed several thousand tenuous 


measures for mitigating these objection- 
able side effects. 


But nobody — I repeat, nobody to. my 


knowledge — has yet penetrated to the 
core of the problem. 


When you do, you will surely conclude, 


as I have, that the real problem is not 
the SST flying too fast. The real problem 
is that sound travels too slowly. 


This is, I'll concede, a rather startling 


concept. It may take you a while to 
grasp it. Take your time. For once it 
sinks in, you will find yourself the mas- 
ter of a great truth. 


We have, to state it another way, 


reached the point in technological devel- 
opment where the speed of sound is no 
longer adequate to meet our needs. 


WHEN VIEWED in that light, you can 


see that killing the SST means nothing. 
That does not change the basic problem 
one whit. We still are stuck with sluggish 
sound waves that must inevitably re- 


strain our advancement. 


The clear and urgent requirement at 


this time is a program of research to 
find some way to raise the sound speed 
limit. 


I am thinking in terms of a sound wave 


accelerator that would boost the speed

from the present 1,125 feet per second up 
to around 5,280 feet per second. Then jet- 
liners could fly about as fast as anyone 
wanted to go without having to worry 
about the sound barrier.

all hear things more quickly.

Attitude Therapy: Uniform Treatment 


Q—How old must a person be before 


they can be eligible for disability month- 
ly payments? 


A—Disability monthly payments can 


be made to a worker regardless of his 
age. 


Q—How much work is needed under 


social security to be eligible for monthly 
disability payments? 


A—It depends upon your age at the 


time that you became disabled If you 
became disabled between the ages of 21 
through 31 you could need as little as 6 
and no more than 20 calendar quarters of 
credit in work under social security. 


Q—How long must a person be dis- 


abled before he can be eligible for the 
disability monthly payments? 


A—The disability must be expected to 


last at least 12 months. The application 
should be filed as soon as the doctor de- 
termines that the disability will last at 
least 12 months. Payments would then 
begin with seventh full month of dis- 
ability. 


Q—How long can a person receive 


monthly social security paymtnts for a 
disability? 


A—Disability payments will continue 


as long as the worker remains disabled. 


Q—If I am disabled and have difficulty 


in getting around must I go into the so- 
cial security office to file my appli- 
cation? 


A—No. You can telephone your nearest 


social security office and file your appli- 
cation by telephone. 


MOST WOMEN WORKERS think of so- 


cial security as "something for retire- 
ment." Few realize the valuable protec- 
tion of disability benefits provided under 
social security. If the woman worker be- 


comes disabled she may qualify for 
monthly cash disability benefits 
Pay 


menk may also be due her family Bene- 
fits range from $64 per month for an in 
dividual to as high as $434 60 for the en 
tire family 


The amount of work required to qualify 


for disability benefits deptnds on the 
worker's age A worker who becomes 
disabled before age 31 needs social sc 
cunty credit for less than 5 years. Before 
age 24, the amount of work required may 
be as little as 1!4 years. 


Women represent about 25 per cent of 


the total disabled workers who are cui 
icntly receiving disability benefits under 
social security. Some workers may lose 
benefits by not applying early enough 
About 45 per cent of workers who lost 
benefits are women

Therapy" in the 1930s. Attitude Therapy 
is a set of techniques aimed at teaching 
the staff of a psychiatric hospital to be- 
have in a uniform way toward the 
patient. If different staff members ap- 
proach patients in different ways, it ob- 
viously (does not help the patient. One 
staff member might be very sweet and 
warm and loving; the next one might be 
rather stern; a third one might be "pu- 
shy". The result is a great deal of con- 
fusion for the patient. 


Attitude Therapy, thus, is a type of 


communication device for psychiatric 
personnel and gives a feeling of con- 
sistency to the patient's treatment pro- 


gram. The same technique can apply 
equally well in a school system or men- 
tal health clinic, and can also be used 
with retarded and exceptional children. 


One of the important aspects of Atti- 


tude Therapy is that there is a united 
approach to the patient. Mental illness is 
sometimes looked on as nothing more 
than a breakdown in communications. 


As an example of how Attitude Thera- 


py works, there is the case of the man 
who believed that electricity had jumped 
into his body when he touched a coffee 
urn. Believing that it affected his whole 
body, he became mute, seemingly impo- 
tent, and he would often fall down on the

criticism today for failing to ban alleged- 
ly dangerous toys, despite a survey min- 
imizing toy hazards. 


The FDA released a survey of 120,000 


accidental injuries Thursday in a press 
release emphasizing that fewer than 1 
per cent of them were associated with 
"toy products such as homemaker items, 
dolls, stuffed animals, chemistry sets 
and molding equipment" 


The release even quoted a Dec. 11 


speech by Deputy FDA Commissioner 
James D. Grant. 


"Given this low incidence of serious 


toy injuries, we at FDA must address 
ourselves to the question of whether or 
not this is a situation more amendable to 
effective consumer education with only 
vigorous enforcement against those toys 
which 
produce 
particular 
hazards," 


Grant said. 


AN FDA SOURCE acknowledged the 


release was intended partly to counter 
criticism from Consumers Union, which 
has accused the FDA of failing to en- 
force the Toy Safety Act and has sued 
the agency in an action seeking a ban on 
eight allegedly hazardous toys. 


Instead, the report prompted new criti- 


cism from the consumer group. 


"It's an excuse for inaction," Harriet 


1. Raab, Consumers Union lawyer, told 
UPI. "FDA has decided for itself that 
toy injuries are not a serious matter. 
Just a year ago, Congress passed a law 
declaring that toy injuries are serious, 
and directing the FDA to act. That 
should settle the question."

NEW YORK (UPI) -That watch with 


a lifetime guarantee stops ticking two 
weeks after you give it to hubby. You 
start talking with the manager of the 
store that stocks such watches. 


The store takes it back, works on it. 


You get it back and this time it ticks for 
a week before regressing to its silent 
stage. 


This time you decide to do your talking 


to the local Better Business Bureau. You 
don't get a chance. Each time you call 
you get a busy or a no-answer signal. 


During 1969, four out of every 10 per- 


sons who called a local Better Business 
Bureau nationwide had such trouble. The 


Council of Better Business Bureaus says 
so and is upset about the situation. 


II. BRUCE PALMER, president of the 


Council representing 139 bureaus in 42 
states and 11 in Canada, says top priority 
in achieving a new look at the bureau 
will be given to increasing capacity for 
handling consumer complaints. 


The Council also expects to meet its 


new challenges by establishing new bu- 
reaus and by setting up branch or satel- 
lite bureaus. 


The new look at the Better Business 


Bureaus will cost $25 million a year, 
compared to the present $9.5 million. The 
money comes from business members, 
including manufacturers. 


To answer the complaints that the bu- 


reaus function more to protect their 
business members than they do to pro- 
tect the consumers, the bureaus also 
plan to set up consumer councils. There 
will be consumers among the council 
members. 


THERE ALSO will be a uniform sys- 


tem of recording and distributing con- 
sumer contact or complaint information. 
This will be nationwide so that a manu- 
facturer will know as quickly as possible 
about a defect in a particular shipment 
of his product — and correct it on the 
assembly line and through service per- 
sonnel in the field. 


The council also expects to assist hi 


monitoring of national advertising and 
intends to call for the immediate correc- 


tion of advertising that is false or mis- 
leading.

p 1 a i n c r s who have unrealistic ex- 
pectaliions — say the man who called to 
complain that his color television set 
complain that his color television set 
wasn't working properly when he was 
watching the telecast that originated on 
the moon and showed Americans walking 
on the lunar surface.

The Doctor Says; 
Porous Bones Are Common In Elderly 


BY LAWRKNCK E. LAMB. M.D. 


near Dr. l.nmh — Recently my condi- 


tion w,is diagnosed as osteoporosis. I 
.suppose ostoo moans old bones but what 
is "porosis'" I'm 54, weight 105, height 
five feet one. Can you comment on this 
sort of "bone trouble''" When one doesn't 
know, one can work up fears. Knowledge 
helps to abate fears and believe me, I'm 
"afeared." 


Dear Reader — Literally the term 


means porous bones — bones with pores 
or holes. This happens when there is ac- 
tual loss of bone structure. 


Don't be too frightened. It is not a nice 


disease but you are not unique in having 
this problem. One out of four white fe- 
males have osteoporosis before age 60. 
Men usually do not have the disease be- 
fore age 70 and it is usually not as severe 
in men as in women. Negroes are less 
likely to have osteoporosis and it is very 
rare in Negro males. 


The process is gradual. Individuals 


with more bone to start with show evi- 
dence of the disease later in life, if at all. 


Hence, men with a larger skeleton have 
the disease later than women. 


Physical activity is important to pre- 


vent osteoporosis. A vigorous, active life 
builds a strong bone structure. 


As bone structure is lost, each vertebra 


decreases in size, the upper spine curves 
forward, causing 
the person to be 


"hunchbacked" and lose weight. Some 
vertebrae may collapse entirely. The 
changes in the spine, including sudden 
collapse of a vertebra, often occur with- 
out causing pain. Only about a third of 
the patients with this problem seek medi- 
cal help. 


The loss of bone structure throughout 


the body causes all the bones to be more 
brittle or easily broken. So you should 
take extra care to prevent falls. 


THE REAL CAUSE of osteoporosis is 


not known. It is not simply a loss of sex 
hormones, although this may be a con- 
tributing factor. Inadequate intake of 
calcium is part of the picture. The dis- 
ease is five times more common in 
people with low calcium intake. For this

Most 
grains, cereals, and flour are rich in cal- 
cium as are dried beans. 


Treatment is directed toward stopping 


the bone loss. Both female and mate hor- 
mones are often used. A diet with ade- 
quate calcium and proper exercises are 
important in treatment, too. Bed rest 
should be avoided except for normal 
sleeping hours. 


Dear Dr. Lamb — During any season 


of the year my hands and feet will very 
often start to sweat and feel clammy. 
What can cause this? 


Dear Reader: — Usually, this is 


caused by nervousness. Excessive sweat- 
ing also occurs in people with an over- 
active thyroid but this is most often ac- 
companied by other problems — like los- 
ing weight while eating more.

THE BODY, clad in slacks and a

Later 
that afternoon, the lab established that 
the body was that of an older woman. 


A portable unit from Elmhurst Hospi- 


tal was also transported to the scene for 
X-rays of the neck and arm. No cause of 
death could be determined. 


Upon hearing about recovery of the 


body, Rivkin said he contacted Detective 
Jack Ory of the DuPage County Sheriff's 
Police about the possibility of it being 
Mrs. Brown. After learning there was a 
cast on the right arm, Rivkin said there 
was reasonable evidence to believe the 
body was that of Mrs. Brown and Bloom- 
ingdale police entered the case. 


A MISSING PERSONS report on Mrs. 


Brown was to have been issued in Octo- 
ber by Bloomingdale police after exten- 
sive investigations failed to provide any 
clues as to her whereabouts. 


On July 29, two days before the alleged 


attempted murder of Mrs. Johnston, Riv- 
kin said he received a call from the man- 
ager of Plentywood Farm in Bensenville, 
Mrs. Brown's employer, to report that 


she had never contacted him about re- 
turning to work after her vacation. Ac- 
cording to police, the manager said he 
had not been able to reach her for a 
month and a half. 


Rivkin said he then contacted Brown 


the next day concerning the whereabouts 
of his wife. 


He said Brown told him she had left to 


visit her brother. An investigation of 
Brown's story proved it to be apparently 
false, Rivkin said. He added that her 
brother said he had not been in contact 
with his sister for quite some time. 


SEVERAL OTHER stories Brown re- 


prtedly told acquaintances and neigh- 
bors concerning the whereabouts of his 
wife also proved to be false, police said. 


Uopn later searching Brown's home in 


connection with the attempted murder, 
police said they found a mound of dirt 
about four feet long and two feet wide in 
the southeast corner of the back yard. 
Representatives of the Illinois State 
Crime Laboratory executed the search in 
hopes of recovering Mrs. Brown's body, 
but found nothing. 


Bloomingdale police also planned to, 


but did not conduct a search in August of 
the furnace at the Medinah North School 
to possibly find her remains. Brown was 
formerly employed as a janitor at the 
school. 


Reports that Brown was seen in the 


Melrose Park area proved to be false 
when investigated by Itasca police, Chief 
Stanley Rossol said.

Henry Fonda's new series for 
ABC-TV, "The Smith Family," bows in 
Jan 20 — a weekly half-hour about the 


Bulbs To Note 
The Light Output

Perhaps in the hurly-burly of the holi- 


day season you haven't noticed, but 
something new is about to happen to 
light bulbs. 


What's new is that come Jan. 25, 


you're going to be able to tell for the 
first time how much light any given bulb 
will generate. A new ruling by the Feder- 
al Trade Commission will make such rat- 
ings mandatory. 


I'll bet you thought you knew all along, 


didn't you? One hundred watts gives as 
much light as two 50s, or four 25s, and so 
forth. 


Well, it ain't necessarily so, and now 


the FTC plans to straighten it all out by 
insisting that bulbs be rated by lumens, 
a measurement of actual light output. 


Those watts you've been relying on all 


this time only measure the amount of

electricity going into the bulb. A lumen 
is a measure of what comes out. 


You might never have heard of lumens 


if it weren't a bit of imaginative market- 
ing that began a few years back. At that 
time, magazines and newspapers began 
to blossom with ads for "miracle" bulbs 
that last three, or even five times, as 
long as the ordinary one. 


WHAT THE ADS forgot to mention 


was that these longlife bulbs didn't put 
out near as much light as the common 
ones, in spite of the fact that they had 
identical wattage ratings. 


Manufacturers have long known that 


you can extend the life of any bulb by 
installing a heavier filament. This wire 
won't burn out as quickly, but it won't 
glow as brightly, either. Thus "long life" 
tended to mean "less light." 


In its ponderous fashion, the govern- 


ment will now require that manufac- 
turers clear up such mysteries. The an- 
swer is a triple rating system, including 
watts, lumens and bulb life. 


Due to its complexity, the new rating 


will be found on the bulb package, rather 
than the bulb itself, but here's what it 
will tell: 


Watts — This is the old familiar mea- 


surement of how much electricity is go- 
ing into the bulb. 


Lumens — this is the measure of ac- 


tual light output, the brightness produced 
by the bulb. The bulb with the largest 
number of lumens will give the most 
light. 


Bulb Life — Called "average labora- 


tory life," this rating will tell you rough- 
ly how many hours the bulb will burn 
before its filament dies. 


This isn't half as complicated as it 


may sound. About all you need to re- 
member is that the brighter the light, 
the shorter the life. 


If any variation in life or Tightness in 


bulbs seems pointless, consider how you 
use bulbs. In a reading lamp, brightness 
is obviously the only criteria. But how 
about that bulb in the attic stairway, the 
one you need a stepladder to change. 
Longer life there could prove a minor 
b l e s s i n g — (Newspaper Enterprise 
Assn.)

Apparently "sensitive areas" 
are to be avoided. 


"Network executives are running a 


corporation," Felton said. 


"They are accountable to stockholders 


and other executives who can be ac- 
countable to Washington politicians. That 
makes it difficult to succeed with drama 
that probes government, the military 
and, say, international relations. 


"To me it is important to write a 


serious drama with a point of view, even 
if it is difficult for the networks. I 
sympathize with them." 


With this in mind Felton will air two 


series within the next few weeks: "The 
Psychiatrist" and "Strange Report." 


"The Psychiatrist" is the fourth and 


final six-week segment of NBC's "Four- 
in-One" and stars Roy Thinnes in the 
title role. "Strange Report" is an adven- 
ture yarn filmed in England. 


FOR THE FIRST time Felton is liable 


to invade sensitive areas with the psy- 
chiatrist show. 


"All of our episodes are most unusu- 


al," he said. "We've shown the films sev- 
eral times and discovered people over 40 
are disturbed and want escapism. Those 
from their mid-20s to 36 are excited by 
them. 


"In researching the show I learned 


that the number one reason patients visit 
psychiatrists and doctors is loneliness. 
All six of our shows deal with con- 
troversial subejcts." 


The 60-minute series which beams be- 


ginning Feb. 3 will deal with interracial 
marriage, youth and drugs, death, 
adopted children. Vietnam veterans, and 
divorces. 


Like it or not, Felton cannot avoid rais- 


ing a hackle here and there. He knows it 
and doesn't care. 


"The nature of our show is not escap- 


ist," Felton said, stroking his beard. "I 
doubt we'll be renewed for more shows 
next year." 


He has higher hopes for "Strange Re- 


port." It is pure escapism.

IN A RARE SHOWING of harmony, 


the Convention for Recognition of Unre- 
lenting Deeds Designed to Insure Envi- 
ronmental Deterioration (CRUDDIED), 
has, for the first time in its history, pro- 
vided for publication of portions of their 
annual meeting. In releasing the report, 
publicist Streetclothes MacQuire noted 
that there were so many outstanding 
candidates in so many categories, that 
there Is no doubt many, many real ob- 
structionists and activists have been 
overlooked. 


The meeting is held annually at a loca- 


tion appropriate to the group's interests. 
Last year, for example, they met on 
board a U S. Corps of Engineer barge as 
it divided its time between dredging in 
the Calumet Harbor and dumping the 
sludge in Lake Michigan. This year the 
meeting was to have been on the shores 
of Prudhoe Bay in the Arctic Circle 
where members intended to recognize 
Walter Hickel as Explorer of the Year in 
honor of the 500 mile Hickel highway Into 
the wild, unexplored reaches of the Arc- 
tic Last minute changes were required, 
however, "for political reasons," said 
convention site chairman Carbonhead 
Carter 


Upon calling the meeting to order in 


emergency quarters in Las Vegas, Nev,. 
president Hairshirt Harry asked, as the 
first order of business, for a unanimous 
resolution, honoring the Atomic Energy 
Commission for its 17th underground nu- 
clear test resulting in radioactivity es- 
caping into the atmosphere. An amend- 
ment to postpone vote on the resolution 
until the radioactive dust had settled was 
defeated on the basis that such action 
would require that the resolution, like the 
dust, would have to be settled over the 
next several years. 


First of the Convention's many annual 


"Recognitions" to be presented was the 
Any Old Port In A Storm Award. For the 
past several years, this (ward his been 
given either to Santa Barbara, California 
or New Orleans on behalf of the Depart- 
ment of the Interior and the off-shore oil 
drilling companies. This year, however, 
the delegates voted ananlmously to 
•ward the OAPIAS plaque to the entire 
east coast of Florida on behalf of the 
U.S. Navy. To avoid hurt feelings, the 
Convention voted • secondary Torrey 
Canyon award to the two former win- 
m-rs, A member also requested that the 
minutes show his suggestion of the 
Northwest Passage to the Arctic as a fu- 
ture recipient of the coveted award. 


For his insistence that an airport be 


built in Lake Michigan, Chicago's mayor 
Richard Daley was the unanimous choice 
for Aviation Man of the Year The only 
dissent to this nomination was from 
Type-Lice Lee who pointed out a possible 
positive result of such a construction if 
fish used its underpinnings as cover and 
breeding grounds. Downstate Downey, 
however, was applauded warmly for his 
reminder that with the continued cooper- 
ation of the Corps of Engineers and the 
various sewage treatment plants in Wis- 
consin. Illinois and Indiana, the threat of 
a healthy fish population would probably 
take care of itself 


Considerable confusion surrounded the 


nomination of former Interior Secretary 
Walter Hickel as Explorer of the Year, 
as previously mentioned. Some thought 
he deserved recognition, instead, as Oil- 
man of the Year, both for his continued 
Interest In offshore drilling and his en- 
couragement of further development of 
the Prudhoe Bay oil discovery in his 
home state of Alaska. The disagreement 
was eventually settled when Hickel re- 
ceived the Irrelevant Action award for 


Florida where the Swimming Hall of 
Fame and some serious practices await 
them. 


Scheduled for the Ft Lauderdale trip 


are Geiser, Takata, Savage, Iversen, Bob 
Rathman, Mike Duffey, Joe Schroeder 
and Robertson Borowski promised it 
would not be enough to keep them from 
working out regularly and diligently.

when the fur hunters off the coast of 
Nova Scotia were again recognized for 
their annual bludgeoning of baby seals. 
The award is a heavily gnarled walnut 
2x4 with tooled alligator grip. 


The Cook County Board was cited for 


Most Creative Use of An Outdoor Sport 
in Fund Raising for its regulation de- 
manding a $5 fee of snowmobilers in 
Forest Preserve grounds. 


The Wilbur Wright award for Aero- 


nautic Achievement went to President 
Richard Nixon for his continued demand 
for the construction of a Supersonic 
Transport. There was some debate on 
this nomination on the ground that the 
president is only demanding that the SST 
be built, the point being that there is no 
assurance the thing will ever fly. Others 
felt any award involving the SST ought 
to be in the Most Significant Contribution 
to Transportation Not Necessarily in Re- 
lation to Need division. 


Cowbird of 1970 recognition went to the 


U S. Coast Guard who demanded that all 
pleasure boats bearing marine toilets 
also be equipped with holding tanks — 
but failing to also note that there is no 
place to empty the tanks, thus leaving 
enforcement and further "treatment" of 
the problem to someone else. 


The Illinois delegation, In a flagrant at- 


tempt at state favoritism, attempted to 
find an award for their Department of 
Conservation, but they could discover no 
action on which any kind of award could 
be presented, pro or con. They did suc- 
ceed, however, In getting approval of a 
Pussyfooting Presentation for the Illinois 
Constitutional Convention Delegates who, 
having been faced with the opportunity 
to remove the Department of Con- 
servation from political clutches, decided 
Instead to make certain that the new De- 
partratnt will be just like the old one, 
only with more directors. 


In the most popular action of the meet- 


ing, the Ninth Circuit Federal Appeal 
Court of California was voted the Teapot 
Dome Cup for Creative Use of Public 
Lands for Private Profit The award was 
based on the court's decision supporting 
the Mineral King ski and resort project 
in the Sierra mountains, that is: Citizens 
cannot try to stop any development or 
land-use scheme simply because it is 
dangerous to the environment. Rather, 
you must show that the project is caus- 
ing you some direct economic or physical 
harm. The U.S. Forest Service received 
the second place vote for its participation 
in the defense of Mineral King against 
the conservationists. 


Members also voted themselves an an- 


nual dues Increase — 50% to be paid in 
non-returnable beverage bottles and beer 
cans. 


Finally, Poet Laureate Irving Park, 


presented hit 1970 comopsltion: "I shot 
an arrow into the air And it stuck!" 


The meeting was adjourned amid 


waves of laughter.

THE BACKUP OF sewerage Flem- 


ming and his neighbors have experienced 
began on Nov 4, and reoccurred on Nov 
28 and 29, and on Dec 16,18, and 19 


Fleming spoke of the inconvenience the 


backups have caused along with exten- 
sive property damage and "mental ang- 
uish" to himself and his neighbors 


In the putt, Wallace Bolm, superin- 


tendent of public works, has blamed 
backups on paper diapers, grease and 
sticks caught in the sewer line 


At tho direction of Mayor Frederick 


Downey and the trustees, Bolm was in- 
strutted Monday to hire a "tele-scann- 
ing" service to Investigate the sewer line 
serving the Washington Street homes 


A twice daily check of the sewer at the 


Washington and Baxter Streets manhole 
was also ordered. The checks will contin-

762 Acres Planned For Development 
DuPage County 
Land Is Annexed

Hanover Park village officials Monday 


a n n e x e d a 762-acre Comprehensive 
Planned Development (CPD) in DuPage 
County. 


3-H Builders Corporation, a major de- 


veloper of Hanover Park, plans a pre- 
dominantly single family CPD on the 
north side of Army Trail Road. The de- 
velopment adjoins the 700-acre "Green- 
brook Country," a Larwin Illinois Inc. 
development now under construction 


The approval came despite objections 


from school Dist. U-46, the village flood 
study committee and residents concerned 
with past performance of the builder 


3-H's petition for annexation and pre- 


annexation agreement was changed sub- 
stantially since it was first presented to 
the board in October 


THE ORIGINAL petition asked for 417 


acres of single family, 263 acres of mul- 
tiple and 81 acres of commercial zoning. 


At that point the school district did not 


object to the development and the build- 
er offered donation of school sites. 


However, Monday Paul Lawrence, su- 


perintendent of schools in Dist. U-46 ob- 
jected "vehemently" to the development. 


The builder had changed his plans be- 


cause residents objected to the multifam- 
ily development. 


The new CPD shows 1,680 single family 


units and 900 townhouse units for a total 
of 2,580 units in the development. 


"This means a student yield of ap- 


proximately 4,142 children" said Law- 
rence "And we have no where to put 
them," he added. 


Lawrence insisted the three school 


sites totaling 21 acres donated to the U- 
46 and adjoining Dist 93 are not enouhg 


Lawrence said the district needs at 


least 73 acres; 382 for elementary 
schools, 198 for junior high school and 
15 4 for a senior high. 


THE SUPERINTENDENT, using an- 


other development recently approved by 
the village as an example, said U-46 
should get 50 acres of land and $460,000 
n cash donations to be equal. 
"Impossible" said the builder. "Ille- 


gal" said his attorney Stanley Gross- 
handler 


"School districts cannot, as you are, 


demand donations or sites from a build- 
er The supreme Court upheld this deci- 
sion — you cannot require donations " 


'd Grosshandler 
"Tell me what to do with the children 


then," said Lawrence. 


Grosshandler said the builder is not in- 


sensitive to school district needs and in- 
itiated the school site donations, one sev- 
*n acre site to Dist. 93 and two seven 
acre sites to U-46 — "but thats all," he 
added.

Davies said Baker acted without board 


knowledge and authority when he with- 
drew the village's objections to the 


MSD's purchase of the Fisher properties' 


THE MSD WANTS the land to expand 


its Hanover Park sewage treatment 
plant facility and for use as a sludge 
farm. 


The village fought the acquisition, on 


grounds that the land was needed to give 
it control over the west branch of the 
DuPage creek. 


The creek winds through the farm and 


has been blamed for much of the'flood- 
ing in Hanover Park. The village wanted 
to widen, straighten and deepen the 
creek. 


Baker and Davies have been, for over 


a year, fighting the districts purchase. 
When Baker admitted to withdrawing the 
village's objections at the last board 
meeting, the board of trustees criticized 
his actions. 


"Why didn't you consult with us7" they 


wanted to know. 


Baker was to have given these reasons 


Monday but asked for an adjourned 
meeting until 8 p.m., Jan. 7, in the vil- 
lage hall when he will present all the 
facts.

Paul Miinnich closed all discussion on 
tin- :i54 unit apurtmont development, 
which includes a 1:1 siory high rise, when 
lie accepted member Dorothy Kanehl's 
motion to table the matter. 


Mrs Kanehl requested the joint meet- 


ing of the boards during the List plan 
commission meeting. She wanted engi- 


neering reports to substantiate the build- 
ers claims that his development will not 
flood adjoining lands. According to her, 
this was not done. 


THE 17 ACRE site Is located at the 


westernmost periphery of the village on 
the Streamwood border on Lake Street. 


Streamwood Village President Nick 


Kosan was present to voice his concern 
about the development. 


"Will we get all the water?" he asked. 
Attorney Michael Gitlitz, representing 


Comm, said "no, it will all be retained 
by the development's storm system." 


Village Engineer Larry Grindel, when 


questioned by Munnich, said he could not 
be sure without seeing actual plans. 


Mrs. Kanehl said, "That's what this 


meeting was supposed to be all about. 
Didn't we refer it to committee to give 
the builder a chance to show the engi- 
neer the plans, meet with Streamwood 
engineers and satisfy our request?" she 
asked. 


THE MEMBERS of the board decided 


that Grindel, Streamwood's engineer and 
Com m's engineer must meet and conduct 
a three-way engineering study before the 
board will consider the plan. 


Comm proposes a total site that in- 


cludes the rise of 151 apartments, a 
series of five four and two-story build- 
ings and extensive recreational facilities 
and open spaces. 


Only 13 per cent of the land will be 


built upon, utilizing a system of building 
that is considered fireproof by govern- 
ment standards, Comm representative 


Comm is the architect and patented in- 


ventor of the Dano-Module system of 
building using precast concrete modules. 


SCHOOL DISTRICT U-46 officials have 


estimated that approximately 90 children 
will come to the district from the nigh 
rise development, and the board seemed 
in agreement that this would not burden 
the district. 


District U-46 representatives said they 


preferred the high rise to townhouse de- 
velopment. 


Comm's attorney felt the initial plans 


presented to the engineer showed ade- 
quate drainage and pointed out that only 
13 per cent land use for building would 
leave large landscaped areas to handle 
storm water. "You can't get better 
drainage and you'd have a worse flow 
from single family development," he 
said. 


GITLITZ HAD ALSO been requested to 


obtain the advice of the state highway 
department to plan exits at the devel- 
opment. 


He reported on their recommendations, 


one of which was to limit access from 
the development onto Lake Street to a 
right turn only. 


"I don't like that recommendation," 


said Munnich. He added that he wants 
another meeting with the highway de- 
partment. 


The session adjourned, but builder and 


committee members seemed unhappy 
with the decision to table discussion.

Plan Split Shifts 
At Lake Park High 


There is a definite probability that 


Lake Park High School will be operating 
split shift instruction next year even if 
Dist. 108 voters approve or disapprove of 
the Feb. 27 referendum for a second high 
school. 


That's the forecast presented to school 


board members Monday night by Carl 
Forrester, Dist. 108 superintendent, who 
favored Lake Park students operating in 
two five and one half hour shifts to avoid 
overcrowding and "stacking" of stu- 
dents. 


Principal Stanley Wheeler told the 


school board that 11 proposals were un- 
der study but that a split shift would be 
more feasible and alleviate overcrowding 
that accompanied other possibilities. 


"REGARDLESS IF this referendum in 


February fails, this schedule will go into 
effect for at least two years," Forrester 
said. "There's just no escape for it." 


The proposed compacted half-day shift 


will probably be installed beginning in 
September, Seniors and juniors totaling 
1,048 students will attend school from 7 
a.m. to 12:30 p.m. Sophomores and fresh- 
men totalling 1,270 students would attend 
school from approximately 12:45 p.m. 
until 6:15 p.m. There is a possibility the 
15-minute break in between shifts will be 
extended to 30 minutes to accommodate 
bus scheduling. 


The half-day school shifts will accom- 


modate 2,318 students daily but not at 
one time. 


FORRESTER BASED his projected 


student attendance for the next three 
years on prospective and current build- 
ing developments in the surrounding 
communities. 


Enrollment projections on known hous- 


ing developments such as the Larivin 
Project in Hanover Park within Dist. 108 
show 1,183 high school students may en- 
roll at Lake Park while additional gradu- 
ates from elementary schools would 
mean 2,318 students for the 1971-72 school 
year. 


Projected enrollments from present de- 


velopments indicate that 2,871 students 
would be attending Lake Park by 1972-73 
and 3,194 by 1973-74. Forrester said he 
hopes the second high school will be con- 
structed by spring 1973 to alleviate the 
overcrowding and split shift program. 


Gene Swierczewski, curriculum coor- 


dinator, added that none of the present 
developments on which the study was 
based were part of the village planning 
two years ago. 


"PEOPLE WILL NOT remember that 


they turned down three past referen- 
dums," Forrester said in reference to the 
Feb. 
27 referendum for a new high 


school. "This (split shift) is not a matter 
of threat by the school board. This is go- 
ing to happen whether the ($7 million) 
referendum passes or not." 


Remapping...Cautiously 


The DuPage County Board is trying 


"to cover all bases" of reapportionment, 
according to Gerald Weeks, chairman of 
the county board of supervisors. 


The strategy being followed in the po- 


litical ballgame was expressed by 
Charles Kaelln, supervisor, Winfield 
Township and chairman of the board's 
special reapportionment committee, who 
said, "the committee intends to have a 
reapportionment plan before the filing 
deadline, but we don't want to submit it 
until the very last minute." 


Under state legislation, county boards 


in Illinois must reorganize to provide bet- 
ter voter representation and abide by the 
U.S. Supreme Court's one-man, one-vote 
ruling.

Every member of the Joliet East chap- 


ter of the Jaycees has something in com- 
mon. They have all been convicted of a 
felony 


Their chapter is located in the diagnos- 


tic depot of the Joliet-Stateville prison 
complex in northeastern Joliet 


A group of ten Wheeling Jaycees trav- 


eled to the prison Monday night to visit 
the chapter and give them a Christmas 
gift, two complete sets of weight lifting 
equipment. 


Gerald Fuller, president of the Wheel- 


ing Jaycees said his members first got 
the idea m August when the Joliet East 
chapter was conducting a blood drive to 
provide blood for a Joliet area resident 
who was dying of a blood disease. 


"WE FIRST HEARD about the chapter 


when they were sponsoring Project Cin- 
dy (the blood drive) We thought it was a 


magnificent gesture on their part to do 
something for a person on the outside so 
we decided to write them a letter telling 
them how we felt. We thought it over and 
decided to see if it was possible to visit 
one of their meetings," Fuller said 


Before entering the prison, each of the 


group had to be searched by guards All 
keys and metal objects such as combs 
and ball point pens were deposited in a 
cigar box 


None of the guards had guns and only 


two sets of grej iron bars with Christ- 
mas tree lights strung through them 
gave the notion we were about to enter a 
prison. 


The meeting was held in the depot 


chapel, a narrow room with wooden 
pews The Jaycees creed hung on one 
wall and an American flag hung from 
the other 


The meeting was quick and quiet and

Neptune's Pool 


Broken tiles and thermostats, jammed

It's a small element 
that's doing this Of course, I'm dis- 
gusted," Kittendorf said. 


"It happens when the pool is open, but 


I don't know If It'a in the day or the 
evening It's almost impossible to catch 
anyone," the aquatic director said. "We 
have a lifeguard stationed in the locker 
room but he can't be all places at once." 


The balcony at the pool has been 


closed during open swim periods because 
of problems with persons throwing mud 
and glass onto the pool deck, he said. 


Kittendorf said the Incidents have been 


reported to the park police and to the 
park board He was unable to estimate 
the cost of the vandalism. 


He said the police have also been sum- 


moned when "we had trouble with rowdy 
kids" 


"The police are over there quite a bit 


but they can't stop everything. They 
could walk around the corner and some- 
one could tear something off the wall," 
he said

ter He Is soft-spoken, smokes a pipe and 
runs his meeting with a quiet kind of au- 
thority that most Jaycee presidents on 
the outside would rpobably ike to have. 


When asked how much more time he 


has to serve on a drug abuse sentence, 
Kennedy replied, "I've got a few more 
years, I'll be up for parole in 1972 I 
don't know, I'll see what happens then.

Parrots' Chances 
Drop By Degrees 


A pair of parrots that turned up in 


Wheeling last week has apparently mi- 
grated sooth, but only as far as Arlington 
Heights. 


Unless the tropical birds migrate much 


further south, they do not appear to have 
much chance of surviving a hard winter 


The birds are almost impossible to 


catch, according to J J Shaffer, director 
of the Anti-Cruelty Society in Chicago 
And if they remain on the loose in this 
area, Shaffer said they stand only about 
a 10 per cent chance of surviving a pro- 
longed spell of zero temperatures. 


"However," Shaffer said, "if we do 


have a mild winter and if they can find 
enough to eat, their survival chances are 
perhaps 50 per cent." 


The birds were first reported last week 


by Mrs. Albert Dietrich who found them 
in a crabappte tree alongside her home 
at 941 Beverly, Wheeling. 


Yesterday, Linda White reported a 


similar pair of large green parrots were 


in her willow tree at 1331 Park St, Ar- 
lington Heights. 


MRS. DIETRICH said the birds dis- 


appeared from her yard during the night 
last Saturday. 


Shaffer said the birds apparently are a 


pair that escaped from a home, a pet 
shop, or even a shipment arriving at 
O'Hare Airport. 


"We have found no way of capturing a 


bird on the loose," Shaffer said, "al- 
though Mrs. White might try putting sun- 
, 


flower seeds in a cage. The parrots like 
sunflower seeds and may go into the 
cage." 


Mrs White put out a large cage but 


with no Immediate results Earlier, Mrs 
Dietrich had tried to catch the birds. 
They flew away and returned several 
times until their final disappearance. 


Shaffer said that the best chance the 


birds have is if they find "a nice warm 
place near a restaurant. They'll eat the 
scraps from the garbage." 
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Residents To Get Away From Home 
Annexation Facts 


A fact sheet examining the pros and 


cons of annexation and incorporation will 
be delivered door-to-door in Prospect 
Heights soon after Jan. 1. 


The fact sheet is being prepared by the 


Northwest Suburban Council of Associ- 
ations, which includes all of the home- 
owner organizations in Prospect Heights 
and a portion of unincorporated Mount 
Prospect. 


The fact sheet will be distributed hy 


each homeowner association. Later the 
homeowner association's 
officers will 


poll their members' reactions to the an- 
n e x a t i o n-incorporation issue. Council 
members say they will then begin to take 
steps toward achieving the community's 
preference. 


IN BOTH CASES, these steps will 


probably include circulating a petition 
and later holding a referendum. If NX) 
per cent of the voters involved sign a 
petition requesting either annexation or 
incorporation, a referendum would not 
be necessary. 


If a majority of Prospect Heights resi- 


dents prefer annexation, they can not 
proceed past the petition stage without 
the approval of the village they plan to 
annex to. 


In the case of incorporation, state stat- 


utes require that the unincorporated area 
must first secure the consent of any mu-

Heights is contiguous to Mount Prospect, 
Wheeling, Des Plalnes and Arlington 
Heights, 


However, some specialists in municipal 


law claim it may be possible for Pros- 
pect Heights to incorporate as a city 
without this consent because of a con- 
tradiction in state statutes. 


Before the council takes any action in 


either direction, residents must decide 
what course they prefer. 


TO AID RESIDENTS in this decision, 


council members are now compiling the 
fact sheet which will include a two page 
discussion of each issue. 


Tarkington Pupils

According to Mrs. Marie Caylor, secre- 


tary of the council, these sheets will l» 
an expansion of information already pre- 
sented to residents at a public meeting in 
November. 


At that time a panel of homeowners 


discussed annexation and incorporation 
before an audience of more than 5<X) 
people. Ronald Burton, vice chairman of 
the council, advocated annexation be- 
cause, "it will give us an opportunity to 
join an established, functioning, well-or- 
gani/.ed and well-financnd municipality." 


On the other hand, Jack Gilligan, a 


member of the Prospect Heights Im- 
p r o v e m e n t Association, favors in- 
corporation because, "it insures local 
control by a government we elect and 
thus the government is more nearly in 
line with our objectives." 


Following Gilligan's and Burton's pre- 


sentations some of the residents in the 
audience said they were confused by the 
issue and needed more information. 


The council members hope the fact 


sheets will clear up this confusion and 
enable residents to choose either in- 
corporation or annexation. 


The council has taken a stand against 


maintaining 
Prospect 
Height's 
unin- 


corporated status. Members say some 
form of government is necessary to alle- 
viate problems such as undesirable re- 
zoning, involuntary annexation and flood 
control. 


"We can't hide our heads in the sand 


and hope these problems will go away," 
said Mrs. Caylor. "If we do, we will be- 
come an island with no place to go, at 
the mercy of disintegrated county ser- 
vices."

for the runway are supposed to lie to the 
east of Wheeling.

We thought it over and 
decided to see if it was possible to visit 
one of their meetings," Fuller said. 


Before entering the prison, each of the 


group had to be searched by guards. All 
keys and metal objects such as combs 
and ball point pens were deposited in a 
cigar box. 


None of the guards had guns and only 


two sets of grey iron bars with Christ- 
mas tree lights strung through them 
gave the notion we were about to enter a 
prison. 


The meeting was held In the depot 


chapel, a narrow room with wooden 
pews. The Jaycees creed hung on one 
wall and an American flag hung from 
the other. 


The meeting was quick and quiet and 


lasted about an hour. There was no jok- 
ing or talking that usually goes on at a 
Jaycee meeting. The president didn't 
have to use his gavel once to call for 
order. 


The main order of business was to 


elect a new secretary and a new treas- 
urer. The present ones are getting pa- 
roled. 


THE JOLIET EAST Chapter is about 


six months old. It was formed under the 
sponsorship of the Jaycee chapter in the 
city of Joliet and it has 37 members. 
They all work in the diagnostic depot 
where the meeting was held. 


They are a part of the 185 men that are 


assigned to work at the depot, where in- 
coming men are processed before they 
are assigned a job and a place to live in 
the prison complex. Assistant warden 


Lewis Lence, who is in charge of the de- 
pot, acts as sponsor of the chapter. 
There are a total of about 3,400 inmates 
in the entire Joliet-Stateville complex. 


Since its formation, the chapter has 


conducttd the blood drive, worked out an 
arrangement for inmates to purchase 
books on nearly any subject and is cur- 
rently trying to set up a school for in- 
mates working at the depot to improve 
their reading and writing skills. 


Bob Kennedy is president of the chap- 


ter. He is soft-spoken, smokes a pipe and 
runs his meeting with a quiet kind of au- 
thority that most Jaycee presidents on 
the outside would rpobably like to have. 


When asked how much more time he 


has to serve on a drug abuse sentence, 
Kennedy replied, "I've got a few more 
years, I'll be up for parole in 1972. I 
don't know, I'll see what happens then. 
See, I've been here twice before."

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Residents To Get 
Annexation Facts 


A fact sheet examining the pros and 


corns of annexation and incorporation will 
be delivered door-to-door in Prospect 
Heights soon after Jan. 1. 


The fact sheet is being prepared by the 


Northwest Suburban Council of Associ- 
ations, which includes all of the home- 
owner organizations in Prospect Heights 
and a portion of unincorporated Mount 
Prospect. 


The fact sheet will be distributed by 


each homeowner association. Later the 
homeowner association's officers will 
poll their members' reactions to the an- 
n e x a t i o n-incorporation issue. Council 
members say they will then begin to take 
steps toward achieving the community's 
preference. 


IN BOTH CASES, the.se steps will 


probably include circulating a petition 
and later holding a referendum. If 100 
per cent of the voters involved sign a 
petition requesting either annexation or 
incorporation, a referendum would not 
be necessary. 


If a majority of Prospect Heights resi- 


dents prefer annexation, they can not 
proceed past the petition stage without 
the approval of the village they plan to 
annex to. 


In the case of incorporation, state stat- 


utes require that the unincorporated area 
must first secure the consent of any mu- 
nicipality within one and a half miles of 
t h e proposed 
boundaries. 
Prospect 


" Heights is contiguous to Mount Prospect, 


Wheeling, Des Plalnes and Arlington 
Heights. 


However, some specialists in municipal 


law claim it may be possible for Pros- 
pect Heights to incorporate as a city 
without this consent because of a con- 
tradiction in state statutes. 


Before the council takes any action in 


either direction, residents must decide 
what course they prefer. 


TO AID RESIDENTS in this decision, 


council members are now compiling the 
fact sheet which will include a two page 
discussion of each issue. 


According to Mrs. Marie Caylor, secre- 


tary of the council, these sheets will be 
an expansion of information already pre- 
sented to residents at a public meeting in 
November, 


At that time a panel of homeowners 


discussed annexation and incorporation 
l>efore an audience of more than 500 
people. Ronald Burton, vice chairman of 
the council, advocated annexation be- 
cause, "it will give us an opportunity to 
join an established, functioning, well-or- 
gnnized and well-financed municipality." 


On the other hand, Jack Gllligan, a 


member of the Prospect Heights Im- 
p r o v c m e n l Association, favors in- 
corporation Ix-'cause, "it insures local 
control by a government we elect and 
thus the government is more nearly In 
line with our objectives." 


Following Gilligan's and Burton's pre- 


sentations some of the residents in the 
audience said they were confused by the 
issue and needed more information. 


The council members hope the fact 


sheets will clear up this confusion and 
enable residents to choose either in- 
corporation or annexation. 


The council has taken a stand against 


maintaining Prospect Height's 
unin- 


corporated status. Members say some 
form of government is necessary to alle- 
viate problems such as undesirable re- 
zoning, involuntary annexation and flood 
control. 


"We can't hide our heads in the sand 


and hope these problems will go away," 
said Mrs. Caylor. "If we do, we will be- 
come an island with no place to go, at 
the mercy of disintegrated county ser- 
vices."

committee to George W. Dunne, County 
Board president, but Dunne has not re- 
plied, and no public investigation into the 
charges has been ordered by the county 
board. 


The resolution, passed Monday night, 


asks the county to enforce three restric- 
tions in the special use permit the county 
granted to allow the NNW-SSE jet run- 
way to be built. 


THE RESTRICTIONS ARE that the 


runway cannot be longer than 5,000 feet, 
that the load bearing capacity construc- 
tion for regular service on the runway 
should not exceed 60,000 pounds, and that 
landing and takeoff visual flight patterns 
for the runway are supposed to lie to the 
east of Wheeling.

Atty. Bradley Glass after months of ne- 
gotiations between the Village and the 
bank. 


The points of disagreement up to now 


have centered on the board's concern 
over the effect the proposed facility will 
have on traffic flow in the area. 


Gerald Fitzgerald, president of the 


Palatine National Bank, has proposed a 
drive-in facility for the southwest corner 
of Colfax and Smith Street. 


A SIMILAR facility is located one 


block north and is operated by the First 
Bank and Trust Co. of Palatine. 


The difficulty with Fitzgerald's propos- 


al is that it will abut a village parking lot 
planned to serve commuters and shop- 
pers using the transportation center — 
located just west of Smith and south of 
Colfax Street. 


The bank facility will be located on a 


17,424 square foot section of the northeast 
corner of the parking lot.

Refugees 


Delayed 


The arrival of a Cuban refugee family, 


which local high school students planned 
to bring to Elk Grove Village by Christ- 
mas, has been delayed. 


The delay resulted from procedure 


changes in the Labor Department, ac- 
cording to Ann Garcia, Spanish instruc- 
tor in charge of the project. 


Elk Grove High School students, with 


aid from the community, have planned 
the relocation for the past two months. 


Although all the necessary papers have 


been in order, the high unemployment 
rate in the United States has apparently 
caused the labor department to tighten 
its approval of jobs for refugees, Mrs. 
Garcia said. 


The family is Mr. and Mrs. Miguel An- 


gel Ulloa Torres and their two teenage 
children. A job at Lift Parts Manufac- 
turing, Inc., Elk Grove Village, has been 
offered them. 


MRS. GARCIA said pleas for help have 


been sent to Illinois senators Charles 
Percy and Adlai Stevenson. 


Mrs. Garcia said an official of the 


United States Department of Immigra- 
tion and Naturalization Service sug- 
gested contactinb a senator to speed the 
relocation process. 


She said it was from the immigration 


office that she learned of the change in 
procedure by the Labor Department. 


The Torres family has been waiting 


two years in Madrid for relocation to the 
United States. They have been living on 
charity and income from relatives. 


"All we want to do is get the family 


here. Once they are here they can work 
and support themselves," Mrs. Garcia 
said. 


She said that beds, furniture, and mis- 


cellaneous household items have been do- 
nated to the family. She said that one 
family donated a sewing machine for 
Mrs. Torres. 


Close to $500 has been collected by the 


students through drives and bake sales. 
Most of the money will be spent on rent 
for an apartment until the family can 
save enough to continue paving on their 
own.

would dedicate the northerly 17 feet of 
the site and the easterly 17 feet of the 
property to give the village full right-of- 
way. 


It also called for the village to rezone 


the property from manufacturing to com- 
mercial use to comply with the shopping 
center which will be built as part of the 
transportation center. 


Two points of the agreement which led 


to its rejection by the board concerned 
the entrance and exit to the drive-in fa- 
cility and the demolition of the building 
and upgrading of the property in the 
event the building would be vacated. 


THE BOARD agreed to an entrance to 


the facility on Colfax, approximately 425 
west of the intersection, and an exit not 
less than 275 feet from the intersection 
on Smith Street. 


Fitzgerald, however, said the exit 


should not be more than 200 feet from 
the intersection on Smith Street and re- 
fused to adhere to the provision calling 
for the demolition of the building. In- 
stead, he inserted a provision which 
would give the board the first chance to 
purchase the property if the facility was 
ever closed down. 


"The upshot of Monday's meeting is 


that the board agreed to resubmit the 
agreement, in its original form, to the 
bank," said Village Mgr. Berton Braun. 


At the meeting, Braun reiterated his 


earlier objections to building a facility on 
the corner. "I feel that any commercial 
use of this corner, whether it be a bank 
o r any other commercial facility, 
will have adverse effects on the total 
traffic situation in this intersection as 
traffic volumes increase." 


Aside from normal increases in traffic 


in Palatine, the opening of the new train 
depot and commuter parking lot will add 
to the traffic congestion at Colfax and 
Smith Streets. 


VILLAGE ENGINEERS are currently 


studying plans for the widening of Colfax 
Street, and a long-range master trans- 
portation plan includes a Smith Street 
underpass at the railroad tracks — both 
of which will effect traffic at Colfax and 
Smith Street. 


Trustees Terry Leighty and Wendell 


Jones said they wanted to see "more 
horse trading done with the bank" before 
the deal is closed. 


Several weeks ago Mayor John L. 


Moodie was authorized by the board to 
negotiate with the bank to buy, trade or 
condemn the property. Monday night 
Moodie said the negotiations had reached 
a standstill. 


Braun said the village should consider 


purchasing the land now while its price 
is low, compared to the value it will have 
in years to come. 


Trustee Clayton Brown agreed that 


"the time to take action is now while the 
land value is low." He added that he ob- 
jected to "bank customers driving on 
land which is owned and maintained by 
the Village."

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Civic Spirit—Behind Bars

ter of the Jaycees has something in com- 
mon They have al) been convicted of a 
fMony 


Their chapter is located in the diagnos- 


tic depot of the Joliet-Stateville prison 
complex in northeastern Joliet. 


A group of ten Wheeling Jaycees trav- 


eled to the prison Monday night to visit 
the chapter and give them a Christmas 
gift, two complete sets of weight lifting 
ff|iiipment. 


Gerald Fuller, president of the Wheel- 


ing .Jaycees said his members first got 
the idea in August when the Joliet East 
chapter was conducting a blood drive to 
provide blood for a Joliet area resident 
who was dying of a blood disease. 


"WK FIRST HEARD about the chapter 


when they were sponsoring Project Cin- 
dy (the blood drive). We thought it was a 
magnificent gesture on their part to do 
something for a person on the outside so 
we decided to write them a letter telling 
them how we felt. We thought It over and 
decided to see if it was possible to visit 
one of their meetings," Fuller said. 


Before entering the prison, each of the 


group had to be searched by guards. All 
keys and metal objects such as combs 


and ball point pens were deposited in a 
cigar box. 


None of the guards had guns and only 


two sets of grey iron bars with Christ- 
mas tree lights strung through them 
gave the notion we were about to enter a 
prison. 


The meeting was held in the depot 


chapel, a narrow room with wooden 
pews. The Jaycees creed hung on one 
wall and an American flag hung from 
the other. 


The meeting was quick and quiet and 


lasted about an hour. There was no jok- 
ing or talking that usually goes on at a 
Jaycce meeting. The president didn't 
have to use his gavel once to call for 
order. 


The main order of business was to 


elect a new secretary and a new treas- 
urer. The present ones are getting pa-> 
roled. 


THE JOLIET EAST Chapter is about 


six months old. It was formed under the 
sponsorship of the Jaycee chapter in the 
city of Joliet and it has 37 members. 
They all work in the diagnostic depot 
where the meeting was held. 


They are a part of the 185 men that are 


assigned to work at the depot, where in- 
coming men are processed before they 
are assigned a Job and a place to live in 


the prison complex. Assistant warden 
Lewis Lence, who is in charge of the de- 
pot, acts as sponsor of the chapter. 
There are a total of about 3,400 inmates 
in the entire Joliet-Stateville complex. 


Since its formation, the chapter has 


conducttd the blood drive, worked out an 
arrangement for inmates to purchase 
books on nearly any subject and is cur- 
rently trying to set up a school for in- 
mates working at the depot to improve 
their reading and writing skills. 


Bob Kennedy is president of the chap- 


ter. He is soft-spoken, smokes a pipe and 
runs his meeting with a quiet kind of au- 
thority that most Jaycee presidents on 
the outside would rpobably like to have. 


When asked how much more time he 


has to serve on a drug abuse sentence, 
Kennedy replied, "I've got a few more 
years, I'll be up for parole in 1972. I 
don't know, I'll see what happens then. 
See, I've been here twice before."

United States Department of Immigra- 
tion and Naturalization Service sug- 
gested contactinb a senator to speed the 
relocation process. 


She said it was from the immigration 


office that she learned of the change in 
procedure by the Labor Department. 


The Torres family has been waiting 


two years in Madrid for relocation to the 
United States. They have been living on 
charity and income from relatives. 


"All we want to do is get the family 


here. Once they are here they can work 
and support themselves," Mrs. Garcia 
said. 


She said that beds, furniture, and mis- 


cellaneous household items have been do- 
nptert to the family. She said that one 
family donated a sewing machine for 
Mi i. .Torres.

Library: 
Year-End 
Sanctuary?

While most of the stores and streets 


in the city are hectic with activity during 
the Christmas holidays, there's one quiet 
spot that traditionally becomes a dull 
place. 


It's the Rolling Meadows Library. 
For two weeks prior to Christmas and 


at least one week after the holiday the 
use of the library is greatly cut down. 
Circulation figures drop drastically and 
chairs throughout the building remain 
empty most of the time. 


The reason for the inactivity, accord- 


ing to Miss Virginia Connell, Rolling 
Meadows librarian, is simply that most 
people have too many other things to do 
than read duing the holidays. 


Even the migration of college students 


into the area for their two-week vacation 
has little effect on the relative slowness 
of the library. Although books are usual- 
ly carried home, few students open them 
during the holidays, let alone visit the 
library to do some studying. 


"There's not much for the staff to do 


around here during Christmas, but after 
toys are broken or they become boring, 
our circulation usually picks up again," 
Miss Connell said. 


BUT NEITHER MI"'' Connell nor the 


rest of the library st " 's complaining 
about the slow periot' 
-'ives them a 


chance to catch their bixath in prepara- 
tion for the library's busiest month of the 
year in January. 


With the new year comes an increased 


amount of paper work, such as compiling 
year-end circulation and financial re- 
ports and library card registration. How- 
ever, Miss Connell expects this January 
to be even more hectic than most years 
because of the delivery of some 600 addi- 
tional books for the library's shelves. 


Making use of the first installment of a 


$30,000 grant given to the library by the 
city council, Miss Connell has already 
placed the orders for the books to in- 
crease the library's general colection and 
reference materials. The books should 
begin to drfit in to the library around the 
middle of January. 


PERHAPS A LARGER Job than the 


filling out of book order forms will be the 
shelving of all the new books. This pre- 
sents a particular problem, Miss Connell 
said, because the library right now prob- 
ably doesn't have enough shelving to file 
away all the new additions. 


These new books, plus the slow circu- 


lation rate during the holidays, will mean 
"we'll probably have to pile the books on 
the floor," Miss Connell said, until more 
shelving is made available to the library 
staff. 


Once new shelving is purchased an>. 


delivered, installation will require a 
rearrangement of the seating and tables 
in the library, which also means more 
work for the library staff. 


So while they can, staff members at 


the library are sitting back and enjoying 
the holiday decorations and the quiet — 
even more of a quiet than is usually 
found within the walls of a sedate and 
solemn library building.

The storytellers were speech students 


from Fremd High School. They road to 
the children as part of a class project for 
a grade, but this was probably the 
easiest grade they ever earned, accord- 
ing to Stephanie Lawrence, a 
speech 


teacher. 


Miss Lawrence originated and gave the 


idea to Tom Hillsheim, assistant princi- 
pal at Fremd. In return, he passed it on 
to Al Hopkins, principal at Hunting 
Ridge, who liked the idea. 


According to Miss Lawrence, the pur- 


pose of the project was to put her class 
in a real situation that would cause them 
to adapt to their audience.

Every member of the Joliet East chap-

They have all been convicted of a 
felony. 


Their chapter is located in the diagnos- 


tic depot of the Jollet-Stateville prison 
complex in northeastern Joliet. 


A group of ten Wheeling Jaycees trav- 


eled to the prison Monday night to visit 
the chapter and give them a Christmas 
Hift, two complete sets of weight lifting 
equipment. 


Onrnld Fuller, president of the Wheel- 


ing Jiiycces said his members first got 
tin? idea in August when the Joliet East 
chapter was conducting a blood drive to 
provide blood for a Joliet area resident 
who was dying of a blood disease. 


"WE FIRST HEARD about the chapter 


when they were sponsoring Project Cin- 
dy (the blood drive). We thought it was a 
magnificent gesture on their part to do 
.something for a person on the outside so 
we decided to write them a letter telling 
them how we felt. We thought it over and 
decided to see if it was possible to visit 
one of their meetings," Fuller said. 


Before entering the prison, each of the 


group had to be searched by guards. All 
keys and metal objects such ai combs 


and ball point pens were deposited in a 
cigar box. 


None of the guards had guns and only 


two sets of grey iron bars with Christ- 
mas tree lights strung through them 
gave the notion we were about to enter a 
prison. 


The meeting was held in the depot 


chapel, a narrow room with wooden 
pews. The Jaycees creed hung on one 
wall and an American flag hung from 
the other. 


The meeting was quick and quiet and 


lasted about an hour. There was no jok- 
ing or talking that usually goes on at a 
Jaycee meeting. The president didn't 
have to use his gavel once to call for 
order. 


The main order of business was to 


elect a new secretary and a new treas- 
urer. The present ones are getting pa- 
roied. 


THE JOLIET EAST Chapter is about 


six months old. It was formed under the 
sponsorship of the Jaycee chapter In the 
city of Joliet and it has 37 members. 
They all work in the diagnostic depot 
where the meeting was held. 


They are a part of the 165 men that are 


assigned to work at the depot, where in- 
coming men are processed before they 
are assigned a job and a place to live in 


the prison complex. Assistant warden 
Lewis Lence, who is in charge of the de- 
pot, acts as sponsor of the chapter. 
There are a total of about 3,400 inmates 
in the entire Joliet-Stateville complex. 


Since its formation, the chapter has 


conducttd the blood drive, worked out an 
arrangement for inmates to purchase 
books on nearly any subject and is cur- 
rently trying to set up a school for in- 
mates working at the depot to improve 
their reading and writing skills. 


Bob Kennedy is president of the chap- 


ter. He is soft-spoken, smokes a pipe and 
runs his meeting with a quiet kind of au- 
thority that most Jaycee presidents on 
the outside would rpobably like to have. 


When asked how much more time he 


has to serve on a drug abuse sentence, 
Kennedy replied, "I've got a few more 
years, I'll be up for parole in 1972. I 
don't know, I'll see what happens then. 
See, I've been here twice before."

The Wheeling Village board is asking 


the Cook County Board of Commissioners 
to enforce the county's own restrictions 
on a runway for jet planes, at Pal- 
Wankee Airport. 


The request is in a resolution drawn up 


to accompany a petition signed by 585 
residents of eastern Wheeling. 


The resolution, to be sent by registered 


mail to the county board, is the second 
attempt by the village and local resi- 
dents 
to have a 
county board in- 


vestigation 
of the airport's runway 


procedures. 


Four months ago the village board for- 


warded a letter from a local citizens 
committee to George W. Dunne, County 
Board president, but Dunne has not re- 
plied, and no public investigation into the 
charges has been ordered by the county 
board. 


The resolution, passed Monday night, 


asks the county to enforce three restric- 
tions in the special use permit the county 
granted to allow the NNW-SSE Jet run- 
way to be built. 


THE RESTRICTIONS ARE that the 


runway cannot be longer than 5,000 feet, 
that the load bearing capacity construc- 
tion for regular service on the runway 
ghould not exceed 60,000 pounds, and that 
landing and takeoff visual flight patterns 
for the runway are supposed to lie to the 
east of Wheeling. 


Members of the local citizens com- 


mittee charge that the airport and the 
Federal Aviation Administration arc vio- 
lating all three provisions by sending 
planes over the village for landings 
and takeoffs, allowing planes heavier 
than 00,000 pound* to use the runway, 


and extending the runway past the 5,000- 
foot limit. 


Airport officials deny the charges, say- 


ing traffic patterns are determined by 
Pal-Waukec's FAA control tower for 
maximum safety, that the special use 
permit incorrectly defines weight load 
for the runway, and has the added 
length on the runway is merely a turn 
around area. 


Richard Schuld, superintendent of the 
OTSD. 


Hamer pointed out that the MSD has 


not'denied the permits but has merely 
asked for an additional signature. 


The board members, however, told 


Hamer to straighten out the situation 
with the OTSD for all property which the 
village is annexing in that district, not 
only for Sandpebble Walk. 


Another development in the village lies 


within the OTSD boundaries. It is the 
proposed Swan Lake development on 
Wheeling Road near St. Alphonsus 
Church and School. 


THE SANDPEBBLE WALK project is 


north of Palatine Road and west of 
Wheeling Road. 


Trustee Michael Valenza said he want- 


ed Hamer to make it clear to the OTSD 
and to the MSD that "they are not mere- 
ly turning down the developers but that 
they are turning down permits which had 
been submitted by the Village of Wheel- 
ing." 


Schuld had explained that the OTSD 


halted the MSD permits because it is re- 
quired by state statutes to control sani- 
tary sewer hookups within its district. 
Schuld has repeatedly asked the devel- 
opers for copies of the plans for the pro- 
posed development, he says. 


A fact sheet examining the pros and 


cons of annexation and incorporation will 
be delivered door-to-door in Prospect 
Heights soon after Jan. 1. 


The fact sheet is being prepared by the 


Northwest Suburban Council of Associ- 
ations, which includes all of the home- 
owner organizations in Prospect Heights 
and a portion of unincorporated Mount 
Prospect. 


The fact sheet will be distributed by 


each homeowner association. Later the 
homeowner association's 
officers 
will 


poll their members' reactions to the an- 
n e x a t i o n-incorporation issue. Council 
members say they will then begin to 'take 
steps toward achieving the community's 
preference. 


IN BOTH CASES, these steps will 


probably include circulating a petition 
and later holding a referendum. If 100 
per cent of the voters involved sign a 
petition requesting either annexation or 
incorporation, a referendum would not 
be necessary. 


If a majority of Prospect Heights resi- 


dents prefer annexation, they can not 
proceed past the petition stage without 
the approval of the village they plan to 
annex to. 


In the case of incorporation, state stat- 


utes require that the unincorporated area 
must first secure the consent of any mu- 
nicipality within one and a half miles of 
the 
proposed 
boundaries. Prospect 


Heights is contiguous to Mount Prospect, 
Wheeling, Des Plalnes and Arlington 
Heights. 


However, some specialists in municipal 


law claim it may be possible for Pros- 
pect Heights to incorporate as a city 
without this consent because of a con- 
tradiction in state statutes. 


Before the council takes any action in 


either direction, residents must decide 
what course they prefer. 


TO AID RESIDENTS in this decision, 


council members are now compiling the 
fact sheet which will include a two page 
discussion of each issue. 


According to Mrs. Marie Caylor, secre- 


tary of the council, these sheets will be 
an expansion of information already pre- 
sented to residents at a public meeting in 
November. 


At that time a panel of homeowners 


discussed annexation and incorporation 
before an audience of more than 500 
people. Ronald Burton, vice chairman of 
the council, advocated annexation be- 
cause, "it will give us an opportunity to 
join an established, functioning, well-or- 
ganized and well-financed municipality." 


On the other hand, Jack Gilligan, a 


member of the Prospect Heights Im- 
p r o v e m e n t Association, favors in- 
corporation because, "it insures local 
control by a government we elect and 
thus the government is more nearly In 
line with our objectives." 


Following Gilligan's and Burton's pre- 


sentations some of the residents in the 
audience said they were confused by the 
issue and needed more information.

Put Limit On Des Plaines River Flood Plain 


by BOB CASEY 


A state official yesterday said filling of 


a 40-acre flood plain on the Des Plaines 
River north of Central Road has been 
limited to three or four feet In depth until 
an engineering study can determine Its 
effects on flooding. 


John C. Guillou, chief engineer of the 


Illinois Division of Waterways, said own- 
ers of the low-lying flood plain site on the 
river's west bank agreed to the limita- 
tion and will submit engineering plans to 
show how flood waters will flow onto and 
off of the site when the filling is com- 
plete. 


Conservationists have charged that 


John Sexton Sand and Gravel Corp., 
which has built a makeshift culvert 
bridge in the river to haul fill dirt to its 
flood plain property, wants to fill in the 
land to a depth of IS feet. 


GUILLOU SAID SEXTON, which bela- 


tedly applied for a permit for the bridge 
after the structure had been built, will be 
required to obtain a separate state per- 
mit before any more than three or four 
feet of fill can be put on the flood plain. 


After a meeting at his Springfield of- 


fice with Sexton representatives, Guillou 
said the plans presented so far by the 
company show that at most points on the 
40-acre site the new elevation would be 
six to eight feet above the previous level. 


At one point on the property fill would 


total 15 feet, he said. 


"We told them that we could not per- 


mit filling of that flood plain to that kind 
of depth without first seeing their water- 
ways study," said Guillou. Such an engi- 
neering study would show how the river 
would flood onto the site as river levels 


rise, he said. 


ACCORDING TO THE plans submitted 


by Sexton, he said, the flood plain would 
be raised to the level of River Road at 
its western edge and then slope gradu- 
ally downward nearer the river. About 50 
feet west of the river bank, the level 
would be raised so that it would be six or 
seven feet above the previous elevation, 
Guillou said. 


"As far as the work's concerned, 


they're aware that they're not to develop 
the kind of landfill they had been think- 
ing about, that is not to exceed three or 
four feet until the permit has been issued 
for the changes on the flood plain," 
Guillou said of the Sexton company. 


The Metropolitan Sanitary District and 


groups such as the Izaak Walton League, 
the Cook County Clean Streams Com- 
mittee and Open Lands Project have 
criticized the bridge and the flood plain 


filling, saying both will aggravate flood- 
ing problems. 


Sexton received a permit for the bridge 


after modifying the structure so canoes 
and small boats could pass underneath, 
but critics complain that the bridge is 
still a hazard to canoeists. The bridge 
consists of several large culverts and a 
12-foot span through which boats are ex- 
pected to pass. 


GUILLOU SAID he expects further en- 


gineering plans from Sexton in about two 
weeks. The transcript of a waterways di- 
vision hearing on the bridge in Des 
Plaines Dec. 9 is also being examined for 
new evidence, Guillou said. 


Officials of Sexton, which operates a 


large sanitary landfill site on the east 
side of the river, have said the firm has 
no plans for a sanitary landfill on the 
west bank. Only dirt and clay are being 
used to fill the site, they have said.

Propose New Grade Study 


Monday night, members of the Oist, 57 


Board of Education were given a presen- 
tation explaining a new social studies 
program for the fifth and sixth grade 
classes at district elementary schools. 


The presentation was made during a 


regularly scheduled board meeting at 
Sunset Park School. District social stud- 
ies teachers made the presentation to ac- 
nnaint board members with the pro- 
gram. 


The relatively new concept of teaching 


social studies, titled the "Contra Costa" 
program, was initiated in California 
about 1964, according to Richard Percy, 
assistant superintendent of schools. He 
said there have been "many revisions" 
in the program since. 


The "Contra Costa" program was in- 


itiated in Dist. 57 schools last year on an 
experimental basis. Since that time ad- 
ministrators and teachers have reacted 
favorably toward the new concept. 


Teachers who made the presentation 


told board members that the orogram 
emphasized both student participation in 
class discussions and the use of visual 
aids and reference materials. They said 
students are not necessarily asked to 
memorize facts, but rather are taught 
the use of reference materials to seek 
out information about a particular topic. 


IN AN EFFORT to explain the work- 
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ings of the program, the teachers demon- 
strated to the board members the 'normal 
classroom routine with board members 
acting out the roles of students. 


Defining and studying the act of coloni- 


zation was the topic used in the class- 
room demonstration, Members of the 
board and teachers were divided into 
groups to study with the use of visual 
aids and reference materials the early 
colonization of America. 


Two of the teachers, Mrs. Kathy Sam- 


zenbacher and Robert Cremer, told 
board members students direct the dis- 
cussions with the teacher merely serving 
as an "outsider" making sure the dis- 
cussion doesn't get out of hand. 


Mrs. Sanzenbacher told the board the 


teacher "should not attempt to direct the 
discussion in any way" and children 
"should be allowed a free range of 
thought." 


"There is so much knowledge today 


it's impossible for the child to absorb it 
all. There is just too much to learn. I 
could be giving children facts and dates 
all day, but I seriously doubt how much 
they'd learn," she told the board. 


"INSTEAD OF teaching them dates, 


we teach them how to research and find 
the information they're looking for," she 
explained. 


The teachers said the program also in- 


cludes relating the events of history to 
the current world situation. They said 
the program promotes an understanding 
of foreign cultures and the rapid pace at 
which cultures undergo change. 


Values and traditions are also dis- 


cussed frequently during the course, ac- 
cording to the teachers. 


One of the objectives of the program, 


Mrs. Sanzenbacher said, is to enable the 
child to "recall factual data and group 
together that which the student recog- 
nizes as having a logical affinity." 


She said that studying detailed sets of 


facts, the student should be able to 
"draw valid generalizations and recog- 
nize the limits of generalizations." 


Besides Mrs. Sanzenbacher and Cre- 


mer, teachers who assisted with the pre- 
sentation were Mrs. Anna O'Connor, and 
Miss Mary Jane Myers. Robert Guthrie, 
principal of Sunset, also participated in 
the presentation.

Board Rejects Ecology Plan [ fire Calls 


School Dist. 59 participation in a 


$1,200,000 proposed human ecological 
educational program was rejected unani- 
mously by the board of education Mon- 
day. 


The proposal would be a four-year 


planning project to develop educational 
and community action programs. 


Dr. Joseph Ellis of Northern Illinois 


University designed the proposal for fed- 
eral funds under the Environmental 
Quality Education Act of 1970. He is 
seeking support from area school dis- 
tricts through the Northwest Educational 
Cooperative. 


The board rejected the offer for sev- 


eral reasons. 


Board member Judy Zanca said the 


personnel would not be available to help 
in the project at this time. 


Although the funds of $300,000 a year 


for the next four years, if approved, 
would be available to cooperating schools 
and agencies, it is possible that partici, 
pants may have to make in-kind contri- 
butions such as space or administrative 
time. 


The district, if it had approved partici- 


pation, would have been represented on 
the advisory council which would guide 
the program's development and oper- 
ation. 


BOARD PRES. Richard Hess said he 


Hid not see the value of such a program 
to the elementary area. "My objection is 


that it would be four to six years at best 
before it would filter down to the 
schools," Sharrie Hildebrandt, board 
member, said. 


Mrs. Zanca said, "I don't think our dis- 


trict has ignored the subject." 


Supt. James Erviti reported that the 


schools were involved in ecology study 
through the science departments and 
termed the junior high outdoor education 
program the single biggest ecological 
event in the district. 


He was requested by the board to pro- 


vide more information on how much 
cology is taught in the schools. 
In another area, the board approved 


he second phase of a contract with 
Skokie Valley Electric Co. for security 
lighting on the 20 district schools. The 
contract was for $61,821 and is to be com- 
bined with parking lot lighting from an 
earlier contract for $66,250. 


The board also approved the retaining

Clarification of policy on personal busi-

THE POLICY READS, "Personal busi- 


ness days are granted to teachers for the 
specific purpose of conducting business 
which cannot reasonably be accom- 
plished outside school hours and which 


requires that the teacher be present." 
This would include religious observances, 
court appearance, legal hearings, ap- 
pointments requested by civil authorities 
and completion of important contracts. 


Personal business days may not be 


used to extend holidays or vacations and 
when a request precedes or follows ei- 
ther, the reason for the request must be 
stated. 


Attendance 
at conferences, profes- 


sional meetings and other similar activi- 
ties are not considered personal business 
under the accepted policy. 


After an hour of discussion, the board 


accepted 4 to 3 a modification on carpet- 
ing installed in the Lively Junior High 
School addition. 


The carpet as installed shows a "dis- 


pleasing color change every 12 feet 
across the room," according to the ad- 
ministration.

District 57 Hires 
Salary Talks Aide 


The Dist. 57 Board of Education hired 


a consultant Monday to "adivse and as- 
sist" the board during salary negotia- 
tions with teachers for the 1971-72 school 
year. Salary negotiations are expected to 
begin next month. 


The board, by a vote of 5 to 2, hired 


Richard Zweiback for the position during 
their regular meeting Monday. Zwei- 
back, who will represent the board dur- 
ing salary negotiations, was hired at a 
cost of $6,000. 


Board Pres. Harrison Hanson, Mrs. 


Pat Kimball, P<;ter Dudrow, George Fos- 
ter and Alex Casper voted to hire the 
consultant. Jack Ronchetto and Leo 
Floros voted against the motion. 


Zweiback has had experience working 


with both the Illinois Association of 
School Boards (IASB) and the National 
Association of School Boards (NASB). 
Hanson said Zweiback, a resident of 
Northbrook "has had a great deal of ex- 
perience in this area and has at one time 
or another sat on both sides of the nego- 
tiating table." 


ZWEIBACK HAS served as a con- 


sultant to the school districts in Michigan 
and is going through the process of open- 
ing a business office in the area, accord- 
ing to Hanson. He said Zweiback's repu- 
tation as a negotiator is "an extremely 
good one." 


Board members supporting the deci- 


sion said they did so in an effort to avoid 
heated confrontations which developed 
during the last negotiations sessions. 
They termed those sessions as "terribly 
emotional" and "unconstructive." 


They also hope a professional experi- 


enced negotiator will speed up the usual- 
ly lengthy process of negotiating sala- 
ries. This year's salary talks lasted al- 
most eight months with no agreement 
reached until the day before the fall 
term began. 


In voicing his disagreement with the 


board's decision Ronchetto said, "I can 
well understand the reasons why mem- 
bers of the board feel the need to turn to 
a consultant. 


"It is totally unreasonable to expect 


unpaid board members to spend their 
time at seemingly endless meetings ex- 
plaining to the teachers' negotiating 
team why the board should not or cannot 
give in to their demands for such things 
as a two week paid vacation, free dental 
service and a $9,800 starting salary for 
nine months work," Ronchetto said. 


"On the other hand I don't think the 


board should panic and seize on the hir- 
ing of a consultant as a panacea. It 
shouldn't take a consultant to stiffen our 
backs or tell us when to say no. 


"WE HAVE AVAILABLE to us an ad- 


ministrator who has gone to various con- 
ferences on this subject and has partici- 
pated in all negotiations since the in- 
ception of our collective bargaining. We 
also have a law firm which a committee 
of this board recently recommended as 
highly qualified," he explained. 


"With our present financial position, I 


can't in good conscience vote to hire a 
consultant at a cost of $6,000, especially 
after we have just voted to cut so many 
teachers from our staff," Ronchetto said. 


"I would recommend that we postpone 


action on this matter until after we get 
copies of the teachers' demands and get 
an idea of the kind of tactics they plan to 
use this year. If they again plan to de- 
mand the moon, employ delaying tactics 
and carry out an illegal strike, there will 
be plenty of time to take appropriate ac- 
tion," he said. 


Members of the board did not agree 


with Ronchetto and felt if a consultant is 
hired, it should be previous to the begin- 
ning of the negotiations. 


Two Sentenced On Assault Charges 


Two men 
who pleaded guilty on 


charges of sexually assaulting and rob- 
bing a 22-year-old Arlington Heights 
woman two years ago were sentenced 
Monday In criminal court by Judge Ken- 
neth Wendt. 


Vlto Spiezio, 21, of Franklin Park, and 


James Apt, 19, of Chicago, pleaded guilty 
on charges of deviate sexual assault and 
robbery. Sptezlo was placed on five ye«rs 
probation and WM sentenced to nine 
months In the county jail, a sentence the 
judge considered already served, await- 
ing trial, Apt was placed on three years 
probation and was sentenced to 90 days 
In the house of correction. 


Spiezlo waa released Monday after the 


court ruled he had already served his 
sentence while waiting trial. According 
to Mount Prospect police, the state's at- 
torney's office asked for a five to eight- 
year sentence for Spiezio and a "severe" 
jail sentence for Apt. 


The law allows a penalty for deviate 


sexual assault of four to M years in jail, 
according to police. Charges of at- 
tempted rape, unlawful .•estraint and 
battery against both men were dismissed 
by the court. 


A third man allegedly Involved in the 


incident Is Steven Wlatr, 19, of Schiller 
Park. Wlatr is waiting trial on charges 
of attempted rape, deviate sexual as- 
•auk, robbery, battery and unlawful re- 


straint. No court date has been set, 


Sgt. Joseph Bopp, of the Mount Pros- 


pect Police Department, said the men 
were arrested almost two years ago, one 
week after the woman was assaulted 
near Rand and Elmhurst roads in Mount 
Prospect. 


Bopp said the woman was driving 


home from work at about 2:30 a.m. Dec. 
27,1968, when the men, posing as police- 
men, stopped the woman's car. "They 
used a spotlight to attract her attention. 
Thinking they were policemen, she 
pulled into a parking lot on Rand Road. 


"When the men approached her auto, 


she apparently became suspicious of 
them because they weren't wearing po- 


lice uniforms 
However', they dragged 


her from her car," Bopp said. 


He said the men then drove her to a 


location outside Mount Prospect, where 
they sexually assaulted and robbed her. 
The men then drove her back to Mount 
Prospect where she was found by police 
at about 5:30 a.m. 


Bopp said the men were arrested in 


Franklin Park after they were traced 
there with the help of Schiller Park and 
Franklin Park police. 


Bopp said Spiezio was released from 


the state prison at Vandalia two months 
before the Mount Prospect Incident. 
Spiezio had served a nine-month sen- 
tence for aggravated assault 


Bargaining Team 'Surprised? 


Members of the teacher's bargaining 


team which negotiated the 1970-71 con- 
tract said they were "surprised" the 
Dist. 37 board of education would solicit 
the aid of a consultant for the upcoming 
salary talks. 


David Metzler, who will head the 


teacher's negotiating team for the second 
year, said the hiring of the consultant at 
a salary of $6,000 "may not have been 
necessary." He added that the consultant 
could possibly make the talks "lag on 
longer than necessary." 


"I was really surprised that the board 


would hire a consultant so early," said 
Metzler. "They don't even know what the 
teachers are going to demand: we don't 
even know what the demands will be our- 
selves. 


"Last year we (teachers) made some 


unreasonable demands at first, and so 
did they (board). But we realize now 
that we made some mistakes and this 
year we were going to go into the nego- 
tiations with more realistic demands. 


"FOR THE BOARD to hire a con- 


sultant before they're sure they'll really 
need one is, I think, a waste of tax- 
payer's money. The board could always 
hire a consultant later on if they find 
they are going to run into some prob- 
lems. I don't think it's practical for them 
to hire one before the negotiations have 
even begun." 


Metzler said teachers presently have 


an "excellent rapport" with members of 
the board. He thinks the two sides will 
reach an early settlement. 


Metzler said the consultant would prob- 


ably serve the board in the same capac- 
ity as did a representative of the Illinois 
Education Association (IEA) which ad- 
vised the teachers during the last nego- 
tiations 


Bob Fasick, president of the Mount 


P r o s p e c t Educational Associati >n 
(MPEA) said recently "I don't see why 
we couldn't come to an agreement by 
Easter." 


THE BARGAINING for he 1970-71 con- 


tract went on for nearly nine months, 
concluding when the approximately 200 
teachers in the district unanimously ac- 
cepted a second offer by the board. The 
teachers had earlier walked out of a 
workshop protesting the board's first of- 
fer A 15-hour marathon negotiating ses- 
sion was held over the Labor Day Week- 
end to resolve the conflict between the 
board's offer and the teacher's demands. 


Harrison Hanson, president of the 


school board, said the consultant, Rich- 
ard Zweiback, was liired before the nego- 
tiations began because the board mem- 
bers felt they could not find a qualified 
person if the need arose later on during 
the negotiations. He also said that if a 
consultant stepped in after negotiations 
began "he'd have a lot of catching up to 
do."

Propose New Grade Study 


Monday night, members of the Dist. 57 


Board of Education were given a presen- 
tation explaining a new social studies 
program for the fifth and sixth grade 
classes at district elementary schools. 


The presentation was made during a 


regularly scheduled board meeting at 
Sunset Park School. District social stud- 
ips teachers made the presentation to ac- 
pii.iint board members with the pro- 
gram. 


The relatively new concept of teaching 


social studies, titled the "Contra Costa" 
program, was initiated in California 
about 1964, according to Richard Percy, 
assistant superintendent of schools. He 
said there have been "many revisions" 
in the program since. 


The "Contra Costa" program was in- 


itiated in Dist. 57 schools last year on an 
experimental basis. Since that time ad- 
ministrators and teachers have reacted 
favorably toward the new concept. 


Teachers who made the presentation 


told board members that the program 
emphasized both student participation in 
class discussions and the use of visual 
aids and reference materials. They said 
students are not necessarily asked to 
memorize facts, but rather are taught 
the use of reference materials to seek 
out information about a particular topic. 


IN AN EFFORT to explain the work- 
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ings of the program, the teachers demon- 
strated to the board members the normal 
classroom routine with board members 
acting out the roles of students. 


Defining and studying the act of coloni- 


zation was the topic used in the class- 
room demonstration. Members of the 
board and teachers were divided into 
groups to study with the use of visual 
aids and reference materials the early 
colonization of America. 


Two of the teachers, Mrs. Kathy San- 


zenbacher and Robert Cremer, told 
board members students direct the dis- 
cussions with the teacher merely serving 
as an "outsider" making sure the dis- 
cussion doesn't get out of hand. 


Mrs. Sanzenbacher told the board the 


teacher "should not attempt to direct the 
discussion in any way" and children 
"should be allowed a free range of 
thought." 


"There is so much knowledge today 


it's impossible for the child to absorb it 
all. There is just too much to learn. I 
could be giving children facts and dates 
all day, but I seriously doubt how much 
they'd learn," she told the board. 


"INSTEAD OF teaching them dates, 


we teach them how to research and find 
the Information they're looking for," she 
explained. 


The teachers said the program also in- 


cludes relating the events of history to 
the current world situation, They said 
the program promotes an understanding 
of foreign cultures and the rapid pace at 
which cultures undergo change. 


Values and traditions are also dis- 


cussed frequently during the course, ac- 
cording to the teachers. 


One of the objectives of the program, 


Mrs. Sanzenbacher said, is to enable the 
child to "recall factual data and group 
together that which the student recog- 
nizes as having a logical affinity." 


She said that studying detailed sets of 


facts, the student should be able to 
"draw valid generalizations and recog- 
nize the limits of generalizations." 


Besides Mrs. Sanzenbacher and Cre- 


•ner, teachers who assisted with the pre- 
sentation were Mrs. Anna O'Connor, and 
Miss Mary Jane Myers. Robert Guthrle, 
principal of Sunset, also participated in 
the presentation.

Board Rejects Ecology Plan I Fire 


School Dist. 59 participation in a 


$1,200,000 proposed 
human ecological 


educational program was rejected unani- 
mously by the board of education Mon- 
day. 


The proposal would be a four-year 


planning project to develop educational 
and community action programs. 


Dr. Joseph Ellis of Northern Illinois 


University designed the proposal for fed- 
eral funds under the Environmental 
Quality Education Act of 1970. He is 
seeking support from area school dis- 
tricts through the Northwest Educational 
Cooperative. 


The board rejected the offer for sev- 


eral reasons. 


Board member Judy Zanca said the 


personnel would not be available to help 
in the project at this time. 


Although the funds of $300,000 a year 


for the next four years, if approved, 
would be available to cooperating schools 
and agencies, it is possible that partici- 
pants may have to make in-kind contri- 
butions such as space or administrative 
time. 


The district, if It had approved partici- 


pation, would have been represented on 
the advisory council which would guide 
the program's development and oper- 
ation. 


BOARD PRES. Richard Hess said he 


did not see the value of such a program 
to the elementary area. "My objection is 


that it would be four to six years at best 
before it would filter down to the 
schools," Sharrie 
Hildebrandt, board 


member, said. 


Mrs. Zanca said, "I don't think our dis- 


trict has ignored the subject." 


Supt. James Erviti reported that the 


schools were involved in ecology study 
through the science departments and 
termed the junior high outdoor education 
program the single biggest ecological 
event in the district. 


He was requested by the board to pro- 


vide more information on how much 
cology is taught in the schools. 
In another area, the board approved 
'ie second phase of a contract with 
Skokie Valley Electric Co. for security 
lighting on the 20 district schools. The 
contract was for $61,821 and is to be com- 
bined with parking lot lighting from an 
earlier contract for $66,250. 


The board also approved the retaining 


>f Wesley Wildman as negotiation con- 
sultant for the calendar year beginning 
Jan. 1 at $4,000. 


Clarification of policy on personal busi- 


ness was accepted for the administrative 
handbook. 


THE POLICY READS, "Personal busi- 


ness days are granted to teachers for the 
specific purpose of conducting business 
which cannot reasonably be accom- 
plished outside school hours and which 


requires that the teacher be present." 
This would include religious observances, 
court appearance, legal hearings, ap- 
pointments requested by civil authorities 
and completion of important contracts. 


Personal business days may not be

be delivered door-to-door in Prospect 
Heights soon after Jan. 1. 


The fact sheet is being prepared by the 


Northwest Suburban Council of Associ- 
ations, which includes all of the home- 
owner organizations in Prospect Heights 
and a portion of unincorporated Mount 
Prospect. 


The fact sheet will be distributed by 


each homeowner association. Later the 
homeowner association's officers will 
poll their members' reactions to the an- 
n e x a t i o n-incorporation issue. Council 
members say they will then begin to take 
steps toward achieving the community's 
preference. 


IN BOTH CASES, these steps will 


probably include circulating a petition 
and later holding a referendum. If 100 
per cent of the voters involved sign a 
petition requesting either annexation or 
incorporation, a referendum would not 
be necessary. 


If a majority of Prospect Heights resi- 


dents prefer annexation, they can not 
proceed past the petition stage without 
the approval of the village they plan to 
annex to. 


In the case of incorporation, state stat- 


utes require that the unincorporated area 
must first secure the consent of any mu- 
nicipality within one and a half miles of 
t h e 
proposed 
boundaries. 
Prospect 


Heights is contiguous to Mount Prospect, 
Wheeling, Des Flames and Arlington 
Heights. 


However, some specialists in municipal 


law claim it may be possible for Pros- 
pect Heights to incorporate as a city 
without this consent because of a con- 
tradiction in state statutes. 


Before the council takes any action In 


either direction, residents must decide 
what course they prefer, 


TO AID RESIDENTS In this decision, 


council members are now compiling the 
fact sheet which will include a two page 
discussion of each issue. 


According to Mrs. Marie Caylor, secre- 


tary of the council, these sheets will be 
•n expansion of information already pre- 
sented to residents at a public meeting in 
November. 


At that time a panel of homeowners 


discussed annexation and incorporation 
before an audience of more than 500 
people. Ronald Burton, vice chairman of 
the council, advocated annexation be- 
cause, "it will give us an opportunity to 
join an established, functioning, well-or- 
ganized and well-financed municipality." 


On the other hand, Jack Gilligan, a 


member of the Prospect Heights Im- 
p r o v e m e n t Association, favors in- 
corporation because, "it insures local 
control by a government^we elect,and 
thus the government is more nearly in 
line with our objectives." 


Following Gilligan's and Burton's pre- 


sentations some of the residents in the 
audience said they were confused by the 
issue and needed more information. 


The council members hope the fact 


sheets will clear up this confusion and 
enable residents to choose either in- 
corporation or annexation. 


The council has taken a stand against 


maintaining 
Prospect 
Height's 
unin- 


corporated status. Members say some 
form of government is necessary to alle- 
viate problems such as undesirable re- 
zoning, involuntary annexation and flood 
control. 


"We can't hide our heads in the sand 


and hope these problems will go away," 
said Mrs. Caylor. "If we do, we will be- 
come an island with no place to go, at 
the mercy of disintegrated county ser- 
vices."

From there the trail leads to the wom- 


an's son. He's collecting them at the 
Zayre Store on Northwest Highway in 
Palatine. Bob Gaddini works in'the de- 
partment store's service station and he 
has collected thousands of wrappers. 


But Bob doesn't know too much about 


the girl either. He gives what he has col- 
lected to Northwest Community Hospital. 


More correctly, he gives them to Gail 


Murphy, a nurses' aide in the obstetrics 
ward. Gail is a key link in the chain of 
giving. She is the girl who has done all 
the leg work in organizing the collections 
in the area, and eventually she will col- 
lect them all. 


She has several big bags of wrappers 


at the hospital. The garage at her home 
at 531 S. Dwyer Ave., Arlington Heights, 
's filling rapidly. Friday the Army major 
skipped a few links and presented Gail 
with more than 17,000 empty packs. 


Unfortunately Gail doesn't know the 


little girl cither — or in which hospital 
she is being treated. 


"I HEARD ABOUT it from a woman 


at work," Gail said. She said she planned 
o turn the packs over to her co-worker, 
but she left the hospital a couple of 
wonks age. 


The co-worker is Mrs. Else Petke of 


nis Nowata, Mount Prospect. She worked 
in the emnloycs' cafeteria a' the hospital 
and mentioned the campaign to Gail one 
day at work. 


Mrs. Petke. in turn, delivers the wrap- 


pers to her daughter, Mrs. Carol Zim- 
mer, of 3206 Wren Ln., Rolling Meadows. 
Mrs. Zimmer delivers them to Mrs. Do- 
lores Szwiec, of 2208 Willow Ln., Rolling 
Meadows, and then they go to Jill Bloom, 
who works at Schlitz in Des Plaines. 


Still no one knows the little girl or the 


name or location of the hospital. 


Since the campaign began, Miss Bloom 


has changed her name to Mrs. Roger Al- 


lan, She gives them to her husband, who 
takes them to work and hands them over 
to a co-worker, Tad Orzechowski, who 
lives in Chicago. 


Here the trail of the ciagarette pack- 


ages begins to become a little hazy. 


Mrs. Orzechowski said her daughter 


was collecting the wrappers, but she 
stopped saving them sometime last 
spring. The daughter, who was attending 
St. Wenceslaus School in Chicago at the 
time, was delivering them to a class- 
mate, Barbara Duda, 


BUT BARBARA DUDA no longer at- 


tends St. Wenceslaus. She moved with 
her family to Dyer, Ind., more than a 
year ago. 


The principal of the parochial school 


said she vaguely remembers the collec- 


tion going on at the school, but has no 
knowledge of the needy little girl nor the 
hospital. "Barbara had her classmates 
collecting the wrappers, but she moved," 
the principal said. "We had thousands of 
them in the school garage, but we 
burned them, finally, a few weeks ago." 


Barbara Duda is now a student at 


Lake Central High School, near her 
home. Barbara and her father, Leonard 
Duda, remembered the campaign only 
after being reminded of it. They seem to 
remember something about collecting 
the packages, but cannot recall where 
they were supposed to go. They never 
did know the little girl or the location of 
the hospital. 


And so the mysterious trail of the emp- 


ty cigarette packages ends. Was there 
ever such a little girl who needed help? 
If not, where did the rumor ever begin? 
No one will ever know for sure, but the 
Tobacco Institute, located in Washington, 
D.C., sheds some light on the matter. 


Horace R. Kornegay, institute presi- 


dent, said, "Typically, word seems to 
spread that a needy, ill or disabled per- 
son can be provided assistance of some 
sort upon redemption of used cigarette 
packs or cellophane tear strips. I hesi- 
tate to call these hoaxes, implying any 
malice on the part of those who start 
such rumors, but unfortunately there are 
repeated instances of collection of thou- 
sands of empty packs based on assump- 
tions that cigarette makers will redeem 
them." 


K O R N E G A Y EMPHASI/ED, "No 


cigarette company participates in any 
such scheme." He said manufacturers 
traditionally contribute substantial funds 
to health research, education and other 
philanthropic activities, "but collecting 
empty cigarette packs is not one of 
them." 


But the rumors will always spread, 


and hundreds of people will go a little out 
of their way — especially at Christmas 
time — to try to help a stranger. 


Empty packs and tear strips will be 


collected until they form huge mountains 
in someone's garage. And if they were 
all laid end-to-end, they would stretch 
from here to there and back. 


And then they will be thrown away. 


2 Sentenced On Sexual Charges 


Two men 
who pleaded guilty on 


charges of sexually assaulting and rob- 
bing a 22-year-old Arlington Heights 
woman two years ago were sentenced 
Monday In criminal court by Judge Ken- 
neth Wendt. 


Vito Spiezio, 21, of Franklin Park, and 


James Apt, 19. of Chicago, pleaded guilty 
on charges of deviate sexual assault and 
robbery. Spiezio was placed on five years 
probation and was sentenced to nine 
months in the county jail, a sentence the 
judge considered already served, await- 
ing trial. Apt was placed on three years 
probation and was sentenced to 90 days 
in the house of correction. 


Spiezio was released Monday after the 


court ruled he had already served his 
sentence while waiting trial. According 
to Mount Prospect police, the state's at- 
torney's office asked for a five to eight- 
year sentence for Spiezio and a "severe" 
jail sentence for Apt. 


The law allows a penalty for deviate 


sexual assault of four to 14 years in jail, 
according to police. Charges of at- 
tempted rape, unlawful .-estraint and 
battery against both men were dismissed 
by the court. 


A third man allegedly involved in the 


incident is Steven Wiatr, 19, of Schiller 
Park. Wiatr is waiting trial on charges 
of attempted rape, deviate sexual as- 
sault, robbery, battery and unlawful re- 
straint. No court date has been set. 


Sgt. Joseph Bopp, of the Mount Pros- 


pect PoDce Department, said the men 
were arrested almost two years ago, one 


week after the woman was assaulted 
near Rand and Elmhurst roads in Mount 
Prospect. 


Bopp said the woman was driving 


home from work at about 2:30 a.m. Dec. 
27, 1968, when the men, posing as police- 
men, stopped the woman's car. "They 
used a spotlight to attract her attention. 
Thinking they were policemen, she 
pulled into a parking lot on Rand Road. 


"When the men approached her auto, 


she apparently became suspicious of 
them because they weren't wearing po- 
lice uniforms. However, they dragged 
her from her car," Bopp said.

cording to Ann Garcia, Spanish instruc- 
tor in charge of the project. 


Elk Grove High School students, with 


aid from the community, have planned 
the relocation for the past two months. 


Although all the necessary papers have 


been in order, the high unemployment 
rate in the United States has apparently 
caused the labor department to tighten 
its approval of jobs for refugees, Mrs. 
Garcia said. 


The family is Mr. and Mrs. Miguel An- 


gel Ulloa Torres and their two teenage 
children. A job at Lift Parts Manufac- 
turing, Inc., Elk Grove Village, has been 
offered them. 


MRS. GARCIA said pleas for help have 


been sent to Illinois senators Charles 
Percy and Adlai Stevenson. 


Mrs. Garcia said an official of the 


United States Department of Immigra- 
tion and Naturalization Service sug- 
gested contactinb a senator to speed the 
relocation process. 


She said it was from the immigration 


office that she learned of the change in 
procedure by the Labor Department. 
. The Torres family has been waiting 
two years in Madrid for relocation to the 
United States. They have been living on 
charity and income from relatives. 


"All we want to do is get the family 


here. Once they are here they can work 
and support themselves," Mrs. Garcia 
said.

Diagnosis Fund Hike Asked 


An increase in proposed funds for a 


psychiatric diagnosis service for Des 
Plaines youth was among suggestions 
made by aldermen last night in a special 
city council meeting on the proposed 1971 
city budget. 


Other suggestions included a study of 


possible city ownership of a tow truck 
and shared use of a health inspector with 
another city. 


City council members hope to act on 


the proposed budget, released Monday, 
by late January after further council dis- 
cussion and negotiation of public em- 
ploye wages. 


The city budget may be increased from 


$7.4 million in expenditures this year to 
more than $8 million due to employe 
salary raises, according to city financial 
figures. 


THE PROPOSED budget also calls for 


hiring of a city personnel director, an 
additional health department sanitarian, 
six new firemen, a fulltime forester and 
new police personnel, said Duane Blietz, 
city comptroller. 


It is too early to tell if the city tax rate 


will have to be increased from the ap- 
proximately 8 per cent of local taxes col- 
lected by the city, Blietz said. 


An increase in the budget for the diag- 


nosis service was requested by Aid. Rob- 
ert Sherwood (2nd), chairman of the 
council's welfare and counseling and 
youth activities committees. 


Sherwood's suggestion to raise the 


budget from $2,000 to $10,000 did not 
meet with voiced opposition from other 
aldermen. The .1970 budget for the ser- 
vice had been $15,000. 


The cut probably had been made be- 


cause less money than expected had 
been spent, Sherwood said at a meeting 
in November of his council committees. 
The service had been In operation for 
only six months. 


Sherwood praised the program, oper- 


ated for the city by the Maine Township 
Mental Health Association. City funds 
are used to pay for such diagnosis when 
parents are unable to pay the cost. Po- 
lice and other groups recommend youths 
for diagnosis. 


Sherwood agreed with Aid. Charles Bo- 


lek (3rd) that the service might someday 
become so large that it would have to be 
administered by the city health depart- 
ment. 


BLIETZ WAS INSTRUCTED to Study 


the possibility of city ownership of a tow 
truck, after the suggestion was made by 
Aid. Howard Thomas Jr. (6th). 


Blietz told the council that about $4,000 


is paid each year to private firms for 
towing abandoned cars and auto wrecks. 
A study also will be made of the possi- 
bility of sharing a health inspector's ser- 
vices with another city, at the request of 
Aid. Bolek. 


Bolek felt that the stable number of 


restaurants in the city did not indicate 


that a second inspector's services were 
necessary. 


Mayor Herbert Behrel and aldermen, 


however, said the need for a health in- 
spector is increasing. An inspector also 
examines grocery stores and acts on 
complaints by residents, they pointed 
out. 


Mayor Behrel announced that Joseph 


Navin, 1519 Ellinwood, a member of the 
Board of Fire and Police Commissioners, 
has died at his Florida home. 


Teen Problems Probe Slated 


Teenage problems and the need for 


ways to combat them will be studied for 
three months in Des Plaines, Elk Grove 
Villaeg, Park Rideg and Niles. 


Funded by a $8,792 grant by the Illinois 


Law Enforcement Commission, the study 
will include 80 interviews with area po- 
lice, school counselors, social service 
agencies-and teenagers. 


The study is intended to determine 


what problems now exist, what ways 
they are now handled, and to find out if 
more should be done to help teenagers, 
according to the study coordinator, Ken- 
neth Krause, assistant professor at the 
Jane Addams Graduate School of Social 
Work, University of Illinois, Chicago 
Circle campus. 


THE SURVEY will be conducted from 


Jan. 1 through March 16 and a report 
will be written by May 1, he said. 


Application for the study funds were 


made by the Edison Park Home, in Park 
Ridge, which deals with teenagers who 
have emotional problems. 


"We want to know what the commu- 


nity wants, so that we can offer the 
needed services," said Miss Sylvia Ste- 
vens, Edison Park Home director. 


Miss Stevens said that no one really 


knows the extent of the need for services 
for teenagers. "All we know is that we 
have 24 beds at the Edison Home, and 
they are always filled." 


"We get requests now from policemen 


who want to know if we can take in a 
runaway. They recently 
received 
a 


request to house a teen who had been 
thrown out of his family home. He had to 
sleep in his car, Miss Stevens said. 


The Edison Home has a 40-member 


staff and is a licensed Child Care facil- 
ity. It is part of the Lutheran Welfare 
Services of Illinois, a non-sectarian, Lu- 
theran-sponsored, social agency. 


THE EDISON HOME provides family 


counseling and intensive, full-time care 


As part of a federal experiment, the 


post office sold 150,000 pre-cancelled 
stamps. The stamps save time because 
they do not have to be run through the 
cancelling machine and already have 
lines stamped on them. These stamps 
can be used only until Jan. 31 and then 
must be exchanged at the post office for 
regular stamps.

IN A HAKE SHOWING of harmony, 


the Convention for Recognition of Unre- 
lenting Deeds Designed to Insure Envi- 
ronmental Deterioration (CRUDDIED), 
has, for the first time in its history, pro- 
vided for publication of portions of their 
annual meeting. In releasing the report, 
publicist Streetclothes MacQuire noted 
that there were so many outstanding 
candidates in so many categories, that 
there is no doubt many, many real ob- 
structionists and activists have been 
overlooked. 


The meeting is held annually at a loca- 


tion appropriate to the group's interests. 
Uist year, for example, they met on 
board a U S. Corps of Engineer barge as 
it divided its time between dredging in 
the Calumet Harbor and dumping the 
sludge in Lake Michigan. This year the 
meeting was to have been on the shores 
of Prutlhoe Bay in the Arctic Circle 
where members intended to recognize 
Walter Hickel as Explorer of the Year in 
honor of the 500 mile Hickel highway into 
the wild, unexplored reaches of the Arc- 
tic. Last minute changes were required, 
however, "for political reasons," said 
convention site chairman Carbonhead 
Carter. 


Upon calling the meeting to order in 


emergency quarters in Las Vegas, Nev,. 
president Hairshirt Harry asked, as the 
first order of business, for a unanimous 
resolution, honoring the Atomic Energy 
Commission for its 17th underground nu- 
clear test resulting in radioactivity es- 
caping into the atmosphere. An amend- 
ment to postpone vote on the resolution 
until the radioactive dust had settled was 
defeated on the basis that such action 
would require that the resolution, like the 
dust, would have to be settled over the 
next several years.

"Recognition*" to hr presented wan the 
Any Old Port In A Storm Award. For the 
past several yearn, thin award has been 
given either to Santn Barbara. California 
or New Orleans on behalf of the Depart- 
ment of the Interior and the off-shore oil

award the CAPIAS plaque to the entire 
ea.it coa<il of Florida on behalf of the 
U.S. Navy. To avoid hurt feelings, the 
Convention voted a secondary Torrey 
Canyon award to the two former win- 
ners. A member also requested that the 
minute* show 
Ills suggestion of the 


Northwest Passage to the Arctic as a fu- 
ture recipient of the coveted tiwnnl. 


For his insistence that an airport he 


built in Lake Michigan, Chicago's mayor 
Richard Daley was the unanimous choice 
fw Aviation Man of the Year The only 
dissent to this nomination was from 
Type-Lice IX!P who pointed out a possible 
positive result of such a construction if 
fi.sh uswl its underpinnings at) cover and 
breeding grounds. Downstate Downey, 
however, was applauded warmly for his 
reminder that with the continued cooper- 
ation of Hie Corps of Engineers and the 
various M-wnge treatment plants in Wis- 
consin Illinois and Indiana, the threat of 
a healthy fish population would probably 
take care of itself. 


Considerable confusion surrounded the 


nomination of former Interior Secretary 
Walter Hickel as Explorer of the Year, 
as previously mentioned. Some thought 
he deserved recognition, Instead, as Oil- 
man of the Year, both for his continued 
interest in offshore drilling and his en- 
couragement of further development of 
th« Prudhoe Bay oil discovery in his 
home state of Alaska. The disagreement 
was eventually settled when Hickel re- 
ceived the Irrelevant Action award (or 


his jeopardizing of his cabinet position by 
writing, releasing to the press and finally 
delivering to the president, in that order, 
a letter about getting along with young 
people. 


The Convention next moved to some of 


the more esoteric awards: Fisherman of 
the Year went to Dick Gregory for his 
encouragement of Indians to break fish- 
Ing and other conservation laws, on the 
grounds that they were here first. 


(The other nominee in this category 


was the commander of the Coast Guard 
vessel who refused asylum to a defecting 
Lithuanian on the ground that it might 
jeopardize talks with the Russians over 
international fishing grounds.) 


Hunter of the Year recognition went to 


a group, for the second year in a row, 
when the fur hunters off the coast of 
Nova Scotia were again recognized for 
their annual bludgeoning of baby seals. 
The award is a heavily gnarled walnut 
2x4 with tooled alligator grip. 


The Cook County Board was cited for 


Most Creative Use of An Outdoor Sport 
in Fund Raising for its regulation de- 
manding a $5 fee of snowmobilers in 
Forest Preserve grounds. 


The Wilbur Wright award for Aero- 


nautic Achievement went to President 
Richard Nixon for his continued demand 
for the construction of a Supersonic 
Transport. There was some debate on 
this nomination on the ground that the 
president is only demanding that the SST 
be built, the point being that there is no 
assurance the thing will ever fly. Others 
felt any award involving the SST ought 
to be in the Most Significant Contribution 
to Transportation Not Necessarily in Re- 
lation to Need division. 


Cowbird of 1970 recognition went to the 


U.S. Coast Guard who demanded that all 
pleasure boats bearing marine toilets 
also be equipped with holding tanks — 
but failing to also note that there is no 
place to empty the tanks, thus leaving 
enforcement and further "treatment" of 
the problem to someone else. 


The Illinois delegation, in a flagrant at- 


tempt at state favoritism, attempted to 
find an award for their Department of 
Conservation, but they could discover no 
action on which any kind of award could 
be presented, pro or con. They did suc- 
ceed, however, In getting approval of a 
Pussyfooting Presentation for the Illinois 
Constitutional Convention Delegates who, 
having been faced with the opportunity 
to remove the Department of Con- 
servation from political clutches, decided 
Instead to make certain that the new De- 
partmtnt will be just like the old one, 
only with more directors. 


In the most popular action of the meet- 


ing, the Ninth Circuit Federal Appeal 
Court of California was voted the Teapot 
Dome Cup for Creative Use of Public 
Lands for Private Profit. The award was 
based on the court's decision supporting 
the Mineral King ski and resort project 
in the Sierra mountains, that is: Citizens 
cannot try to stop any development or 
land-use scheme simply because it is 
dangerous to the environment. Rather, 
you must show that the project is caus- 
ing you some direct economic or physical 
harm. The U.S. Forest Service received 
the second place vote for its participation 
in the defense of Mineral King against 
the conservationists. 


Members also voted themselves an an- 


nual dues increase — 50% to be paid in 
non-returnable beverage bottles and beer 
cans. 


Finally, Poet Laureate Irving Park, 


presented his 1970 comopsltion: "I shot 
•n arrow into the air And it stuck!" 


The meeting was adjourned amid 


waves of laughter.

The mountain of empty cigarette pack- 


ngcs grows larger and larger each day. 


A soldier nt the Army's Nike site on 


Central Road In Arlington Heights car- 
ries an empty pack for hours, waiting 
until ho passe* the right basket. He 
doesn't mind the tobacco shreds in his 
pocket — it's for a worthy cause. 


Hundreds of other residents in the 


Northwest suburban area are also saving 
the empty packs. They turn them in at 
work, at a gas station and at a depart- 
ment store. 


They're all caught up with the spirit of 


giving — the spirit of Christmas. They 
nil go a little out of their way to help 
someone in need. In this case it's a little 
girl in a Wisconsin hospital who needs an 
iron lung. 


OR IS IT a little boy? 
This Christmas Carol starts at the Nike 


site. Sgt. 1 C. Harold Summers said the 
men at the site started collecting the 
packages about three weeks ago. A ma- 
jor stationed there passed the word about 
the plight of the child and suggested the 
soldiers begin collecting the empty pack- 
ages. 


Sgt. Summers said a 2'/j-year-old boy 


was in an Iron lung and the packages 
would be redeemed to help defray the 
expenses. The boy would get one hour in 
the iron lung at no cost for every 100 
packs collected. 


So far the soldiers have collected about 


20,000 wrappers. 


No one at the site knows who the little 


boy Is or in which hospital he's being 
treated. Sgt. Summers said they would 
give the packs to a girl who works at 


Motorola with the major's wife. The girl, 
Pat Smith, knows all about it, he said. 


MISS SMITH, however, doesn't know 


any more about it than the soldiers. "It's 
a 2^-year-old girl in a Wisconsin hospi- 
tal," she said. Miss Smith turns over 
the packages she collects to another 
woman who works at the Schaumburg 
plant.

an's son. He's collecting them at the 
Zayre Store on Northwest Highway in 
Palatine. Bob Gaddini works in the de- 
partment store's service station and he 
has collected thousands of wrappers. 


But Bob doesn't know too much about 


the girl either. He gives what he has col- 
lected to Northwest Community Hospital. 


More correctly, he gives them to Gail 


Murphy, a nurses' aide in the obstetrics 
ward. Gail is a key link in the chain of 
giving. She is the girl who has done all 
the leg work in organizing the collections 
in the area, and eventually she will col- 
lect them all. 


She has several big bags of wrappers 


at the hospital. The garage at her home 
at 531 S. Dwyer Ave., Arlington Heights, 
is filling rapidly. Friday the Army major 
skipped a few links and presented Gail 
with more than 17,000 empty packs. 


Unfortunately Gail doesn't know the 


little girl either — or in which hospital 
she is being treated. 


"I HEARD ABOUT it from a woman 


at work," Gail said. She said she planned 
to turn the packs over to her co-worker, 
but she left the hospital a couple of 
weeks age. 


The co-worker is Mrs. Elsa Petke of 


913 Nowata, Mount Prospect. She worked 
in the employes' cafeteria at the hospital 
and mentioned the campaign to Gail one 
day at work. 


Mrs. Petke, in turn, delivers the wrap- 


pers to her daughter, Mrs. Carol Zim- 
mer, of 3206 Wren Ln., Rolling Meadows. 
Mrs. Zimmer delivers them to Mrs, Do- 
lores Szwiec, of 2208 Willow Ln., Rolling 
Meadows, and then they go to Jill Bloom, 
who works at Schlitz in Des Plaines. 


Still no one knows the little girl or the 


name or location of the hospital. 


Since the campaign began, Miss Bloom

They seem to 
remember something about collecting 
the packages, but cannot recall where 
they were supposed to go. They never 
did know the little girl or the location of 
the hospital. 


And so the mysterious trail of the emp- 


ty cigarette packages ends. Was there 
ever such a little girl who needed help? 
If not, where did the rumor ever begin? 
No one will ever know for sure, but the 
Tobacco Institute, located in Washington, 
D.C., sheds some light on the matter. 


Horace R. Kornegay, institute presi- 


dent, said, "Typically, word seems to 
spread that a needy, ill or disabled per- 
son can be provided assistance of some 
sort upon redemption of used cigarette 
packs or cellophane tear strips. I hesi- 
tate to call these hoaxes, implying any 
malice on the part of those who start 
such rumors, but unfortunately there are 
repeated instances of collection of thou- 
sands of empty packs based on assump- 
tions that cigarette makers will redeem 
them." 


K O R N E G A Y EMPHASIZED, "No 


cigarette company participates in any 
such scheme." He said manufacturers 
traditionally contribute substantial funds 
to health research, education and other 
philanthropic activities, "but collecting 
empty cigarette packs is not one of 
them." 


But the rumors will always spread, 


and hundreds of people will go a little out 
of their way — especially at Christmas 
time — to try to help a stranger. 


Empty packs and tear strips will be 


collected until they form huge mountains 
in someone's garage. And if they were 
all laid end-to-end, they would stretch 
from here to there and back. 


And then they will be thrown away.

Suburban 
Living 
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Show Polystyrene Sculpture 


Edifices and monuments by Jean Du- 


buffet are now on exhibit at The Art In- 
stitute of Chicago. The display of Dubuf- 
fet's most recent three-dimensional work 
will continue through the end of January. 


It consists of three full-size construc- 


tions and more than 30 scale models, in- 
cluding a series which was cpnceived for 
the plaza of the Chase Manhattan Bank 
in New York City. A group of very recent 
drawings and collages will also be dis- 
played. 


The polystyrene works are all created 


and painted by the artist himself. Di- 
vided into three major categories, the ex- 
hibit includes towers and monuments, 
houses and courts, and trees and gar- 
dens. 


The title of the exhibition, "Edifices 


and Monuments," was suggested by Du- 
buffet because it is in that way that he 
views his particular work represented. 
Dubuffet sees it as "painting monu- 
mentalized." 


DUBUFFET DERIVES his buildings 


from his previous involvement with 
'Jl'Hourloupe" subjects. "L'Hourloupe" 
was conceived by Dubuffet as a fictional 
poetic character. The exhibits ranged 
from small drawings to huge canvases, 
but at that time, 1963, there was no 
sculpture in the series. 


Finding the means to produce objects 


in Styrofoam permitted him to construct 
the world of "1'Hourloupe," its people, 
furniture and environment, as solid, 
three-dimensional, painted objects. 


Yet 
the 
make believe 
world of 


"1'Hourloupe's" has been destroyed. The 
edifices and monuments are built on a 
human scale and are actually used by 
human beings. Instead of merely looking 
at a madly contrived situation, the vis- 
itor is now forced to expose himself to 
the situation directly. One becomes en- 
tirely involved. 


JEAN DUBUFFET, a French artist, 


was born in 1901, After a classical educa- 
tion, Dubuffet traveled extensively and 
pursued a business career. He did not 
devote himself full-time to art until 1942, 
when he began his career as a painter. 


As Dubuffet developed, materials con- 


tinued to absorb his interest. Many of his 
early works involved creating his own 
materials. 


A. James Speyer writes in the catalog, 


"His discovery of polystyrene has re- 
sulted in the latest revolution in his tech- 
niques and consequently in his ex- 
pression. Starting in 1963 with the use of 
polystyrene for small sculpture, he has 
meanwhile expanded the possibilities of 
this material to a point where the tech- < 
nique has changed the course of the work 
itself." 


EDIFICES AND MONUMENTS by Jean Dubuffet arc 
now on exhibit at The Art Institute of Chicago. The 
display consists of full-size constructions which are 
made from polystryrene. Recent drawings and collagoi 
will also be displayed. The exhibit will continue through 
January. 


More Assistance For Consumers

NEW YORK (UPI) -That watch with 


a lifetime guarantee stops ticking two 
weeks after you give it to hubby. You 
start talking with the manager of the 
store that stocks such watches, 


The store takes it back, works on it. 


You get it back and this time it ticks for 
a week before regressing to its silent 
stage. 


This time you decide to do your talking 


to the local Better Business Bureau. You 
don't get a chance. Each time you call 
you get a busy or a no-answer signal. 


During 1969, four out of every 10 per- 


sons who called a local Better Business 
Bureau nationwide had such trouble. The 
Council of Better Business Bureaus says 
so and is upset about the situation. 


H. BRUCE PALMER, president of the 


Council representing 139 bureaus in 42

states and 11 in Canada, says top priority 
in achieving a new look at the bureau 
will be given to increasing capacity for 
handling consumer complaints. 


The Council also expects to meet its 


new challenges by establishing new bu- 
reaus and by setting up branch or satel- 
lite bureaus. 


The new look at the Better Business 


Bureaus will cost $25 million a year, 
compared to the present $9.5 million. The 
money comes from business members, 
including manufacturers. 


To answer the complaints that the bu- 


reaus function more to protect their 
business members than they do to pro- 
tect the consumers, the bureaus also 
plan to set up consumer councils. There 
will be consumers among the council 
members, 


THERE ALSO will be a uniform sys- 


tem of recording and distributing con- 


sumer contact or complaint information. 
This will be nationwide so that a manu- 
facturer will know as quickly as possible 
about a defect in a particular shipment 
of his product — and correct it on the 
assembly line and through service per- 
sonnel in the field. 


The council also expects to assist in 


monitoring of national advertising and 
intends to call for the immediate correc- 
tion of advertising that is false or mis- 
leading. 


The bureaus can't help chronic com- 


p l a i n e r s who have unrealistic ex- 
pectatiions — say the man who called to 
complain that his color television set 
complain that his color television set 
wasn't working properly when he was 
watching the telecast that originated on 
the moon and showed Americans walking 
on the lunar surface. The telecast was 
transmitted in black and white only.

purchasers of new washing machines 
with vital parts missing.
